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DELAMAR  INSTITUTE  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  Trustees  of  Columbia  University,  on  May  2,  1921,  established  an  Institute 
of  Public  Health,  provided  for  its  maintenance  from  the  income  of  the  DeLamar 
Endowment  Fund  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  Mr.  Joseph  P.  DeLamar's 
will  and  appointed  an  Administrative  Board  for  this  Institute.  In  September, 
1922,  students  in  public  health  were  admitted  to  courses  in  Columbia  University 
attheSchoolof  Medicine  under  the  Department  of  Public  Health  Administration. 
The  Institute  of  Public  Health  is  now  an  integral  part  of  the  School  of  Medicine 
of  the  University  and  includes  epidemiology,  industrial  physiology,  industrial 
medicine,  public  health  administration,  and  sanitar>^  science,  having  offices  and 
laboratories  at  the  School  of  Medicine  and  an  industrial  hygiene  class  in  the 
Vanderbilt  Clinic. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health  to  provide  for  students  of 
medicine  that  element  in  their  education  which  bears  upon  the  preventable 
diseases  and  the  individual  and  social  measures  for  their  prevention;  to  contribute 
to  the  training  of  graduate  nurses  in  the  public  health  relations  of  their  profession 
in  association  with  the  Department  of  Nursing  Education  at  Teachers  College; 
to  offer  a  complete  curriculum  in  the  theor>'  and  practice  of  preventive  medicine 
leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  on  recommendation  by  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine;  to  provide  leadership  and  guidance  for  graduate  students  in  public 
health  sciences  who  are  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy;  to 
participate  in  the  offering  of  courses  under  University  Extension  to  persons 
unable  to  attend  other  courses  in  the  University;  to  extend  to  the  lay  public 
through  existing  channels  of  popular  education  the  benefits  of  reliable  informa- 
tion in  the  protection  and  development  of  human  health  and  in  the  prevention 
of  disease,  as  specifically  directed  in  the  will  of  the  late  Joseph  P.  DeLamar, 
whose  legacy  for  teaching  and  research  in  the  medical  sciences  made  possible  the 
creation  of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health. 

The  Institute  of  Public  Health  off^ers  to  properly  qualified  applicants  a  course 
of  study  extending  over  at  least  one  calendar  year,  including  three  months  of 
practical  field,  laboratory  or  administrative  work  during  the  Summer  Session,  and 
leading  to  a  degree  of  Master  of  Science.  No  degrees  or  diplomas  in  Public  Health 
are  offered  by  the  University,  except  that  of  Master  of  Science  on  completion  of 
the  prescribed  courses  described  in  the  following  pages,  and  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Philosophy  to  candidates  recommended  by  one  or  more  of  the  several  depart- 
ments contributing  to  the  science  of  preventive  medicine  in  its  social  applications, 
as  Sociology,  Bacteriology,  Chemistry,  Sanitary  Science,  Epidemiology',  Phys- 
iology. The  facilities  of  the  Institute  are  furthermore  available  to  qualified 
persons  desiring  to  pursue  a  more  limited  and  specialized  course  of  study. 

REQUIREMENTS    FOR   ADMISSION 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  J^Iaster  of  Science  in  Public  Health  and  in  Public 
Health  Engineering  should  apply  in  the  spring,  if  possible,  and  may  use  Summer 
Session  courses  at  Columbia  University'  or  elsewhere  to  make  up  deficiencies. 
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Application  blanks  will  be  furnished  by  the  Registrar's  Office  of  the  School  of 
Medicine  at  630  \V.  i68th  Street,  New  York  City. 

I.  As  a  minimum  requirement  for  admission,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Science  in  Public  Health  must  be: 

(a)  A  graduate  of  a  class  A  medical  school  with  a  degree  of  M.D. 
or 

(b)  A  graduate  in  arts  or  sciences  having  a  degree  of  B.S.  or  A.B.  and  pre- 
senting evidence  of  having  completed  satisfactory  college  courses  in  chemistry, 
physics,  bacteriology  or  general  biology,  and  mathematics.  In  addition  such 
candidates  should  have  completed  a  course  in  medical  bacteriology  similar  to 
that  given  in  the  first  year  of  the  School  of  Medicine  (Bacteriology  lOi). 

II.  As  a  minimum  requirement,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science 
in  Public  Health  Engineering  must  be  a  graduate  of  an  approved  engineering 
school,  having  a  degree  of  B.S.  in  civil  engineering,  or  its  equivalent. 

Evidence  of  capability  and  fitness  for  work  in  public  health  is  likewise  considered 
in  each  case  and  will  be  regarded  as  quite  as  essential  as  the  above  mentioned 
specific  educational  requirements. 

The  admission,  continuance  upon  the  rolls,  and  graduation  of  any  student,  is 
subject  to  the  full  disciplinary  power  of  the  University  authorities,  as  prescribed 
by  the  Statutes  of  the  University. 

REGISTRATION 

The  academic  year  of  1930-1931  begins  Wednesday,  September  24,  1930,  and 
continues  until  June  ID,  1931.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  M.S.  in  Public  Health 
will  be  admitted  only  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year  in  September,  except 
by  special  arrangement  through  the  Executive  Officer  of  the  Institute.  Students 
will  be  required  to  register  personally  in  the  office  of  the  Registrar  at  the  School 
of  Medicine,  630  West  i68th  Street. 

SUMMARY    OF    FEES 

The  University  Statutes  provide  that  tuition  fees,  the  University  fee,  and  labo- 
ratory deposits  are  payable  semiannually  in  advance.  No  reduction  is  made  for 
late  registration.  Registration  will  not  be  complete  until  such  fees  are  paid. 
Checks  should  be  drawn  to  the  order  of  Columbia  University  and  presented  in 
person  or  mailed  to  the  office  of  the  Bursar.  Payment  of  fees  after  the  last  day 
of  registration  (see  Academic  Calendar)  imposes  automatically  the  statutory 
charge  of  $6.00  for  this  privilege.  Under  the  regulations,  the  privileges  of  the 
University  are  not  available  to  any  student  until  he  has  completed  his  registra- 
tion.

The  prescribed  courses  in  the  Institute  of  Public  Health  leading  to  a 
degree  of  Master  of  Science  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  tuition 
fee  shall  be  deemed  to  be  eighteen  points  in  the  Winter  Session  and 
eighteen  points  in  the  Spring  Session  for  one  year.

2.  After  the  last  day  of  the  period  provided  for  change  of  course,  as  announced 
in  the  University  Calendar,  no  tuition  fees  will  be  returned  for  any  course 
which  the  student  may  for  any  reason  discontinue.  Exception  to  this  rule 
may  be  made  only  in  cases  of  total  withdrawal  from  the  University,  when  a 
partial  return  of  fees  may  be  authorized  by  the  Registrar.

EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  held  on  the  completion  of  the  several  courses  at  the  end  of 
the  Winter  and  Spring  Sessions. 

In  the  event  of  serious  illness  or  other  unavoidable  cause  of  absence,  the  defi- 
ciency may  be  made  up  by  arrangement  with  the  instructor  and  approval  of 
the  Executive  Officer  of  the  Institute. 
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REQUIREMENTS    FOR    THE    DEGREE 

I.  In  Public  Health: 

In  outlining  courses  of  instruction  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in 
the  field  of  public  health,  it  has  been  recognized  that  the  objective  as  well  as  the 
previous  training  and  qualifications  of  the  candidate  will  determine  to  some  degree 
the  content  of  his  course.  There  are  certain  fundamentals,  however,  that  are 
essential  to  a  well-balanced  training  in  public  health  and  these  are  taken  to  consti- 
tute the  uniform  partial  requirements  for  the  degree.  A  certain  amount  of  more 
specialized  training  in  one  or  another  of  the  optional  lines  will  also  be  expected, 
either  by  taking  advanced  work  in  one  of  the  required  subjects  or  completing 
requirements  in  one  of  the  options. 

In  general,  and  in  addition  to  the  prerequisites  already  outlined,  the  following 
schedule  of  study  must  be  satisfactorily  completed  by  candidates  for  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Science  in  Public  Health.

II.  In  Public  Health  Engineering: 

The  course  of  study  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  Public  Health 
Engineering  is  designed  to  prepare  graduates  in  engineering  for  service  in  the 
field  of  public  health  engineering,  which  deals  with  the  various  aspects  of  envi- 
ronmental control  in  a  somewhat  broader  way  than  does  the  conventional  sani- 
tary engineering.

A  report  upon  advanced  or  optional  work  will  be  expected  in  the  form  of  a  thesis. 

Field  Work 
The  selection  of  the  summer  work  in  the  field,  and  the  subject  of  the  thesis 
should  if  possible  be  related  to  the  advanced  course  or  option  selected.  By  ar- 
rangement with  Federal,  state,  or  local  county  or  municipal  health  services, 
provision  will  be  made  for  a  three-months'  period  in  the  summer  for  practical 
observation  of  and  participation  in  public  health  work. 

Modifications 
Modification  of  this  schedule  may  be  necessary  or  permissible  as  follows: 

(a)  Candidates  deficient  in  a  prerequisite  subject  may,  upon  satisfactory  show- 
ing, be  admitted  to  the  classes,  the  necessary  extra  course  of  study  to  remove  the 
deficiency  being  taken  simultaneously. 

(b)  Candidates  showing  evidence  of  having  completed  a  course  of  study  equiva- 
lent to  one  of  those  required,  or  having  had  professional  experience  of  equivalent 
value,  may  substitute  advanced  work  or  options  for  the  course  in  question. 

TEXT   AND    REFERENCE    BOOKS 

Text  and  reference  books,  monographs,  population,  morbidity  and  mortality 
records  required  for  students  in  public  health  are  available  in  the  general  and 
special  libraries  of  the  School  of  Zsledicine  and  the  Institute  of  Public  Health. 

TEACHERS    COLLEGE 

Courses  in  preventable  diseases  and  public  health  administration  and  lectures 
in  various  of  the  special  fields  of  sanitation  and  health  ser\-ice  are  given  by  the 
staff  of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health  at  Teachers  College  in  the  Department  of 
Nursing  and  Health. 

SUMMER   SESSION 

In  the  Summer  Session  various  courses  in  public  health  are  offered  to  extra- 
curricular students,  and  some  of  these  courses  are  equivalent  to  those  offered  in 
the  Winter  or  Spring  Sessions  and  may  be  accepted  as  such  when  completed  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Executive  Ofiicer. 
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UNIVERSITY    EXTENSION 

Under  University  Extension  courses  in  the  community  aspects  of  tuberculosis 
and  the  management  of  clinics  and  health  centers  have  been  offered  during  the 
Winter  and  Spring  Sessions. 

HOME    STUDY 

Home  Study  courses  in  preventable  diseases  and  in  the  community  and  indi- 
vidual application  of  control  of  tuberculosis  are  in  preparation  and  will  be  offered 
within  the  next  six  months. 

SPECIAL    INSTRUCTION   AND   RESEARCH 

Special  instruction  is  offered  for  those  employed  in  practical  public  health  work 
according  to  the  needs  of  the  individual.  Research  facilities  of  the  Institute 
of  Public  Health  are  available  for  qualified  students,  whether  upon  projects 
already  undertaken  by  members  of  the  staff  or  in  original  studies. 


OUTLINE  OF  COURSES 

Odd  numbers  indicate  courses  given  during  the  Winter  Session,  from  September 
to  February;  even  numbers  indicate  courses  given  during  the  Spring  Session,  from 
February  to  May.  Courses  numbered  both  odd  and  even  are  given  throughout 
the  academic  year.  Courses  with  numbers  preceded  by  5  are  given  in  Summer 
Session. 

Sociology  el23 — Introduction   to  population  and   vital   statistics.     3 

points  Winter  Session.     Professor  R.  E.  Chaddock. 
M.,  4:10-6.     401  Fayerweather. 

This  course  will  treat  of  the  growth,  distribution  and  classification  of  population,  and  the  col- 
lection, analysis,  presentation  and  interpretation  of  data  on  births,  deaths  and  sickness.  Special 
emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  relation  of  vital  facts  to  health  administration,  and  to  other  social 
and  economic  phenomena.     Use  of  the  published  sources  will  be  expected. 

Statistics  310 — Studies  in  population.     3  points  Spring  Session.      Pro- 
fessor R.  E.  Chaddock. 
Hours  to  be  arranged. 
Prerequisite:  Stalislics  log-iio  or  equivalent. 

Public  Health  Laboratory  Methods. 

A  fixed  course  will  not  be  offered  in  this  subject.  Completion  of  a  laboratory  training  for  public 
health  purposes  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department  of  Bacteriology  is  a  requirement  for  candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  Public  Health. 

Public  Health  2 — Public  health  administration.  6  points.  Lectures, 
conferences,  practical  problems  in  state,  municipal  and  rural  health  services. 
Professor  H.  Emerson  and  special  lecturers. 

Authority  for  official  public  health  services;  model  health  laws  and  sanitary  codes.  Court  decisions 
upon  which  health  policies  depend.  Functions  of  official  and  volunteer  health  agencies.  Administra- 
tion: records  and  vital  statistics;  communicable  disease  control;  maternity,  infancy  and  child 
hygiene;  sanitation;  food  and  drug  control;  public  health  laboratories;  hospitalization;  public 
health  nursing;  health  education;  correlation  between  official  and  volunteer  agencies;  costs  and 
principles  of  budget  making.  Demonstrations,  field  experiments,  surveys.  Federal  health  activities 
in  interstate  commerce,  maritime  quarantine,  immigration.  Control  of  biological  products.  Re- 
search.    International  sanitary  and  epidemiological  agreements. 

Public  Health  3 — Public  health  engineering.  6  points.  Lectures,  collateral 
reading  and  discussion,  visits  to  typical  works.     Professor  E.  B.  Phelps. 

The  fundamental  scientific  principles  which  underlie  present  practice  in  the  various  aspects  of 
environmental  control.  Ventilation:  physiological  requirements;  physics  and  chemistry  of  air; 
studies  of  ventilation  and  essential  requirements.  Water  supply  and  sewerage:  sources  and  quality 
of  water;  impurities,  their  significance  and  measurement;  purification,  filtration,  disinfection; 
plumbing  and  sewers;  sewage  disposal,  its  chemistry  and  biology;  pollution  and  self -purification  of 
streams.  Food  control:  pasteurization  of  milk.  Illumination:  physical  principles  and  measure- 
ment; codes  and  practice.  Insect  control:  the  relation  of  flies  and  mosquitoes  to  disease,  and  their 
control.     Municipal  refuse:  treatment  and  disposal.     Field  inspections  of  typical  works. 

Public  Health  4 — Epidemiology.  6  points.  Lectures,  conferences  and 
laboratory  work.     Professor  E.  S.  Godfrey. 

Phenomena  of  the  group  incidence  of  disease,  together  with  the  principles  and  apphcation  of 
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epidemiological  methods  of  study.  Distribution  of  infectious  diseases  in  nature.  Influence  of  age, 
sex,  season,  and  climate.  Sources  of  epidemiological  information:  practical  problems  in  analysis 
of  crude  data;  evaluation  of  control  m.easures.  Collateral  reading,  conferences,  and  field  trips  for 
study  of  health  department  practice  in  contadous  disease. 

Prerequisites:  Fundamental  training  in  bacteriology,  public  health,  engineering  and  vital 
statistics.     Students  without  medical  degree  admitted  only  if  well  grounded  in  pathology. 

Public  Health  5a — Industrial  medicine.  3  points.  Lectures  and  field 
inspection  and  demonstration.     Professor  F.  B.  Flinn  and  Dr.  A.  R.  Smith. 

Occupational  diseases:  the  causes  and  prevention,  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  diseases  associated 
with  the  industries.  The  relation  of  special  environment — dust,  fumes,  humidity,  etc.,  to  occupa- 
tional diseases.  The  medical  aspects  of  industrial  poisons.  Industrial  medical  administration: 
the  medical  service  department,  employment  benefit  association,  sanitation,  safety,  recreation  and 
cafeterias.  Plant  inspection:  the  operation  of  the  medical  service,  model  and  unsatisfactory  work- 
ing conditions,  plant  health  records.  Industrial  physiology:  (by  Dr.  Flinn)  a  briefer  treatment  of 
course  56. 

Public  Health  5b — Industrial  physiology.  3  points.  Lectures  and  labora- 
tory with  field  inspection.     Professor  F.  B.  Flinn  and  Dr.  A.  R.  Smith. 

Fatigue  and  repair:  fundamental  relation  to  industry.  The  methods  that  have  been  proposed 
to  measure  fatigue.  Temperature  and  humidity:  physiological  aspects  of  the  relation  of  the  at- 
mosphere to  the  loss  of  body  heat.  Hearing  and  vision:  tests  for  acuity.  Relation  of  light  to 
production.  Respiration:  effect  of  pressure,  carbon  dioxide,  carbon  monoxide,  dust.  Toxicology: 
laboratory  methods  used  in  detecting  the  effect  of  industrial  poisons.  Factory  inspection:  a  detailed 
survey  of  an  industrial  plant,  to  illustrate  the  use  of  instruments  for  testing  the  physical  environ- 
ment. Occupational  disease  and  industrial  medical  administration  (Dr.  Smith) — a  brief  treat- 
ment of  course  sa. 

Note:  Courses  Sfi  and  5&  are  alternative  and  intended  in  general  for  the  medical 
and  the  non-medical  graduate  respectively.  It  will  be  noted  that  they  overlap 
somewhat.  May  be  taken  together.  Credit  for  combined  50  and  5b  will  be 
6  points. 

Public  Health  6 — Sanitary  engineering  laboratory  methods.  3  points. 
Professor  E.  B.  Phelps  and  Dr.  M.  L.  Isa.\cs. 

Lectures  and  laboratory  practice  on  the  technique  and  theory  of  laboratory  procedures  (chemical 
and  bacteriological)  employed  in  the  examination  of  air,  water,  sewage,  and  milk,  and  in  the  study 
of  the  pollution  and  self-purification  of  streams. 

One  year  of  college  chemistry  is  desirable. 

Public  Health  7 — Public  health  engineering  practice.  6  points.  Pro- 
fessor E.  B.  Phelps  and  assistants. 

A  course  of  reading,  conferences  and  problems  from  the  field,  to  supplement  course  Public 
Health  3  and  to  be  carried  on  parallel  with  it.  The  principles  of  correct  design  and  operation  of 
sanitary  works  will  be  studied  by  a  critical  survey  of  existing  works.

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DELAMAR  INSTITUTE  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  Trustees  of  Columbia  University,  on  May  2,  1921,  established  an  Institute 
of  Public  Health,  provided  for  its  maintenance  from  the  income  of  the  DeLamar 
Endowment  Fund  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  Mr.  Joseph  P.  DeLamar's 
will  and  appointed  an  Administrative  Board  for  this  Institute.  In  September, 
1922,  students  in  public  health  were  admitted  to  courses  in  Columbia  University 
at  the  School  of  Medicine  under  the  Department  of  Public  Health  Administration. 
The  Institute  of  Public  Health  is  now  an  integral  part  of  the  School  of  Medicine 
of  the  University  and  includes  epidemiology,  industrial  physiology,  industrial 
medicine,  public  health  administration,  and  sanitary  science,  having  offices  and 
laboratories  at  the  School  of  Medicine  and  an  industrial  department  in  the 
Vanderbilt  Clinic. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health  to  provide  for  students  of 
medicine  that  element  in  their  education  which  bears  upon  the  preventable 
diseases  and  the  individual  and  social  measures  for  their  prevention;  to  contribute 
to  the  training  of  graduate  nurses  in  the  public  health  relations  of  their  profession 
in  association  with  the  Department  of  Nursing  Education  at  Teachers  College; 
to  offer  a  complete  curriculum  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  preventive  medicine 
leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  on  recommendation  by  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine;  to  provide  leadership  and  guidance  for  graduate  students  in  public 
health  sciences  who  are  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy;  to 
participate  in  the  offering  of  courses  under  University  Extension  to  persons 
unable  to  attend  other  courses  in  the  University;  to  extend  to  the  lay  public 
through  existing  channels  of  popular  education  the  benefits  of  reliable  informa- 
tion in  the  protection  and  development  of  human  health  and  in  the  prevention 
of  disease,  as  specifically  directed  in  the  will  of  the  late  Joseph  P.  DeLamar, 
whose  legacy  for  teaching  and  research  in  the  medical  sciences  made  possible  the 
creation  of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health. 

The  Institute  of  Public  Health  offers  to  properly  qualified  applicants  a  course 
of  study  extending  over  at  least  one  calendar  year,  including  three  months  of 
practical  field,  laboratory,  or  administrative  work  during  the  Summer  Session,  and 
leading  to  a  degree  of  Master  of  Science.  No  degrees  or  diplomas  in  Public  Health 
are  offered  by  the  University,  except  that  of  Master  of  Science  on  completion  of 
the  prescribed  courses  described  in  the  following  pages,  and  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Philosophy  to  candidates  recommended  by  one  or  more  of  the  several  depart- 
ments contributing  to  the  science  of  preventive  medicine  in  its  social  applications, 
as  sociology,  bacteriology,  chemistry,  sanitary  science,  epidemiology,  phys- 
iology. The  facilities  of  the  Institute  are  furthermore  available  to  qualified 
persons  desiring  to  pursue  a  more  limited  and  specialized  course  of  study. 

REQUIREMENTS   FOR   ADMISSION 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  Public  Health  and  in  Public 
Health  Engineering  should  apply  in  the  spring,  if  possible,  and  may  use  Summer 
Session  courses  at  Columbia  University  or  elsewhere  to  make  up  deficiencies. 
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Application  blanks  will  be  furnished  by  the  Registrar's  Oflfice  of  the  School  of 
Medicine  at  630  West  i68th  Street,  New  York  City. 

I.  As  a  minimum  requirement  for  admission,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Science  in  Public  Health  must  be: 

(a)  A  graduate  of  a  class  A  medical  school  with  a  degree  of  M.D. 
or 

(b)  A  graduate  in  arts  or  sciences  having  a  degree  of  B.S.  or  A.B.  and  pre- 
senting evidence  of  having  completed  satisfactory  college  courses  in  chemistry, 
physics,  bacteriology,  or  general  biology,  and  mathematics.  In  addition  such 
candidates  should  have  completed  a  course  in  medical  bacteriology  similar  to 
that  given  in  the  first  year  of  the  School  of  Medicine  {Bacteriology  loi). 

II.  As  a  minimum  requirement,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science 
in  Public  Health  Engineering  must  be  a  graduate  of  an  approved  engineering 
school,  having  a  degree  of  B.S.  in  civil  engineering,  or  its  equivalent. 

Evidence  of  capability  and  fitness  for  work  in  public  health  is  likewise  considered 
in  each  case  and  will  be  regarded  as  quite  as  essential  as  the  above  mentioned 
specific  educational  requirements. 

The  admission,  continuance  upon  the  rolls,  and  graduation  of  any  student,  is 
subject  to  the  full  disciplinary  power  of  the  University  authorities,  as  prescribed 
by  the  Statutes  of  the  University. 

REGISTRATION 

The  academic  year  of  1931-1932  begins  Wednesday,  September  23,  1931,  and 
continues  until  June  8,  1932.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  M.S.  in  Public  Health 
will  be  admitted  only  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year  in  September,  except 
by  special  arrangement  through  the  Executive  Officer  of  the  Institute.  Students 
will  be  required  to  register  personally  in  the  office  of  the  Registrar  at  the  School 
of  Medicine,  630  West  i68th  Street. 

SUMMARY   OF   FEES 

The  University  Statutes  provide  that  tuition  fees,  the  University  fee,  and  labo- 
ratory deposits  are  payable  semiannually  in  advance.  No  reduction  is  made  for 
late  registration.  Registration  will  not  be  complete  until  such  fees  are  paid. 
Checks  should  be  drawn  to  the  order  of  Columbia  University  and  presented  in 
person  or  mailed  to  the  office  of  the  Bursar.  Payment  of  fees  after  the  last  day 
of  registration  (see  Academic  Calendar)  imposes  automatically  the  statutory 
charge  of  $6  for  this  privilege.  Under  the  regulations,  the  privileges  of  the 
University  are  not  available  to  any  student  until  he  has  completed  his  registra- 
tion.

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REQCTREMEN-rS   FOR   THE   HEGSEE 

I.  In  Public  Health: 

In  outlining  coorses  of  instruction  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in 
the  field  of  public  health,  it  has  been  reo^nized  that  the  objective  as  well  as  the 
previous  training  and  qualifications  of  the  candidate  will  determine  to  some  degree 
the  content  of  his  course.  There  are  certain  fundamentals,  howe%-er,  that  are 
essential  to  a  weU-balanced  training  in  public  health  and  these  are  taken  to  consti- 
tute the  uniform  partial  requirements  far  the  degree.  A  certain  amount  of  more 
specialized  training  in  one  or  another  of  the  optMmal  lines  will  also  be  expected, 
either  by  taking  ad\-anced  work  in  one  of  the  required  subjects  or  completing 
requirements  in  one  of  the  options.

Lectures,  conferences,  and 
laboratory  work.     Professor  E.  S.  Godfrey. 

Phenomena  of  the  group  incidence  of  disease,  together  with  the  principles  and  application  of 
epidemiological  methods  of  study.  Distribution  of  infectious  diseases  in  nature.  Influence  of  age, 
sex,  season,  and  climate.  Sources  of  epidemiological  information:  practical  problems  in  analysis 
of  crude  data;  evaluation  of  control  measures.  Collateral  reading,  conferences,  and  field  trips  for 
study  of  health  department  practice  in  contagious  disease. 

Prerequisites:  Fundamental  training  in  bacteriology,  public  health  engineering  and  vital  sta- 
tistics.

The  relation  of  special  environment — dust,  fumes,  humidity,  etc.,  to  occupa- 
tional diseases.  The  medical  aspects  of  industrial  poisons.  Industrial  medical  administration:

Public  Health  5b — Industrial  physiology.  3  points.  Lectures  and  labora- 
tory with  field  inspection.

Fatigue  and  repair:  fundamental  relation  to  industry.  The  methods  that  have  been  proposed 
to  measure  fatigue.  Temperature  and  humidity:  physiological  aspects  of  the  relation  of  the  at- 
mosphere to  the  loss  of  body  heat.  Hearing  and  vision:  tests  for  acuity.  Relation  of  light  to 
production.  Respiration:  effect  of  pressure,  carbon  dioxide,  carbon  monoxide,  dust.  Toxicology: 
laboratory  methods  used  in  detecting  the  effect  of  industrial  poisons.  Factory  inspection:  a  detailed 
survey  of  an  industrial  plant,  to  illustrate  the  use  of  instruments  for  testing  the  physical  environ- 
ment. Occupational  disease  and  industrial  medical  administration  (Dr.  Smith) — a  brief  treat- 
ment of  course  5a. 

Note:  Courses  §a  and  ji  are  alternative  and  intended  in  general  for  the  medical 
and  the  non-medical  graduate  respectively.  It  will  be  noted  that  they  overlap 
somewhat.  May  be  taken  together.  Credit  for  combined  5a  and  56  will  be 
6  points.

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DELAMAR  INSTITUTE  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  Trustees  of  Columbia  University,  on  May  2,  1921,  established  an  Institute 
of  Public  Health,  provided  for  its  maintenance  from  the  income  of  the  DeLamar 
Endowment  Fund  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  Mr.  Joseph  P.  DeLamar's 
will  and  appointed  an  Administrative  Board  for  this  Institute.  In  September, 
1922,  students  in  public  health  were  admitted  to  courses  in  Columbia  University 
at  the  School  of  Medicine  under  the  Department  of  Public  Health  Administration. 
The  Institute  of  Public  Health  is  now  an  integral  part  of  the  School  of  Medicine 
of  the  University  and  includes  epidemiology,  industrial  physiology,  industrial 
medicine,  public  health  administration,  and  sanitary  science,  having  offices  and 
laboratories  at  the  School  of  Medicine  and  an  industrial  department  in  the 
Vanderbilt  Clinic. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health  to  provide  for  students  of 
medicine  that  element  in  their  education  which  bears  upon  the  preventable 
diseases  and  the  individual  and  social  measures  for  their  prevention ;  to  contribute 
to  the  training  of  graduate  nurses  in  the  public  health  relations  of  their  profession 
in  association  with  the  Department  of  Nursing  Education  at  Teachers  College; 
to  offer  a  complete  curriculum  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  preventive  medicine 
leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  on  recommendation  by  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine;  to  provide  leadership  and  guidance  for  graduate  students  in  public 
health  sciences  who  are  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy;  to 
participate  in  the  offering  of  courses  under  University  Extension  to  persons 
unable  to  attend  other  courses  in  the  University;  to  extend  to  the  lay  public 
through  existing  channels  of  popular  education  the  benefits  of  reliable  informa- 
tion in  the  protection  and  development  of  human  health  and  in  the  prevention 
of  disease,  as  specifically  directed  in  the  will  of  the  late  Joseph  P.  DeLamar, 
whose  legacy  for  teaching  and  research  in  the  medical  sciences  made  possible  the 
creation  of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health. 

The  Institute  of  Public  Health  offers  to  properly  qualified  applicants  a  course 
of  study  extending  over  at  least  one  calendar  year,  including  three  months  of 
practical  field,  laboratory,  or  administrative  work  during  the  Summer  Session,  and 
leading  to  a  degree  of  Master  of  Science.  No  degrees  or  diplomas  in  Public  Health 
are  offered  by  the  University,  except  that  of  Master  of  Science  on  completion  of 
the  prescribed  courses  described  in  the  following  pages,  and  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Philosophy  to  candidates  recommended  by  one  or  more  of  the  several  depart- 
ments contributing  to  the  science  of  preventive  medicine  in  its  social  applications, 
as  sociology,  bacteriology,  chemistry,  sanitary  science,  epidemiology,  phys- 
iology. The  facilities  of  the  Institute  are  furthermore  available  to  qualified 
persons  desiring  to  pursue  a  more  limited  and  specialized  course  of  study. 

REQUIREMENTS   FOR   ADMISSION 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  Public  Health  and  in  Public 
Health  Engineering  should  apply  in  the  spring,  if  possible,  and  may  use  Summer 
Session  courses  at  Columbia  University  or  elsewhere  to  make  up  deficiencies. 
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Application  blanks  will  be  furnished  by  the  Registrar's  Office  of  the  School  of 
Medicine  at  630  West  i68th  Street,  New  York  City. 

I.  As  a  minimum  requirement  for  admission,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Science  in  Public  Health  must  be: 

(a)  A  graduate  of  a  class  A  medical  school  with  a  degree  of  M.D. 
or 

(b)  A  graduate  in  arts  or  sciences  having  a  degree  of  B.S.  or  A.B.  and  pre- 
senting evidence  of  having  completed  satisfactory  college  courses  in  chemistry, 
physics,  bacteriology,  or  general  biology,  and  mathematics.  In  addition  such 
candidates  should  have  completed  a  course  in  medical  bacteriology  similar  to 
that  given  in  the  first  year  of  the  School  of  Medicine  (Bacteriology  loi). 

II.  As  a  minimum  requirement,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science 
in  Public  Health  Engineering  must  be  a  graduate  of  an  approved  engineering 
school,  having  a  degree  of  B.S.  in  civil  engineering,  or  its  equivalent. 

Evidence  of  capability  and  fitness  for  work  in  public  health  is  likewise  considered 
in  each  case  and  will  be  regarded  as  quite  as  essential  as  the  above  mentioned 
specific  educational  requirements. 

The  admission,  continuance  upon  the  rolls,  and  graduation  of  any  student,  is 
subject  to  the  full  disciplinary  power  of  the  University  authorities,  as  prescribed 
by  the  Statutes  of  the  University. 

REGISTRATION 

The  academic  year  of  1932-1933  begins  Wednesday,  September  28,  1932,  and 
continues  until  June  7,  1933.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  M.S.  in  Public  Health 
will  be  admitted  only  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year  in  September,  except 
by  special  arrangement  through  the  Executive  Officer  of  the  Institute.  Students 
will  be  required  to  register  personally  in  the  office  of  the  Registrar  at  the  School 
of  Medicine,  630  West  i68th  Street. 

SUMMARY   OF   FEES 

The  University  Statutes  provide  that  tuition  fees,  the  University  fee,  and  labo- 
ratory deposits  are  payable  semiannually  in  advance.  No  reduction  is  made  for 
late  registration.  Registration  will  not  be  complete  until  such  fees  are  paid. 
Checks  should  be  drawn  to  the  order  of  Columbia  University  and  presented  in 
person  or  mailed  to  the  office  of  the  Bursar.  Payment  of  fees  after  the  last  day 
of  registration  (see  Academic  Calendar)  imposes  automatically  the  statutory 
charge  of  $6  for  this  privilege.  Under  the  regulations,  the  privileges  of  the 
University  are  not  available  to  any  student  until  he  has  completed  his  registra- 
tion.

In  the  event  of  serious  illness  or  other  unavoidable  cause  of  absence,  the  defi- 
ciency may  be  made  up  by  arrangement  with  the  instructor  and  approval  of 
the  Executive  Officer  of  the  Institute. 
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REQUIREMENTS   FOR   THE   DEGREE 

I.  In  Public  Health: 

In  outlining  courses  of  instruction  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in 
the  field  of  public  health,  it  has  been  recognized  that  the  objective  as  well  as  the 
previous  training  and  qualifications  of  the  candidate  will  determine  to  some  degree 
the  content  of  his  course.  There  are  certain  fundamentals,  however,  that  are 
essential  to  a  well-balanced  training  in  public  health  and  these  are  taken  to  consti- 
tute the  uniform  partial  requirements  for  the  degree.  A  certain  amount  of  more 
specialized  training  in  one  or  another  of  the  optional  lines  will  also  be  expected, 
either  by  taking  advanced  work  in  one  of  the  required  subjects  or  completing 
requirements  in  one  of  the  options. 

In  general,  and  in  addition  to  the  prerequisites  already  outlined,  the  following 
schedule  of  study  must  be  satisfactorily  completed  by  candidates  for  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Science  in  Public  Health.

II.  In  Public  Health  Engineering: 

The  course  of  study  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  Public  Health 
Engineering  is  designed  to  prepare  graduates  in  engineering  for  service  in  the 
field  of  public  health  engineering,  which  deals  with  the  various  aspects  of  envi- 
ronmental control  in  a  somewhat  broader  way  than  does  the  conventional  sani- 
tary engineering.

A  report  upon  advanced  or  optional  work  will  be  expected  in  the  form  of  a  thesis. 

FIELD   WORK 

The  selection  of  the  summer  work  in  the  field,  and  the  subject  of  the  thesis 
should  if  possible  be  related  to  the  advanced  course  or  option  selected.  By  ar- 
rangement with  Federal,  state,  or  local  county  or  municipal  health  services, 
provision  will  be  made  for  a  three-months'  period  in  the  summer  for  practical 
observation  of  and  participation  in  public  health  work. 

MODIFICATIONS 

Modification  of  this  schedule  may  be  necessary  or  permissible  as  follows: 

(a)  Candidates  deficient  in  a  prerequisite  subject  may,  upon  satisfactory  show- 
ing, be  admitted  to  the  classes,  the  necessary  extra  course  of  study  to  remove  the 
deficiency  being  taken  simultaneously. 

(b)  Candidates  showing  evidence  of  having  completed  a  course  of  study  equiva- 
lent to  one  of  those  required,  or  having  had  professional  experience  of  equivalent 
value,  may  substitute  advanced  work  or  options  for  the  course  in  question. 

TEXT  AND   REFERENCE   BOOKS 

Text  and  reference  books,  monographs,  population,  morbidity,  and  mortality 
records  required  for  students  in  public  health  are  available  in  the  general  and 
special  libraries  of  the  School  of  Medicine  and  the  Institute  of  Public  Health. 

TEACHERS   COLLEGE 

Courses  in  preventable  diseases  and  public  health  administration  and  lectures 
in  various  of  the  special  fields  of  sanitation  and  health  service  are  given  by  the 
staff  of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health  at  Teachers  College  in  the  Department  of 
Nursing  and  Health. 

SUMMER   SESSION 

In  the  Summer  Session  various  courses  in  public  health  are  offered  to  extra- 
curricular students,  and  some  of  these  courses  are  equivalent  to  those  offered  in 
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the  Winter  or  Spring  Sessions  and  may  be  accepted  as  such  when  completed  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Executive  Officer. 

UNIVERSITY    EXTENSION 

Under  University  Extension  courses  in  the  community  aspects  of  tuberculosis 
and  the  management  of  clinics  and  health  centers  have  been  offered  during  the 
Winter  and  Spring  Sessions. 

SPECIAL   INSTRUCTION   AND    RESEARCH 

Special  instruction  is  offered  for  those  employed  in  practical  public  health  work 
according  to  the  needs  of  the  individual.  Research  facilities  of  the  Institute 
of  Public  Health  are  available  for  qualified  students,  whether  upon  projects 
already  undertaken  by  members  of  the  staff  or  in  original  studies.

One  year  of  college  chemistry  is  desirable. 

The  content  of  the  course  will  be  varied  according  to  the  interests  of  the  students.

Lectures,  collateral 
reading,  and  discussion,  visits  to  typical  works.     Professor  E.  B.  Phelps. 

The  fundamental  scientific  principles  which  underlie  present  practice  in  the  various  aspects  of 
environmental  control.  Ventilation:  physiological  requirements;  physics  and  chemistry  of  air; 
studies  of  ventilation  and  essential  requirements.  Water  supply  and  sewerage:  sources  and  quality 
of  water;  impurities,  their  significance  and  measurement;  purification,  filtration,  disinfection; 
plumbing  and  sewers;  sewage  disposal,  its  chemistry  and  biology;  pollution  and  self -purification  of 
streams.  Food  control:  pasteurization  of  milk.  Illumination:  physical  principles  and  measure- 
ment; codes  and  practice.  Insect  control:  the  relation  of  flies  and  mosquitoes  to  disease,  and  their 
control.    Municipal  refuse:  treatment  and  disposal.    Field  inspections  of  typical  works. 
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Public  Health  4 — Epidemiology.  6  points.  Lectures,  conferences,  and 
laboratory  work.     Professor  E.  S.  Godfrey. 

Phenomena  of  the  group  incidence  of  disease,  together  with  the  principles  and  application  of 
epidemiological  methods  of  study.  Distribution  of  infectious  diseases  in  nature.  Influence  of  age, 
sex,  season,  and  climate.  Sources  of  epidemiological  information:  practical  problems  in  analysis 
of  crude  data;  evaluation  of  control  measures.  Collateral  reading,  conferences,  and  field  trips  for 
study  of  health  department  practice  in  contagious  disease. 

Prerequisites:  Fundamental  training  in  bacteriology,  pubUc  health  engineering  and  vital  sta- 
tistics. 

Public  Health  5a — Industrial  medicine.  3  points.  Lectures  and  field 
inspection  and  demonstration.

Occupational  diseases:  the  causes  and  prevention,  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  diseases  associated 
with  the  industries.  The  relation  of  special  enviroimient — dust,  fumes,  humidity,  etc.,  to  occupa- 
tional diseases.  The  medical  aspects  of  industrial  poisons.  Industrial  medical  administration: 
the  medical  service  department,  employment  benefit  association,  sanitation,  safety,  recreation,  and 
cafeterias.  Plant  inspection:  the  operation  of  the  medical  service,  model  and  unsatisfactory  work- 
ing conditions,  plant  health  records.  Industrial  physiology:  (by  Professor  Flinn)  a  briefer  treat- 
ment of  course  j6. 

Public  Health  5b — Industrial  physiology.  3  points.  Lectures  and  labora- 
tory with  field  inspection.    Professor  F.  B.  Flinx  and  A.  R.  Smith,  M.D. 

Fatigue  and  repair:  fundamental  relation  to  industry.  The  methods  that  have  been  proposed 
to  measure  fatigue.  Temperature  and  humidity:  physiological  aspects  of  the  relation  of  the  at- 
mosphere to  the  loss  of  body  heat.  Hearing  and  vision:  tests  for  acuity.  Relation  of  light  to 
production.  Respiration:  effect  of  pressure,  carbon  dioxide,  carbon  monoxide,  dust.  Toxicology: 
laboratory  methods  used  in  detecting  the  effect  of  industrial  poisons.  Factory  inspection:  a  detailed 
survey  of  an  industrial  plant,  to  illustrate  the  use  of  instruments  for  testing  the  physical  environ- 
ment. Occupational  disease  and  industrial  medical  administration  (Dr.  Smith) — a  brief  treat- 
ment of  course  jo. 

Note:  Courses  5a  and  5&  are  alternative  and  intended  in  general  for  the  medical 
and  the  non-medical  graduate  respectively.  It  will  be  noted  that  they  overlap 
somewhat.  May  be  taken  together.  Credit  for  combined  5a  and  5&  will  be 
6  points. 

Public  Health  7 — Public  health  engineering  practice.  6  points.  Pro- 
fessor E.  B.  Phelps  and  assistants. 

A  course  of  reading,  conferences  and  problems  from  the  field,  to  supplement  course  Public 
Health  3  and  to  be  carried  on  parallel  with  it.  The  principles  of  correct  design  and  operation  of 
sanitary  works  will  be  studied  by  a  critical  survey  of  existing  works. 

Public  Health  8 — Sanitary  research.  (Elective.)  6  points.  Professor

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THE  DELAMAR  INSTITUTE  OF 
PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  Trustees  of  Columbia  University,  on  May  2,  1921,  established  an  Institute 
of  Public  Health,  provided  for  its  maintenance  from  the  income  of  the  DeLamar 
Endowment  Fund  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  Mr.  Joseph  P.  DeLamar's  will 
and  appointed  an  Administrative  Board  for  this  Institute.  In  September,  1922, 
students  in  public  health  were  admitted  to  courses  in  Columbia  University  at  the 
School  of  Medicine  under  the  Department  of  Public  Health  Practice.  The  Institute 
of  Public  Health  is  now  an  integral  part  of  the  School  of  Medicine  of  the  Univer- 
sity and  includes  epidemiology,  industrial  physiology,  industrial  medicine,  public 
health  practice,  and  sanitary  science,  having  offices  and  laboratories  at  the  School  of 
Medicine  and  an  industrial  department  in  the  Vanderbilt  Clinic. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health  to  provide  for  students  of  medi- 
cine that  element  in  their  education  which  bears  upon  the  preventable  diseases 
and  the  individual  and  social  measures  for  their  prevention;  to  contribute  to  the 
training  of  graduate  nurses  in  the  public  health  relations  of  their  profession  in 
association  with  the  Department  of  Nursing  Education  at  Teachers  College;  to 
offer  a  complete  curriculum  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  preventive  medicine 
leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  on  recommendation  by  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine;  to  provide  leadership  and  guidance  for  graduate  students  in  public 
health  sciences  who  are  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy;  to 
participate  in  the  offering  of  courses  imder  University  Extension  to  persons  unable 
to  attend  other  courses  in  the  University;  to  extend  to  the  lay  public  through  exist- 
ing channels  of  popular  education  the  benefits  of  reliable  information  in  the  pro- 
tection and  development  of  human  health  and  in  the  prevention  of  disease,  as 
specifically  directed  in  the  will  of  the  late  Joseph  P.  DeLamar,  whose  legacy  for 
teaching  and  research  in  the  medical  sciences  made  possible  the  creation  of  the 
Institute  of  Public  Health. 

The  Institute  of  Public  Health  offers  to  properly  qualified  applicants  a  course 
of  study  extending  over  at  least  one  calendar  year,  including  three  months  of 
practical  field,  laboratory,  or  administrative  work  during  the  Summer  Session,  and 
leading  to  a  degree  of  Master  of  Science.  No  degrees  or  diplomas  in  the  field  of 
public  health  are  offered  by  the  University,  except  that  of  Master  of  Science  on 
completion  of  the  prescribed  courses  described  in  the  following  pages,  and  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  to  candidates  recommended  by  one  or  more  of  the 
several  departments  contributing  to  the  science  of  preventive  medicine  in  its  social 
applications,  as  sociology,  bacteriology,  chemistry,  sanitary  science,  epidemiology, 
physiology.  The  facilities  of  the  Institute  are  furthermore  available  to  qualified 
persons  desiring  to  pursue  a  more  limited  and  specialized  course  of  study. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 
Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  Public  Health  and  in  Public 
Health  Engineering  should  apply  in  the  spring,  if  possible,  and  may  use  Summer 
Session  courses  at  Columbia  University  or  elsewhere  to  make  up  deficiencies. 
Application  blanks  will  be  furnished  by  the  Registrar's  Office  of  the  School  of 
Medicine  at  630  West  i68th  Street,  New  York  City. 
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I.  As  a  minimum  requirement  for  admission,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Science  in  Public  Healtli  must  be: 

(a)  A  graduate  of  a  class  A  medical  school  with  a  degree  of  M.D. 
or 

(b)  A  graduate  in  arts  or  sciences  having  an  acceptable  degree  of  B.S.  or 
A.B.  and  presenting  evidence  of  having  completed  satisfactory  college  courses  in 
chemistry,  physics,  bacteriology  or  general  biology,  and  mathematics.  In  ad- 
dition such  candidates  should  have  completed  a  course  in  medical  bacteriology 
similar  to  that  given  in  the  first  year  of  the  School  of  Medicine  {Bacteriology 

lOl). 

II.  As  a  minimum  requirement,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science 
in  Public  Health  Engineering  must  be  a  graduate  of  an  approved  engineering 
school,  having  a  degree  of  B.S.  in  civil  engineering,  or  its  equivalent. 

Evidence  of  capability  and  fitness  for  work  in  public  health  is  likewise  consid- 
ered in  each  case  and  will  be  regarded  as  quite  as  essential  as  the  above  mentioned 
specific  educational  requirements. 

The  admission,  continuance  upon  the  rolls,  and  graduation  of  any  student,  is 
subject  to  the  full  disciplinary  power  of  the  University  authorities,  as  prescribed 
by  the  Statutes  of  the  University. 

STUDENTS 

A  student  who  has  fulfilled  the  preliminary  qualifications  for  candidacy  for  a  de- 
gree, certificate  or  diploma  in  regular  course  is  enrolled  as  a  matriculated  student 
of  the  University.  Acceptance  is  based  on  the  grounds  of  character  and  health  as 
well  as  on  the  fulfillment  of  academic  requirements.  A  period  of  regular  at- 
tendance upon  all  stated  academic  exercises  amounting  to  at  least  one  academic 
year  must  be  completed  by  every  candidate  for  a  degree. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic 
requirements  which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church  for 
religious  observance  should  make  application  to  the  appropriate  authority  for 
equitable  relief. 

In  exceptional  circumstances  a  student  not  enrolled  as  a  matriculated  student 
may  be  admitted  to  the  University  as  a  non-matriculated  student  with  permission 
to  attend  such  courses  of  instruction  as  he  is  qualified  to  take  but  not  as  a  can- 
didate for  a  degree,  certificate  or  diploma  in  regular  course.  Non-matriculated 
students  are  expected  to  conform  to  the  same  standards  of  attendance  and  scholar- 
ship as  are  required  of  matriculated  students.  Non-matriculated  students  may  re- 
ceive formal  statement  of  the  satisfactory  completion  of  any  course. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls,  the  receipt  by  him  of  academic 
credits,  his  graduation,  or  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the  granting  of  any 
certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  such  exercise  of  the  disciplinary  power  of  the  Uni- 
versity as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  the  rules  of  the  University  and  to  maintain 
standards  of  personal  conduct  and  character  acceptable  to  the  University.  In  the 
exercise  of  academic  discipline,  the  student's  conduct  outside  as  well  as  inside  the 
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University  will  be  taken  into  consideration.  The  disciplinary  authority'  of  the 
University  is  vested  in  the  President  in  such  cases  as  he  deems  proper,  and  subject 
to  the  reserve  powers  of  the  President,  in  the  Dean  of  each  Faculty  and  the  Di- 
rector of  the  work  of  each  Administrative  Board. 

REGISTRATION 

The  academic  year  of  1933-1934  begins  Wednesday,  September  27,  1933,  and 
continues  until  Jime  13,  1934.  Canchdates  for  the  degree  of  M.S.  in  Public  Health 
will  be  admitted  only  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year  in  September,  except 
by  special  arrangement  through  the  Executive  Officer  of  the  Institute.  Students  will 
be  required  to  register  personally  at  the  beginning  of  each  Winter  or  Spring  Ses- 
sion in  the  office  of  the  Registrar  at  the  School  of  Medicine,  630  West  i68th  Street. 
Program  adjustments  may  however  be  made  before  the  opening  of  each  trimester. 

SUMMARY  OF  FEES 

Tuition  fees,  the  University  fee,  and  laboratory  deposits  are  payable  at  the  be- 
ginning of  each  trimester  in  advance.  No  reduction  is  made  for  late  registration. 
Registration  will  not  be  complete  until  such  fees  are  paid.  Checks  should  be 
drawn  to  the  order  of  Columbia  University  and  presented  in  person  or  mailed 
to  the  office  of  the  Bursar.  Payment  of  fees  after  the  last  day  of  registration  (see 
Academic  Calendar)  imposes  automatically  the  statutory  charge  of  §6  for  this 
privilege.  Under  the  reguladons,  the  privileges  of  the  University  are  not  available 
to  any  student  until  he  has  completed  his  registration.

EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  held  on  the  completion  of  the  several  courses  at  the  end  of  the 
Winter  and  Spring  Sessions. 

In  the  event  of  serious  illness  or  other  unavoidable  cause  of  absence,  the  defi- 
ciency may  be  made  up  by  arrangement  with  the  instructor  and  approval  of  the 
Executive  Officer  of  the  Institute. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  THE  DEGREE 
I.  In  Public  Health: 

In  oudining  courses  of  instruction  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in 
the  field  of  public  health,  it  has  been  recognized  that  the  objecdve  as  well  as  the 
previous  training  and  qualifications  of  the  candidate  will  determine  to  some  degree 
the  content  of  his  course.  There  are  certain  fundamentals,  however,  that  are  essen- 
tial to  a  well-balanced  training  in  public  health  and  these  are  taken  to  constitute 
the  uniform  partial  requirements  for  the  degree.  A  certain  amount  of  more  special- 
ized training  in  one  or  another  of  the  optional  lines  will  also  be  expected,  either  by 
taking  advanced  work  in  one  of  the  required  subjects  or  completing  requirements 
in  one  of  the  options. 

In  general,  and  in  addition  to  the  prerequisites  already  outlined,  the  following 
schedule  of  study  must  be  satisfactorily  completed  by  candidates  for  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Science  in  Public  Health.

II.  In  Public  Health  Engineering: 

The  course  of  study  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  Public  Health 
Engineering  is  designed  to  prepare  graduates  in  engineering  for  service  in  the 
field  of  public  health  engineering,  which  deals  with  the  various  aspects  of  environ- 
mental control  in  a  somewhat  broader  way  than  does  the  conventional  sanitary 
engineering.

A  report  upon  advanced  or  optional  work  will  be  expected  in  the  form  of  a  thesis. 
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FIELD  WORK 
The  selection  of  the  summer  work  in  the  field,  and  the  subject  of  the  thesis  should 
if  possible  be  related  to  the  advanced  course  or  option  selected.  By  arrangement 
with  federal,  state,  or  local  county  or  municipal  health  services,  provision  will  be 
made  for  a  three-months'  period  in  the  summer  for  practical  observation  of  and 
participation  in  public  health  work. 

MODIFICATIONS 

Modification  of  this  schedule  may  be  necessary  or  permissible  as  follows: 

(a)  Candidates  deficient  in  a  prerequisite  subject  may,  upon  satisfactory  show- 
ing, be  admitted  to  the  classes,  the  necessary  extra  course  of  study  to  remove  the 
deficiency  being  taken  simultaneously. 

(b)  Candidates  showing  evidence  of  having  completed  a  course  of  study  equiva- 
lent to  one  of  those  required,  or  having  had  professional  experience  of  equivalent 
value,  may  substitute  advanced  work  or  options  for  the  course  in  question. 

TEXT  AND  REFERENCE  BOOKS 

Text  and  reference  books,  monographs,  population,  morbidity,  and  mortality 
records  required  for  students  in  public  health  are  available  in  the  general  and 
special  libraries  of  the  School  of  Medicine  and  the  Institute  of  Public  Health. 

TEACHERS  COLLEGE 

Courses  in  preventable  diseases  and  public  health  administration  and  lectures  in 
various  of  the  special  fields  of  sanitation  and  health  service  are  given  by  the  staff 
of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health  at  Teachers  College  in  the  Department  of  Nursing 
and  Health. 

SUMMER  SESSION 

In  the  Summer  Session  various  courses  in  public  health  are  offered  to  extra- 
curricular students,  and  some  of  these  courses  are  equivalent  to  those  offered  in 
the  Winter  or  Spring  Sessions  and  may  be  accepted  as  such  when  completed  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Executive  Officer. 

UNIVERSITY  EXTENSION 
Under  University  Extension   (Home  Study)   courses  are  offered  in  preventable 
diseases  and  public  health  administration. 

SPECIAL  INSTRUCTION  AND  RESEARCH 

Special  instruction  is  offered  for  those  employed  in  practical  public  health  work 
according  to  the  needs  of  the  individual.  Research  facilities  of  the  Institute  of 
Public  Health  are  available  for  qualified  students,  whether  upon  projects  already 
undertaken  by  members  of  staff  or  in  original  studies. 

BARD  HALL 

At  the  Medical  School  the  University  maintains  in  Bard  Hall  a  Residence  Hall 
with  dining  facilities  for  men  and  for  women. 


OUTLINE  OF  COURSES 

Odd  numbers  indicate  courses  given  during  the  Winter  Session,  from  September 
to  February;  even  numbers  indicate  courses  given  during  the  Spring  Session,  from 
February  to  May.  Courses  numbered  both  odd  and  even  are  given  throughout  the 
academic  year.  Courses  with  numbers  preceded  by  s  are  given  in  Summer  Session. 

Sociology  el23 — Introduction  to  population  and  vital  statistics.  3  points 
Winter  Session.  Professor  R.  E.  Chaddock.  M.,  4:10-6.  401  Fayerweather. 

This  course  will  treat  of  the  growth,  distribution,  and  classification  of  population,  and  the  col- 
lection, analysis,  presentation,  and  interpretation  of  data  on  births,  deaths,  and  sickness.  Special 
emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  relation  of  vital  faas  to  health  administration,  and  to  other  social 
and  economic  phenomena.  Use  of  the  published  somrces  will  be  expected. 

Statistics  310 — Studies  in  population.  3  points  Spring  Session.  Professor  R.  E. 
Chaddock.  Hours  to  be  arranged. 

Prerequisite:  Statistics  109-110  or  equivalent. 

Public  Health  IF — Public  health  laboratory  methods.  6  points  First  Trimes- 
ter. Lectures  and  laboratory  w^ork.  Professor  E.  B.  Phelps  and  Mr.  M.  L. 
Isaacs. 

Methods  of  examination  (chemical  and  baaeriological)  for  air,  water,  sewage,  foods,  medicines, 
and  biological  products.  Diagnostic  methods  (baaeriological,  parasitological,  and  serological) 
used  in  the  examination  of  blood,  feces,  spinal  fluid,  etc. 

One  year  of  college  chemistry  is  desirable. 

The  content  of  the  course  will  be  varied  according  to  the  interests  of  the  students. 

PubUc  Health  2S — Public  health  administration.  6  points  Second  Trimester, 
December  to  March.  Lectures,  conferences,  practical  problems  in  state, 
municipal,  and  rural  health  services.  Professor  H.  Emerson  and  special 
lecturers. 

Authority  for  official  public  health  services  ;  model  health  laws  and  sanitary  codes  ;  court  decisions 
upon  which  health  policies  depend  ;  functions  of  official  and  volunteer  health  agencies.  Administra- 
tion: records  and  vital  statistics;  communicable  disease  control;  maternity,  infancy,  and  child 
hygiene ;  sanitation ;  food  and  drug  control ;  public  health  laboratories  ;  hospitalization ;  public 
health  nursing ;  health  education  ;  correlation  between  official  and  volunteer  agencies  ;  costs  and 
principles  of  budget  making.  Demonstrations,  iield  experiments,  siu-veys.  Federal  health  aaivities 
in  interstate  commerce,  maritime  quarantine,  immigration.  Control  of  biological  products.  Research. 
International  sanitary  and  epidemiological  agreements. 

Pubhc  Health  3F — PubUc  health  engineering.  6  points  First  Trimester,  Sep- 
tember to  December.  Lectures,  collateral  reading,  and  discussion,  visits  to 
typical  works.  Professor  E.  B.  Phelps. 

The  fundamental  scientific  principles  which  underlie  present  praaice  in  the  various  aspeas  of 
environmental  control.  Ventilation:  physiological  requirements;  physics  and  chemistry  of  air; 
studies  of  ventilation  and  essential  requirements.  Water  supply  and  sewerage:  sources  and  quality 
of  water ;  impurities,  their  significance  and  measurement ;  purification,  filtration,  disinfection ; 
plumbing  and  sewers  ;  sewage  disposal,  its  chemistry  and  biology ;  pollution  and  self -purification  of 
streams.  Food  control:  pasteurization  of  milk.  Illumination:  physical  principles  and  measurement; 
codes  and  practice.  Insect  control:  the  relation  of  flies  and  mosquitoes  to  disease,  and  their  control. 
Municipal  refuse:  treatment  and  disposal.  Field  inspections  of  typical  works. 

PubUc  Health  4T — Epidemiology.  6  points  Third  Trimester,  March  to  May. 
Lectures,  conferences,  and  laboratory  work.  Professor  E.  S.  Godfrey. 

Phenomena  of  the  group  incidence  of  disease,  together  with  the  principles  and  application  of 
epidemiological  methods  of  study.  Distribution  of  infectious  diseases  in  nature.  Influence  of  age, 
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sex,  season,  and  climate.  Sources  of  epidemiological  information:  practical  problems  in  analysis 
of  crude  data  ;  evaluation  of  control  measures.  Collateral  reading,  conferences,  and  field  trips  for 
study  of  health  depanment  praaice  in  contagious  disease. 

Prerequisites:  Fundamental  training  in  bacteriology,  public  health  engineering  and  vital  statistics. 

Public  Health  5aS — Industrial  medicine.  3  points  Second  Trimester.  Lectures 
and  field  inspection  and  demonstration.  Professor  F.  B.  Flinn  and  A.  R. 
Smith,  M.D.

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THE  DELAMAR   INSTITUTE   OF 
PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  Trustees  of  Columbia  University,  on  May  2,  1921,  established  an  Institute 
of  Public  Health,  provided  for  its  maintenance  from  the  income  of  the  DeLamar 
Endowment  Fund  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  Mr.  Joseph  P.  DeLamar's  will 
and  appointed  an  Administrative  Board  for  this  Institute.  In  September,  1922, 
students  in  public  health  were  admitted  to  courses  in  Columbia  University  at  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  under  the  Department  of  Public  Health  Prac- 
tice. The  Institute  of  Public  Health  is  now  an  integral  part  of  the  College  of  Phy- 
sicians and  Surgeons  of  the  University  and  includes  epidemiology,  industrial 
physiology,  industrial  medicine,  public  health  practice,  and  sanitary  science,  having 
ofi&ces  and  laboratories  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  an  industrial 
department  in  the  Vanderbilt  Clinic. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health  to  provide  for  students  of  medi- 
cine that  element  in  their  education  which  bears  upon  the  preventable  diseases 
and  the  individual  and  social  measures  for  their  prevention;  to  contribute  to  the 
training  of  graduate  nurses  in  the  public  health  relations  of  their  profession  in 
association  with  the  Department  of  Nursing  Education  at  Teachers  College;  to 
offer  a  complete  curriculum  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  preventive  medicine 
leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  on  recommendation  by  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine;  to  provide  leadership  and  guidance  for  graduate  students  in  public 
health  sciences  who  are  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy;  to 
participate  in  the  offering  of  courses  under  University  Extension  to  persons  unable 
to  attend  other  courses  in  the  University;  to  extend  to  the  lay  public  through  exist- 
ing channels  of  popular  education  the  benefits  of  reliable  information  in  the  pro- 
tection and  development  of  human  health  and  in  the  prevention  of  disease,  as 
specifically  directed  in  the  will  of  the  late  Joseph  P.  DeLamar,  whose  legacy  for 
teaching  and  research  in  the  medical  sciences  made  possible  the  creation  of  the 
Institute  of  Public  Health. 

The  Institute  of  Public  Health  offers  to  properly  qualified  applicants  a  course 
of  study  extending  over  at  least  one  calendar  year,  including  three  months  of 
practical  field,  laboratory,  or  administrative  work  during  the  Summer  Session,  and 
leading  to  a  degree  of  Master  of  Science.  No  degrees  or  diplomas  in  the  field  of 
public  health  are  offered  by  the  University,  except  that  of  Master  of  Science  on 
completion  of  the  prescribed  courses  described  in  the  following  pages,  and  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  to  candidates  recommended  by  one  or  more  of  the 
several  departments  contributing  to  the  science  of  preventive  medicine  in  its  social 
applications,  as  sociology,  bacteriology,  chemistry,  sanitary  science,  epidemiology, 
physiology.  The  facilities  of  the  Institute  are  furthermore  available  to  qualified 
persons  desiring  to  pursue  a  more  limited  and  specialized  course  of  study. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  Public  Health  and  in  Public 
Health  Engineering  should  apply  in  the  spring,  if  possible,  and  may  use  Summer 
Session  courses  at  Columbia  University  or  elsewhere  to  make  up  deficiencies. 
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Application,  including  qualification,  should  be  made  by  letter  directed  to  the  De- 
Lamar  Institute  of  Public  Health,  at  630  West  i68th  Street,  New  York  City. 

I.  As  a  minimum  requirement  for  admission,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Science  in  Public  Health  must  be: 

(a)  A  graduate  of  a  class  A  medical  school  with  a  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine 
or 

(b)  A  graduate  in  arts  or  sciences  having  an  acceptable  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Science  or  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  presenting  evidence  of  having  completed  satis- 
factory college  courses  in  chemistry,  physics,  bacteriology  or  general  biology,  and 
mathematics.  In  addition  such  candidates  should  have  completed  a  course  in 
medical  bacteriology  similar  to  that  given  in  the  first  year  of  the  School  of 
Medicine  {Bacteriology  loi). 

II.  As  a  minimum  requirement,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science 
in  Public  Health  Engineering  must  be  a  graduate  of  an  approved  engineering 
school,  having  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  civil  engineering,  or  its  equivalent. 

Evidence  of  capability  and  fitness  for  work  in  public  health  is  likewise  consid- 
ered in  each  case  and  will  be  regarded  as  quite  as  essential  as  the  above  mentioned 
specific  educational  requirements. 

STUDENTS 

A  Student  who  has  fulfilled  the  preliminary  qualifications  for  candidacy  for  a  de- 
gree, certificate,  or  diploma  in  regular  course  is  enrolled  as  a  matriculated  student 
of  the  University.  Acceptance  is  based  on  the  grounds  of  character  and  health  as 
well  as  on  the  fulfillment  of  academic  requirements.  A  period  of  regular  at- 
tendance upon  all  stated  academic  exercises  amounting  to  at  least  one  academic 
year  must  be  completed  by  every  candidate  for  a  degree. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic 
requirements  which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church  for 
religious  observance  should  make  application  to  the  appropriate  authority  for 
equitable  relief. 

In  exceptional  circumstances  a  student  not  enrolled  as  a  matriculated  student 
may  be  admitted  to  the  University  as  a  non-matriculated  student  with  permission 
to  attend  such  courses  of  instruction  as  he  is  qualified  to  take  but  not  as  a  can- 
didate for  a  degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  regular  course.  Non-matriculated 
students  are  expected  to  conform  to  the  same  standards  of  attendance  and  scholar- 
ship as  are  required  of  matriculated  students.  Non-matriculated  students  may  re- 
ceive formal  statement  of  the  satisfactory  completion  of  any  course. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls,  the  receipt  by  him  of  academic 
credits,  his  graduation,  or  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the  granting  of  any 
certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  such  exercise  of  the  disciplinary  power  of  the  Uni- 
versity as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  the  rules  of  the  University  and  to  maintain 
standards  of  personal  conduct  and  character  acceptable  to  the  University.  In  the 
exercise  of  academic  discipline,  the  student's  conduct  outside  as  well  as  inside  the 
University  will  be  taken  into  consideration.  The  disciplinary  authority  of  the

University  is  vested  in  the  President  in  such  cases  as  he  deems  proper,  and  subject 
to  the  reserve  powers  of  the  President,  in  the  Dean  of  each  Faculty  and  the  Di- 
rector of  the  work  of  each  Administrative  Board. 

REGISTRATION 

The  academic  year  of  1934-35  begins  Wednesday,  September  26,  1934,  and 
continues  until  June  12,  1935.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  M.S.  in  Public  Health 
will  be  admitted  only  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year  in  September,  except 
by  special  arrangement  through  the  Executive  Officer  of  the  Institute.  Students  will 
be  required  to  register  personally  at  the  beginning  of  each  Winter  or  Spring  Ses- 
sion in  the  office  of  the  Registrar  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  630 
West  i68th  Street.  Program  adjustments  may  however  be  made  before  the  opening 
of  each  trimester. 

GRADUATION 

Diplomas  are  issued  at  Commencement,  in  February  and  October  (in  the  case  of 
the  A.M.  degree,  at  Commencement,  in  February  and  December,  or,  in  the  case 
of  the  Ph.D.  and  the  J.D.  degrees,  upon  completion  of  the  requirements;  also  in 
August  for  the  D.D.S.  degree  in  Dentistry  and  the  B.S.  degree  in  Optometry) . 

An  application  for  a  degree  or  certificate,  other  than  the  Ph.D.  or  the  J.D. 
degrees,  terminates  at  the  next  regular  time  for  the  issuance  of  diplomas  subsequent 
to  the  date  of  filing;  but  under  conditions  prescribed  by  the  respective  faculties  it 
may  be  subject  to  renewal  for  a  fee  of  $1.00  each  time  that  a  candidate  chooses  to 
come  up  for  consideration,  within  a  period  not  to  exceed  three  years.  Thereafter 
with  the  filing  of  a  second  application  the  regular  fee  is  again  payable — $20.00  in 
the  case  of  a  degree  and  $10.00  in  the  case  of  a  certificate. 

Dates  for  the  filing  of  applications  are  announced  in  the  Academic  Calendar  on 
the  last  pages  of  this  Announcement. 

SUMMARY  OF  FEES 
Tuition  fees,  the  University  fee,  and  laboratory  deposits  are  payable  semiannually 
in  advance.  No  reduction  is  made  for  late  registration.  Registration  will  not  be 
complete  until  such  fees  are  paid.  Checks  should  be  drawn  to  the  order  of  Colum- 
bia University  and  presented  in  person  or  mailed  to  the  office  of  the  Bursar.  Pay- 
ment of  fees  after  the  last  day  of  registration  (see  Academic  Calendar)  imposes 
automatically  the  statutory  charge  of  $6.00  for  this  privilege.  Under  the  regulations, 
the  privileges  of  the  University  are  not  available  to  any  student  until  he  has 
completed  his  registration.

EXAMINATIONS

In  the  event  of  serious  illness  or  other  unavoidable  cause  of  absence,  the  defi- 
ciency may  be  made  up  by  arrangement  with  the  instructor  and  approval  of  the 
Executive  OfiEcer  of  the  Institute. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  THE  DEGREE 

I.  In  Public  Health: 

In  outlining  courses  of  instruction  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in 
the  field  of  public  health,  it  has  been  recognized  that  the  objective  as  well  as  the 
previous  training  and  qualifications  of  the  candidate  will  determine  to  some  degree 
the  content  of  his  course.  There  are  certain  fundamentals,  however,  that  are  essen- 
tial to  a  well-balanced  training  in  public  health  and  these  are  taken  to  constitute 
the  uniform  partial  requirements  for  the  degree.  A  certain  amount  of  more  special- 
ized training  in  one  or  another  of  the  optional  lines  will  also  be  expected,  either  by 
taking  advanced  work  in  one  of  the  required  subjects  or  completing  requirements 
in  one  of  the  options. 

In  general,  and  in  addition  to  the  prerequisites  already  outlined,  the  following 
schedule  of  study  must  be  satisfactorily  completed  by  candidates  for  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Science  in  public  health.

II.  In  Public  Health  Engineering: 

The  course  of  study  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  pubUc  health 
engineering  is  designed  to  prepare  graduates  in  engineering  for  service  in  the 
field  of  public  health  engineering,  which  deals  with  the  various  aspects  of  environ- 
mental control  in  a  somewhat  broader  way  than  does  the  conventional  sanitary 
engineering.

FIELD  WORK 

The  selection  of  the  summer  work  in  the  field,  and  the  subject  of  the  thesis 
should  if  possible  be  related  to  the  advanced  course  or  option  selected.  By  arrange- 
ment with  Federal,  state,  or  local  county  or  municipal  health  services,  provision  will 
be  made  for  a  three-months'  period  in  the  summer  for  practical  observation  of  and 
participation  in  public  health  work. 

MODIFICATIONS 

Modification  of  this  schedule  may  be  necessary  or  permissible  as  follows: 

(a)  Candidates  deficient  in  a  prerequisite  subject  may,  upon  satisfactory  show- 
ing, be  admitted  to  the  classes,  the  necessary  extra  course  of  study  to  remove  the 
deficiency  being  taken  simultaneously. 

(b)  Candidates  showing  evidence  of  having  completed  a  course  of  study  equiva- 
lent to  one  of  those  required,  or  having  had  professional  experience  of  equivalent 
value,  may  substitute  advanced  work  or  options  for  the  course  in  question. 

TEXT  AND  REFERENCE  BOOKS 

Text  and  reference  books,  monographs,  population,  morbidity,  and  mortality 
records  required  for  students  in  public  health  are  available  in  the  general  and 
special  libraries  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  the  Institute  of 
PubUc  Health. 

TEACHERS  COLLEGE 

Courses  in  preventable  diseases  and  public  health  administration  and  lectures  in 
various  of  the  special  fields  of  sanitation  and  health  service  are  given  by  the  staff 
of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health  at  Teachers  College  in  the  Department  of  Nursing 
and  Health. 
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SUMMER  SESSION 

In  the  Summer  Session  various  courses  in  public  health  are  offered  to  extra- 
curricular students,  and  some  of  these  courses  are  equivalent  to  those  offered  in 
the  Winter  or  Spring  Sessions  and  may  be  accepted  as  such  when  completed  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Executive  Officer. 

UNIVERSITY  EXTENSION 

Under  University  Extension,  Home  Study  courses  are  offered  in  preventable 
diseases  and  public  health  administration. 

SPECIAL  INSTRUCTION  AND  RESEARCH 

Special  instruction  is  offered  for  those  employed  in  practical  public  health  work 
according  to  the  needs  of  the  individual.  Research  facilities  of  the  Institute  of 
Public  Health  are  available  for  qualified  students,  whether  upon  projects  already 
undertaken  by  members  of  the  staff  or  in  original  studies. 

BARD  HALL 

At  the  Medical  School  the  University  maintains  in  Bard  Hall  a  Residence  Hall 
with  dining  facilities  for  men  and  for  women.

May;  courses  numbered  both  odd  and  even  are  given  throughout  the  academic 
year.

Diagnostic  methods  (bacteriological,  parasitological,  and  serological) 
used  in  the  examination  of  blood,  feces,  spinal  fluid,  etc.  The  content  of  the  course  will  be  varied 
according  to  the  interests  of  the  students.

These  may  be 
rented  at  approximately  $7.00  a  month.

Influence  of  age, 
sex,  season,  and  climate.  Sources  of  epidemiological  information:  praaical  problems  in  analysis 
of  crude  data;  evaluation  of  control  measures.  Collateral  reading,  conferences,  and  field  uips  for 
study  of  health  department  practice  in  contagious  disease.

(Professor  Flinn)   a  briefer  treatment  of  course  SbS.

PubUc  Health  5bS — Industrial  physiology.  3  points  Second  Trimester.  Lec- 
tures and  laboratory  with  field  inspection.

Note:  Courses  ^aS  and  ^bS  are  alternative  and  intended  in  general  for  the  medi- 
cal and  the  non-medical  graduate  respecdvely.  It  will  be  noted  that  they  overlap 
somewhat.  May  be  taken  together.  Credit  for  combined  ^aS  and  ^bS  will  be 
6  points.

The  privilege  of  registration  after  the  periods  specified  may  be  granted  on 
payment  of  a  late  registration  fee  of  $6.00  except  in  University  Extension 
where  students  may  register  later  without  credit,  and  without  payment 
of  that  fee.

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DELAMAR  INSTITUTE  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  Trustees  of  Columbia  University,  on  May  2,  1921,  established  an  Institute 
of  Public  Health,  provided  for  its  maintenance  from  the  income  of  the  DeLamar 
Endowment  Fund  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  Mr.  Joseph  P.  DeLamar's  will, 
and  appointed  an  Administrative  Board  for  this  Institute.  In  September,  1922, 
students  in  public  health  were  admitted  to  courses  in  Columbia  University  at  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  under  the  Department  of  Public  Health  Prac- 
tice. The  Institute  of  Public  Health  is  now  an  integral  part  of  the  College  of  Phy- 
sicians and  Surgeons  of  the  University  and  includes  epidemiology,  industrial 
physiology,  industrial  medicine,  public  health  practice,  and  sanitary  science,  having 
offices  and  laboratories  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  an  industrial 
department  in  Vanderbilt  Clinic. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health  to  provide  for  students  of  medi- 
cine that  element  in  their  education  which  bears  upon  the  preventable  diseases 
and  the  individual  and  social  measures  for  their  prevention;  to  contribute  to  the 
training  of  graduate  nurses  in  the  public  health  relations  of  their  profession  in 
association  with  the  Department  of  Nursing  Education  at  Teachers  College;  to 
offer  a  complete  curriculum  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  preventive  medicine 
leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  on  recom- 
mendation by  the  Faculty  of  Medicine;  to  provide  leadership  and  guidance  for 
graduate  students  in  public  health  sciences  who  are  candidates  for  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Philosophy;  to  participate  in  the  offering  of  courses  under  University 
Extension  to  persons  unable  to  attend  other  courses  in  the  University;  and  to 
extend  to  the  lay  public  through  existing  channels  of  popular  education  the  benefits 
of  reliable  information  in  the  protection  and  development  of  human  health  and  in 
the  prevention  of  disease,  as  specifically  directed  in  the  will  of  the  late  Joseph  P. 
DeLamar,  whose  legacy  for  teaching  and  research  in  the  medical  sciences  made 
possible  the  creation  of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health. 

The  Institute  of  Public  Health  offers  to  properly  qualified  applicants  a  course 
of  study  extending  over  at  least  one  calendar  year,  including  three  months  of 
practical  field,  laboratory,  or  administrative  work  during  the  Summer  Session,  and 
leading  to  a  degree  of  Master  of  Science.  No  degrees  or  diplomas  in  the  field  of 
public  health  are  offered  by  the  University,  except  that  of  Master  of  Science  on 
completion  of  the  prescribed  courses  described  in  the  following  pages,  and  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  to  candidates  recommended  by  one  or  more  of  the 
several  departments  contributing  to  the  science  of  preventive  medicine  in  its  social 
applications,  as  sociology,  bacteriology,  chemistry,  sanitary  science,  epidemiology, 
and  physiology.  The  facilities  of  the  Institute  are  furthermore  available  to  qualified 
persons  desiring  to  pursue  a  more  limited  and  specialized  course  of  study. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health 
should  apply  in  the  spring,  if  possible,  and  may  use  Summer  Session  courses  at 
Columbia  University  or  elsewhere  to  make  up  deficiencies.  Application,  including 
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qualifications,  should  be  made  by  letter  directed  to  the  DeLamar  Institute  of  Public 
Health,  at  630  West  i68th  Street,  New  York  City. 

I.  As  a  minimum  requirement  for  admission,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  must  be  a  graduate  of  a  class  A 
medical  school  with  a  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  or  a  graduate  in  arts  or 
sciences  having  an  acceptable  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  or  Bachelor  of  Arts 
and  presenting  evidence  of  having  completed  satisfactorily  college  courses  in 
chemistry,  physics,  bacteriology  or  general  biology,  and  mathematics.  In  addition 
such  candidates  should  have  completed  a  course  in  medical  bacteriology  similar 
to  that  given  in  the  first  year  of  the  School  of  Medicine  {Bacteriology  loi). 

II.  As  a  minimum  requirement,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science 
in  the  field  of  public  health  majoring  in  sanitary  science  must  be  a  graduate  of  an 
approved  engineering  school,  having  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  civil 
engineering,  or  its  equivalent. 

Evidence  of  capability  and  fitness  for  work  in  public  health  is  likewise  consid- 
ered in  each  case  and  will  be  regarded  as  quite  as  essential  as  the  above  mentioned 
specific  educational  requirements. 

STUDENTS 

A  student  who  has  fulfilled  the  preliminary  qualifications  for  candidacy  for  a 
degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  regular  course  is  enrolled  as  a  matriculated  stu- 
dent of  the  University.  Acceptance  is  based  on  the  grounds  of  character  and  health 
as  well  as  on  the  fulfillment  of  academic  requirements.  A  period  of  regular  attend- 
ance upon  all  stated  academic  exercises  amounting  to  at  least  one  academic  year 
must  be  completed  by  every  candidate  for  a  degree. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic 
requirements  which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church  for 
religious  observance  should  make  application  to  the  appropriate  authority  for 
equitable  relief. 

In  exceptional  circumstances  a  student  not  enrolled  as  a  matriculated  student 
may  be  admitted  to  the  University  as  a  non-matriculated  student  with  permission 
to  attend  such  courses  of  instruction  as  he  is  qualified  to  take  but  not  as  a  can- 
didate for  a  degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  regular  course.  Non-matriculated 
students  are  expected  to  conform  to  the  same  standards  of  attendance  and  scholar- 
ship as  are  required  of  matriculated  students.  Non-matriculated  students  may 
receive  formal  statement  of  the  satisfactory  completion  of  any  course. 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student 
of  the  University  during  the  period  for  which  such  registration  is  held  valid.  No 
student  registered  in  any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time 
be  registered  in  any  other  school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of 
any  other  institution,  without  the  consent  of  the  appropriate  Dean  or  Director. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls,  the  receipt  by  him  of  academic 
credits,  his  graduation,  or  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the  granting  of  any 
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certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  such  exercise  of  the  discipUnary  power  of  the  Uni- 
versity as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  the  rules  of  the  University  and  to  maintain 
standards  of  personal  conduct  and  character  acceptable  to  the  University.  In 
the  exercise  of  academic  discipline,  the  student's  conduct  outside  as  well  as  inside 
the  University  will  be  taken  into  consideration.  The  disciplinary  authority  of  the 
University  is  vested  in  the  President  in  such  cases  as  he  deems  proper,  and  subject 
to  the  reserve  powers  of  the  President,  in  the  Dean  of  each  Faculty  and  the 
Director  of  the  work  of  each  Administrative  Board. 

REGISTRATION 

The  academic  year  of  1935-1936  begins  Wednesday,  September  25,  1935,  and 
continues  until  June  10,  1936.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  the 
field  of  public  health  will  be  admitted  only  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year 
in  September,  except  by  special  arrangement  through  the  Executive  Officer  of  the 
Institute.  Students  will  be  required  to  register  personally  at  the  beginning  of  each 
Winter  or  Spring  Session  for  courses  given  at  ii6th  Street  and  at  the  beginning  of 
each  trimester  for  courses  given  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  the 
office  of  the  Registrar  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  630  West  i68th 
Street.  Program  adjustments  may  however  be  made  before  the  opening  of  each 
trimester. 

GRADUATION 

Diplomas  are  issued  at  Commencement,  in  February  and  October. 

An  application  for  the  degree  terminates  at  the  next  regular  time  for  the 
issuance  of  diplomas  subsequent  to  the  date  of  filing;  but  under  conditions  pre- 
scribed by  the  Faculty  it  may  be  subject  to  renewal  for  a  fee  of  f  i.oo  each  time  that 
a  candidate  chooses  to  come  up  for  consideration,  within  a  period  not  to  exceed 
three  years.  Thereafter  with  the  filing  of  a  second  application  the  regular  fee  of 
$20.00  is  again  payable. 

Dates  for  the  filing  of  applications  are  announced  in  the  Academic  Calendar  on 
the  last  pages  of  this  Announcement. 

SUMMARY  OF  FEES 

Tuition  fees,  the  University  fee,  and  laboratory  deposits  are  payable  semiannually 
in  advance.  No  reduction  is  made  for  late  registration.  Registration  will  not  be 
complete  until  such  fees  are  paid.  Checks  should  be  drawn  to  the  order  of  Colum- 
bia University  and  presented  in  person  to  the  office  of  the  Bursar.  Payment  of 
fees  after  the  last  day  of  registration  (see  the  Academic  Calendar)  imposes  auto- 
matically the  statutory  charge  of  f6.oo  for  this  privilege.  Under  the  regulations, 
the  privileges  of  the  University  are  not  available  to  any  student  until  he  has 
completed  his  registration.

The  conditions  under  which  such  privileges  shall  be  granted  are  to  be 

determined  by  the  Registrar  with  the  approval  of  the  President. 

(e)  Rebates 

1.  The  University  fee  (a)  and  the  fee  for  application  for  any  degree  (c) 
are  not  subject  to  rebate. 

2.  After  the  last  day  of  the  period  provided  for  change  of  course,  as  an- 
nounced in  the  Academic  Calendar,  no  tuition  fees  will  be  returned  for 
any  course  which  the  student  may  for  any  reason  discontinue.  Excep- 
tion to  this  rule  may  be  made  only  in  cases  of  total  withdrawal  from 
the  University,  when  a  partial  return  of  fees  may  be  authorized  by  the 
Registrar.

EXAMIN.^TIONS 

Examinations  are  held  on  the  completion  of  the  several  courses  at  the  end  of  the 
Winter  and  Spring  Sessions. 

In  the  event  of  serious  illness  or  other  unavoidable  cause  of  absence,  the  defi- 
ciency may  be  made  up  by  arrangement  with  the  instructor  and  approval  of  the 
Executive  Officer  of  the  Institxite. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  THE  DEGREE 

In  outlining  courses  of  instruction  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in 
the  field  of  public  health,  it  has  been  recognized  that  the  objective  as  well  as  the 
previous  training  and  qualifications  of  the  candidate  will  determine  to  some  degree 
the  content  of  his  course.  There  are  certain  fundamentals,  however,  that  are  essen- 
tial to  a  well-balanced  training  in  public  health  and  these  are  taken  to  constitute 
the  uniform  partial  requirements  for  the  degree.  A  certain  amount  of  more  special- 
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ized  training  in  one  or  another  of  the  optional  Unes  will  also  be  expected,  either  by 
taking  advanced  work  in  one  of  the  required  subjects  or  completing  requirements 
in  one  of  the  options. 

In  general,  and  in  addition  to  the  prerequisites  already  outlined,  the  following 
schedule  of  study  must  be  satisfactorily  completed  by  all  candidates  for  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health. 

(a)  A  candidate  possessing  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  civil  engineering 
or  its  equivalent  from  an  approved  engineering  school  may  elect  the  course  of 
studies  approved  for  engineering  students. 

(b)  In  the  case  of  engineering  students  deciding  to  equip  themselves  for  the 
distinctly  engineering  positions  in  public  health  certain  alternative  courses  are 
provided.

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FIELD  WORK 


The  selection  of  the  summer  work  in  the  field,  and  the  subject  of  the  thesis 
should  if  possible  be  related  to  the  advanced  course  or  option  selected.  By  arrange- 
ment with  Federal,  state,  or  local  county  or  municipal  health  services,  provision 
will  be  made  for  a  three-month  period  in  the  summer  for  practical  observation  of 
and  participation  in  public  health  work. 

MODIFICATIONS 

Modification  of  this  schedule  may  be  necessary  or  permissible  as  follows: 
Candidates  deficient  in  a  prerequisite  subject  may,  upon  satisfactory  showing, 
be  admitted  to  the  classes,  the  necessary  extra  course  of  study  to  remove  the  defi- 
ciency being  taken  simultaneously. 

Candidates  showing  evidence  of  having  completed  a  course  of  study  equivalent 
to  one  of  those  required,  or  having  had  professional  experience  of  equivalent  value, 
may  substitute  advanced  work  or  options  for  the  course  in  question. 

TEXT  AND  REFERENCE   BOOKS 

Text  and  reference  books,  monographs,  population,  morbidity,  and  mortality 
records  required  for  students  in  public  health  are  available  in  the  general  and 
special  libraries  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  the  Institute  of 
Public  Health. 

TEACHERS  COLLEGE 

Courses  in  preventable  diseases  and  public  health  administration  and  lectures  in 
various  of  the  special  fields  of  sanitation  and  health  service  are  given  by  the  staff 
of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health  at  Teachers  College  in  the  Department  of  Nursing 
and  Health. 

SUMMER  SESSION 

In  the  Summer  Session  courses  in  school  health  supervision  are  offered  to  physi- 
cians and  to  nurses  who  have  had  experience  in  school  nursing,  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  New  York  State  Department  of  Education  for  full-time  medi- 
cal supervisors. 

SPECIAL  INSTRUCTION  AND  RESEARCH 

Special  instruction  is  offered  for  those  employed  in  practical  public  health  work 
according  to  the  needs  of  the  individual.  Research  facilities  of  the  Institute  of 
PubUc  Health  are  available  for  qualified  students,  whether  upon  projects  already 
undertaken  by  members  of  the  staff  or  in  original  studies. 

B.ARD  HALL 

At  the  Medical  School  the  University  maintains  in  Bard  Hall  a  Residence  Hall 
with  dining  facilities  for  men  and  for  women. 


COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

The  letters  F,  S,  T,  after  a  course  number  indicate  the  trimester  in  which  the 
course  is  given — First,  Second,  or  Third.  Without  such  designation  odd  numbers 
indicate  courses  given  during  the  Winter  Session,  from  September  to  February; 
even  numbers  indicate  courses  given  during  the  Spring  Session,  from  February  to 
May;  and  courses  numbered  both  odd  and  even  are  given  throughout  the  aca- 
demic year.  Courses  with  numbers  preceded  by  s  are  given  in  the  Summer  Session. 

Sociology   123 — Introduction  to   population   and  vital  statistics.   3   points 
Winter  Session,  Professor  Chaddock. 
M.,  4:10-6.    401  Fayerweather. 

This  course  will  treat  of  the  growth,  distribution,  and  classification  of  population,  and  the  col- 
lection, analysis,  presentation,  and  interpretation  of  data  on  births,  deaths,  and  sickness.  Special 
emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  relation  of  vital  facts  to  health  administration,  and  to  other  social 
and  economic  phenomena.  Use  of  the  published  sources  will  be  expected. 

Statistics  310 — Studies  in  population.  3  points  Spring  Session.  Professor 
Chaddock. 

Hours  to  be  arranged. 

Prerequisite:  Statistics  109-110  or  equivalent. 

Sociology  Sill  given  in  the  Summer  Session  is  the  equivalent  of  Sociology  123  and  will  be 
accepted  as  a  substitute  for  credit  towards  the  degree. 

Public  Health  IF — Public  health  laboratory  methods.  6  points  First  Trimes- 
ter. Lectures  and  laboratory  work.  Professor  Phelps  and  Mr.  Isaacs. 
M.,  Tu.,  and  Th.,  9-1. 

Methods  of  examination  (chemical  and  bacteriological)  for  air,  water,  sewage,  foods,  medicines, 
and  biological  products.  Diagnostic  methods  (bacteriological,  parasitological,  and  serological) 
used  in  the  examination  of  blood,  feces,  spinal  fluid,  etc.  The  content  of  the  course  will  be  varied 
according  to  the  interests  of  the  students. 

One  year  of  college  chemistry  is  desirable. 

Students  will  be  expected  to  supply  themselves  with  microscopes  for  this  course.  These  may  be 
rented  at  approximately  $7  a  month.

Authority  for  official  public  health  services;  model  health  laws  and  sanitary  codes;  court  deci- 
sions upon  which  health  policies  depend;  functions  of  official  and  volunteer  health  agencies. 
Administration:  records  and  vital  statistics;  communicable  disease  control;  maternity,  infancy,  and 
child  hygiene;  sanitation;  food  and  drug  control;  public  health  laboratories;  hospitalization;  public 
health  nursing;  health  education;  correlation  between  official  and  volunteer  agencies;  costs  and 
principles  of  budget  making.  Demonstrations,  field  experiments,  surveys.  Federal  health  activities 
in  interstate  commerce,  maritime  quarantine,  immigration.  Control  of  biological  products.  Research. 
International  sanitary  and  epidemiological  agreements. 

Public  Health  3F — PubHc  health  engineering.  6  points  First  Trimester,  Sep- 
tember to  December.  Lectures,  collateral  reading,  discussions,  and  visits  to 
typical  works.  Professor  Phelps. 
Tu.,  W.,  and  Th.,  2-5. 

The  fundamental  scientific  principles  which  underlie  present  practice  in  the  various  aspects  of 
environmental  control.  Ventilation:  physiological  requirements;  physics  and  chemistry  of  air; 
studies  of  ventilation  and  essential  requirements.  Water  supply  and  sewerage:  sources  and  quality 
of  water;    impurities,    their   significance   and   measurement;   purification,    filtration,    disinfection; 
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plumbing  and  sewers;  sewage  disposal,  its  chemistry  and  biology;  pollution  and  self-purification  of 
streams.  Food  control:  pasteurization  of  milk.  Illumination:  physical  principles  and  measurement; 
codes  and  practice.  Insect  control:  the  relation  of  flies  and  mosquitoes  to  disease,  and  their  control. 
Municipal  refuse:  treatment  and  disposal.  Field  inspections  of  typical  works. 

Public  Health  4T — Epidemiology.  5  points  Third  Trimester,  March  to  May. 
Lectures,  conferences,  and  laboratory  work.  Professor  Godfrey. 
F.,  2-5  and  S.,  9-12. 

Phenomena  of  the  group  incidence  of  disease,  together  with  the  principles  and  application  of 
epidemiological  methods  of  study.  Distribution  of  infectious  diseases  in  nature.  Influence  of  age, 
sex,  season,  and  climate.  Sources  of  epidemiological  information:  practical  problems  in  analysis 
of  crude  data;  evaluation  of  control  measures.  Collateral  reading,  conferences,  and  field  trips  for 
study  of  health  department  practice  in  contagious  disease.

Industrial  toxi- 
cology. Demonstrations  and  factory  inspections.  Laboratory  work  in  the  use  of  instruments 
employed  in  making  factory  surveys.  Occupational  disease  and  medical  administration.  (Dr. 
Smith) — a  briefer  treatment  of  Public  Health  5aS. 

Public  Health  5bS — Industrial  physiology.  3  points  Second  Trimester.  Lec- 
tures and  laboratory  with  field  inspection.

Laboratory,  clinical,  and  statistical  material  will  be  used. 

PubUc  Health  7 — PubUc  health  engineering  practice.  6  points  Winter  Session.

Completion  of  the  following  courses  will  give  6  points  of  credit  as  required  by 
the  New  York  State  Department  of  Educadon  for  school  health  supervisor,  as  spe- 
cified in  their  circular  of  March,  1928.  An  examination  is  held  at  the  end  of  the 
course  and  a  certificate  issued  to  those  who  meet  the  requirements.  For  further 
details,  address  the  DeLamar  Institute  of  Public  Health,  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons,  630  West  i68th  Street.

This  course  deals  with  all  medical  and  sanitary  aspects  of  school  health  services  with  especial 
emphasis  on  medical  examination  of  school  children,  communicable  disease  control,  and  problems 
of  doctor,  nurse,  and  teacher. 

Public  Health  s2 — School  health  supervision  II — mental  hygiene,  i  point. 
Professor  Lambert  and  associates. 

This  course  includes  lectures  and  outside  reading  covering  the  origin,  development,  and  devia- 
tions in  the  make-up  of  the  personality  in  relation  to  the  different  forms  of  behavior  disorders 
appearing  in  infancy,  childhood,  adolescence,  and  adult  life,  with  special  reference  to  their  pre- 
vention and  relief.  The  equivalent  of  six  hours  necessary  to  complete  the  fifteen  will  be  covered  by 
outside  required  reading  and  field  work. 

Public  Health  s3 — School  health  supervision  III — physical  education,  i  point. 

Professor  Davis  and  associates. 

The  instruction  in  physical  education  presents  principle  and  administrative  plans  for  the  pro- 
gram of  activities  including  remedial  or  corrective  exercises  as  well  as  the  athletic,  games,  dance, 
and  gymnastic  program.

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DELAMAR  INSTITUTE  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  Trustees  of  Columbia  University,  on  May  2,  1921,  established  an  Institute 
of  Public  Health,  provided  for  its  maintenance  from  the  income  of  the  DeLamar 
Endowment  Fund  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  Mr.  Joseph  P.  DeLamar's  will, 
and  appointed  an  Administrative  Board  for  this  Institute.  In  September,  1922, 
students  in  public  health  were  admitted  to  courses  in  Columbia  University  at  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  under  the  Department  of  Public  Health  Prac- 
tice. The  Institute  of  Public  Health  is  now  an  integral  part  of  the  College  of  Phy- 
sicians and  Surgeons  of  the  University  and  includes  the  fields  of  epidemiology, 
industrial  physiology,  industrial  medicine,  public  health  practice,  sanitary  science 
and  vital  statistics,  having  offices  and  laboratories  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health  to  offer  a  complete  curriculum 
in  the  theory  and  practice  of  preventive  medicine  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  on  recommendation  by  the  Faculty  of  Medi- 
cine; to  provide  leadership  and  guidance  for  graduate  students  in  public  health 
sciences  who  are  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy;  to  provide  for 
students  of  medicine  that  element  in  their  education  which  bears  upon  the  prevent- 
able diseases  and  the  individual  and  social  measures  for  their  prevention;  to  con- 
tribute to  the  training  of  graduate  nurses  in  the  public  health  relations  of  their 
profession  in  association  with  the  Department  of  Nursing  Education  at  Teachers 
College;  to  participate  in  the  offering  of  courses  under  University  Extension  to 
persons  unable  to  attend  other  courses  in  the  University;  and  to  extend  to  the  lay 
public  through  existing  channels  of  popular  education  the  benefits  of  reliable  infor- 
mation in  the  protection  and  development  of  human  health  and  in  the  prevention 
of  disease,  as  specifically  directed  in  the  will  of  the  late  Joseph  P.  DeLamar,  whose 
legacy  for  teaching  and  research  in  the  medical  sciences  made  possible  the  creation 
of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health. 

The  Institute  of  Public  Health  offers  to  properly  qualified  applicants  a  course 
of  study  extending  over  at  least  one  calendar  year,  including  three  months  of 
practical  field,  laboratory,  or  administrative  work  between  May  and  September, 
and  leading  to  a  degree  of  Master  of  Science.  No  other  degrees  and  no  diplomas  in 
the  field  of  public  health  are  offered  by  the  University,  except  that  of  Master  of 
Science  on  completion  of  the  prescribed  courses  described  in  the  following  pages, 
and  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  to  candidates  recommended  by  one  or 
more  of  the  several  sciences  contributing  to  the  knowledge  of  preventive  medicine 
in  its  social  applications,  as  sociology,  bacteriology,  chemistry,  sanitary  science,  epi- 
demiology, and  physiology.  The  facilities  of  the  Institute  are  furthermore  available 
to  quaUfied  persons  desiring  to  pursue  a  more  limited  and  specialized  course  of 
study  in  the  field  of  pubUc  health. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health 
should  apply  in  the  spring,  if  possible,  so  that  if  they  are  deficient  in  any  subjects 
required  of  matriculants  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  pubhc  health,  they 
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may  take  Summer  Session  courses  at  Columbia  University  or  elsewhere  to  make  up 
deficiencies.  Application,  including  qualifications,  should  be  made  by  letter  directed 
to  the  DeLamar  Institute  of  Public  Health,  at  630  West  i68th  Street,  New  York  City. 

I.  As  a  minimum  requirement  for  admission,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  must  be  a  graduate  of  a  class  A 
medical  school  with  a  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  or  a  graduate  in  arts  or  sciences 
having  an  acceptable  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  or  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  present- 
ing evidence  of  having  completed  satisfactorily  college  courses  in  chemistry, 
physics,  bacteriology  or  general  biology,  and  mathematics.  In  addition  such  candi- 
dates should  have  completed  a  course  in  medical  bacteriology  equivalent  to  that 
given  in  the  first  year  of  the  School  of  Medicine  {Bacteriology  10 1). 

II.  As  a  minimum  requirement,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science 
in  the  field  of  public  health  majoring  in  sanitary  science  must  be  a  graduate  of  an 
approved  engineering  school,  having  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  civil 
engineering,  or  its  equivalent. 

Evidence  of  personal  capability  and  fitness  for  work  in  public  health  is  likewise 
considered  in  each  case  and  will  be  regarded  as  quite  as  essential  as  the  above- 
mentioned  specific  educational  requirements. 

STUDENTS 

A  Student  who  has  fulfilled  the  preliminary  qualifications  for  candidacy  for  a 
degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  regular  course  is  enrolled  as  a  matriculated  stu- 
dent of  the  University.  Acceptance  is  based  on  the  grounds  of  character  and  health 
as  well  as  on  the  fulfillment  of  academic  requirements.  A  period  of  regular  attend- 
ance upon  all  stated  academic  exercises  amounting  to  at  least  one  academic  year 
must  be  completed  by  every  candidate  for  a  degree. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic 
requirements  which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church  for 
religious  observance  should  make  application  to  the  appropriate  authority  for 
equitable  relief. 

In  exceptional  circumstances  a  student  not  enrolled  as  a  matriculated  student 
may  be  admitted  to  the  University  as  a  nonmatriculated  student  with  permission 
to  attend  such  courses  of  instruction  as  he  is  qualified  to  take  but  not  as  a  candidate 
for  a  degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  regular  course.  Nonmatriculated  students 
are  expected  to  conform  to  the  same  standards  of  attendance  and  scholarship  as 
are  required  of  matriculated  students.  Nonmatriculated  students  may  receive 
formal  statement  of  the  satisfactory  completion  of  any  course. 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student 
of  the  University  during  the  period  for  which  such  registration  is  held  valid.  No 
student  registered  in  any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time 
be  registered  in  any  other  school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of 
any  other  institution,  without  the  consent  of  the  appropriate  Dean  or  Director. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by 
him  of  academic  credits,  his  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the 
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granting  of  any  certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  powers  of  the  Uni- 
versity, which  is  free  to  cancel  his  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which  it 
deems  advisable.  The  disciplinary  authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the  Presi- 
dent in  such  cases  as  he  deems  proper,  and  subject  to  the  reserve  powers  of  the 
President,  in  the  Dean  of  each  Faculty  and  the  Director  of  the  work  of  each 
Administrative  Board. 

REGISTRATION 

The  academic  year  of  1936-1937  begins  Wednesday,  September  23,  1936,  and 
continues  until  May  15,  1937.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  the 
field  of  public  health  will  be  admitted  only  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year 
in  September,  except  by  special  arrangement  through  the  Executive  Officer  of  the 
Institute.  Students  will  be  required  to  register  personally  at  the  beginning  of  each 
Winter  or  Spring  Session  in  the  office  of  the  Registrar  at  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  630  West  i68th  Street.  Program  adjustments  may,  however,  be  made 
before  the  opening  of  each  trimester. 

GRADUATION 

Diplomas  are  issued  at  Commencement,  in  February  and  October. 

An  application  for  the  degree  terminates  at  the  next  regular  time  for  the  issuance 
of  diplomas  subsequent  to  the  date  of  filing;  but  under  conditions  prescribed  by 
the  Faculty  it  may  be  subject  to  renewal  for  a  fee  of  $1.00  each  time  that  a  candi- 
date chooses  to  come  up  for  consideration,  within  a  period  not  to  exceed  three 
years.  Thereafter  with  the  filing  of  a  second  appUcation  the  regular  fee  of  S20  is 
again  payable. 

Dates  for  the  filing  of  applications  are  announced  in  the  Academic  Calendar  on 
the  last  pages  of  this  Announcement. 

RESIDENCE  HALLS 

All  Students  registered  within  the  University  regularly  pursuing  their  courses  of 
study  are  eligible  for  residence  in  University  Residence  Halls.  The  University  de- 
sires its  students  to  Live  whenever  possible  in  the  Residence  Halls  which  are  a  part 
of  its  educational  development  and  life.  Assignment  of  room  is  made  on  the 
academic  year  basis  but  rentals  may  be  paid  on  session,  monthly,  or  weekly  basis 
in  case  of  need. 

Bard  Hall 

The  residence  for  students  of  the  Medical  School,  Bard  Hall,  is  situated  on 
Haven  Avenue,  at  169th  Street,  about  three  blocks  from  the  entrance  to  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  It  is  eleven  stories  in  height  with  three  additional 
stories  in  the  north  wing  and  occupies  a  site  overlooking  Riverside  Park  and  the 
Hudson  River.  It  contains  235  rooms  for  students  and  ten  suites  for  instructors. 
A  few  rooms  have  private  studies.  The  facilities  of  the  Hall  include  large  lounging 
rooms,  dining  room,  cafeteria  and  grill  rooms,  gymnasium,  squash  courts,  and 
swimming  pool. 

There  are  about  fifteen  bedrooms  on  the  first  and  second  stories  in  the  north 
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wing  arranged  to  accommodate  women  students,  and  there  is  also  a  tutor's  suite 
on  each  of  these  floors. 

Rates  for  single  rooms  range  from  $162  to  $295  for  the  academic  year. 

Room  application  blanks  and  further  information  concerning  rates  will  be  fur- 
nished on  request  by  the  Dean's  oflBce,  630  West  i68th  Street,  New  York  City. 

Other  Residence  Halls 

The  University  maintains  on  the  Campus  at  ii6th  Street  or  immediately  adja- 
cent thereto  Residence  Halls  for  men  and  for  women,  information  about  which 
will  be  furnished  on  request  by  the  Secretary  of  the  University,  213  Low  Memorial 
Library,  Broadway  at  ii6th  Street,  New  York  City.  The  office  of  the  Director  of 
Men's  Residence  Halls  is  125  Livingston  Hall. 

RESIDENCE  BUREAU 

Students  who  find  it  necessary  to  live  outside  the  University  may  obtain  lists  of 
inspected  rooms  and  apartments  at  the  University  Residence  Bureau  in  Alumni 
House. 

king's  crown  hotel 

The  King's  Crown  Hotel,  located  at  420  West  ii6th  Street  in  close  proximity 
to  the  University,  is  owned  by  the  University  and  operated  by  the  Knott  Hotels 
Corporation.  It  provides  accommodations  at  reasonable  rates,  available  for  relatives 
and  guests  of  members  of  the  University  community. 

SUMMARY  OF  FEES 

Tuition  fees,  the  University  fee,  and  laboratory  deposits  are  payable  semiannually 
in  advance.  No  reduction  is  made  for  late  registration.  Registration  will  not  be 
complete  until  such  fees  are  paid.  Checks  should  be  drawn  to  the  order  of  Colum- 
bia University  and  presented  in  person  to  the  office  of  the  Bursar.  Payment  of 
fees  after  the  last  day  of  registration  (see  the  Academic  Calendar)  imposes  auto- 
matically the  statutory  charge  of  $6.00  for  this  privilege.  Under  the  regulations, 
the  privileges  of  the  University  are  not  available  to  any  student  until  he  has 
completed  his  registration.

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PHYSICAL  EXAMINATION 

Provision  has  been  made  under  the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  the  Practice  of 
Medicine  for  a  thorough  medical  examination  each  year  of  each  student  attending 
the  School  of  Medicine. 

EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  held  on  the  completion  of  each  course. 

In  the  event  of  serious  illness  or  other  unavoidable  cause  of  absence,  the  defi- 
ciency may  be  made  up  by  arrangement  with  the  instructor  and  approval  of  the 
Executive  Officer  of  the  Institute. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  THE  DEGREE 

In  outlining  courses  of  instruction  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in 
the  field  of  public  health,  it  has  been  recognized  that  the  objective  as  well  as  the 
previous  training  and  qualifications  of  the  candidate  will  determine  to  some  degree 
the  content  of  his  course.  There  are  certain  fundamentals,  however,  that  are  essen- 
tial to  a  well-balanced  training  in  public  health  and  these  are  taken  to  constitute 
the  uniform  partial  requirements  for  the  degree.  A  certain  amount  of  more  special- 
ized training  in  one  or  another  of  the  optional  lines  will  also  be  expected,  either  by 
taking  advanced  work  in  one  of  the  required  subjects  or  completing  requirements 
in  one  of  the  options. 

In  general,  and  in  addition  to  the  prerequisites  already  oudined,  the  following 
schedule  of  study  must  be  satisfactorily  completed  by  all  candidates  for  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health. 

A  candidate  possessing  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  civil  engineering  or  its 
equivalent  from  an  approved  engineering  school  may  elect  the  alternative  studies 
approved  for  engineering  students.

FIELD  WORK 

The  selection  of  the  summer  work  in  the  field,  and  the  subject  of  the  thesis 
should  if  possible  be  related  to  the  advanced  course  or  option  selected.  By  arrange- 
ment with  Federal,  state,  or  local  county  or  municipal  health  services,  provision 
will  be  made  for  a  three-month  period  in  the  summer  for  practical  observation  of 
and  participation  in  public  health  work. 

MODIFICATIONS 

Modification  of  this  schedule  may  be  necessary  or  permissible  as  follows : 
Candidates  deficient  in  a  prerequisite  subject  may,  upon  satisfactory  showing, 
be  admitted  to  the  classes,  the  necessary  extra  course  of  study  to  remove  the  defi- 
ciency being  taken  simultaneously. 

Candidates  showing  evidence  of  having  completed  a  covirse  of  study  equivalent 
to  one  of  those  required,  or  having  had  professional  experience  of  equivalent  value, 
may  substitute  advanced  work  or  options  for  the  course  in  question. 
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TEXT  AND  REFERENCE  BOOKS 


Text  and  reference  books,  monographs,  population,  morbidity,  and  mortality 
records  required  for  students  in  public  health  are  available  in  the  general  and 
special  libraries  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  the  Institute  of 
Public  Health. 

TEACHERS  COLLEGE 

Courses  in  preventable  diseases  and  public  health  administration  and  lectures  in 
various  of  the  special  fields  of  sanitation  and  health  service  are  given  by  the  staff 
of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health  at  Teachers  College  in  the  Department  of  Nursing 
Education. 

COURSES  UNDER  UNIVERSITY  EXTENSION 

Among  graduate  courses  in  medicine  under  University  Extension  there  are 
offered  courses  in  school  health  supervision  including  mental  hygiene,  physical 
education,  and  administrative  supervision  of  the  communicable  and  other  prevent- 
able diseases  and  defects  of  school  and  preschool  age.  These  courses  are  intended 
primarily  for  physicians,  but  are  open  to  nurses  and  school  teachers  who  have 
had  practical  experience  in  school  health  work.  They  are  designed  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  New  York  State  Department  of  Education  for  full-time 
medical  supervisors. 

These  courses  will  be  given  only  when  ten  or  more  qualified  persons  have  made 
application,  and  may  be  arranged  for  during  the  academic  year  or  during  the 
summer. 

SPECIAL  INSTRUCTION  AND  RESEARCH 

Special  instruction  is  offered  for  those  employed  in  practical  public  health  work 
according  to  the  needs  of  the  individual.  Research  facilities  of  the  Institute  of 
Public  Health  are  available  for  qualified  students,  whether  upon  projects  already 
undertaken  by  members  of  the  staff  or  in  original  studies. 

MEDICAL  CENTER  BOOKSTORE 

The  medical  branch  of  the  University  Bookstore  is  situated  in  Room  B-441  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  Medical  textbooks  are  sold  at  discounts 
from  the  usual  prices  whenever  such  discounts  are  permitted  by  the  publishers. 
Substantial  savings  may  be  effected  on  all  other  merchandise.  The  store  is  open 
from  8:30  a.m.  to  8  p.m.  daily;  during  the  first  days  of  the  opening  session, 
until  10  p.m.  The  store  maintains  a  theater  and  concert  ticket  service,  a  travel 
bureau,  and  other  services,  with  reduced  rates  to  Columbia  students. 

For  the  benefit  of  students  wishing  either  to  buy  or  sell  used  medical  textbooks 
a  second-hand  exchange  is  operated  in  connection  with  the  Medical  Center  Book- 
store. Details  of  the  operation  of  the  exchange  may  be  had  in  the  Bookstore. 


COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION

indicate  courses  given  during  the  Winter  Session,  from  September  to  February; 
even  numbers  indicate  courses  given  during  the  Spring  Session,  from  February  to 
May;  and  courses  numbered  both  odd  and  even  are  given  throughout  the  aca- 
demic year.

Water  supply  and  sewerage:  sources  and  quality 
of  water;  impurities,  their  significance  and  measurement;  purification,  filtration,  disinfection; 
plumbing  and  sewers;  sewage  disposal,  its  chemistry  and  biology;  pollution  and  self-purification  of 
streams.  Food  control:  pasteurization  of  milk.  Illumination:  physical  principles  and  measurement; 
codes  and  practice.  Insect  control:  the  relation  of  flies  and  mosquitoes  to  disease,  and  their  control.

GRADUATE  COURSES  IN  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SUPERVISION 

Completion  of  the  following  courses  will  give  6  points  of  credit  as  required  by 
the  New  York  State  Department  of  Education  for  school  health  supervisor,  as  spe- 
cified in  their  circular  of  March,  1928.  An  examination  is  held  at  the  end  of  the 
course  and  a  certificate  issued  to  those  who  meet  the  requirements.  For  further 
details,  address  the  DeLamar  Institute  of  Public  Health,  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons,  630  West  i68th  Street. 

Tuition  is  charged  at  the  rate  of  $12.50  per  point  plus  a  University  fee  of  $5.00.

This  course  deals  with  all  medical  and  sanitary  aspects  of  school  health  services  with  especial 
emphasis  on  medical  examination  of  school  children,  communicable  disease  control,  and  problems 
of  doctor,  nurse,  and  teacher. 

Public  Health  13 — School  health  supervision  11 — mental  hygiene,  i  point. 

This  course  includes  lectures  and  outside  reading  covering  the  origin,  development,  and  devia- 
tions in  the  make-up  of  the  personality  in  relation  to  the  different  forms  of  behavior  disorders 
appearing  in  infancy,  childhood,  adolescence,  and  adult  life,  with  special  reference  to  their  pre- 
vention and  relief.  The  equivalent  of  six  hours  necessary  to  complete  the  fifteen  will  be  covered  by 
outside  required  reading  and  field  work. 

Public  Health  14 — School  health  supervision  III — physical  education,  i  point. 

The  instruction  in  physical  education  presents  principle  and  administrative  plans  for  the  pro- 
gram of  activities  including  remedial  or  corrective  exercises  as  well  as  the  athletic,  games,  dance, 
and  gymnastic  program.

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DELAMAR  INSTITUTE  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  Trustees  of  Columbia  University,  on  May  2,  1921,  established  an  Institute 
of  Public  Health,  provided  for  its  maintenance  from  the  income  of  the  DeLamar 
Endowment  Fund  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  Mr.  Joseph  P.  DeLamar's  wall, 
and  appointed  an  Administradve  Board  for  this  Institute.  In  September,  1922, 
students  in  public  health  were  admitted  to  courses  in  Columbia  University  at  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  under  the  Department  of  Public  Health  Prac- 
tice. The  Institute  of  Public  Health  is  now  an  integral  part  of  the  College  of  Phy- 
sicians and  Surgeons  of  the  University  and  includes  the  fields  of  epidemiology, 
industrial  physiology,  industrial  medicine,  public  health  practice,  sanitary  science 
and  vital  statistics. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Institute  of  PubHc  Health  to  offer  a  complete  curriculum 
in  the  theory  and  practice  of  preventive  medicine  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  on  recommendation  by  the  Faculty  of  Medi- 
cine; to  provide  leadership  and  guidance  for  graduate  students  in  pubUc  health 
sciences  who  are  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy;  to  provide  for 
students  of  medicine  that  element  in  their  education  which  bears  upon  the  prevent- 
able diseases  and  the  individual  and  social  measures  for  their  prevention;  to  con- 
tribute to  the  training  of  graduate  nurses  in  the  public  health  relations  of  their 
profession  in  association  with  the  Department  of  Nursing  Education  at  Teachers 
College;  to  participate  in  the  offering  of  courses  under  University  Extension  to 
persons  unable  to  attend  other  courses  in  the  University;  and  to  extend  to  the  lay 
public  through  existing  channels  of  popular  education  the  benefits  of  reliable  infor- 
mation in  the  protection  and  development  of  human  health  and  in  the  prevention 
of  disease,  as  specifically  directed  in  the  will  of  the  late  Joseph  P.  DeLamar,  whose 
legacy  for  teaching  and  research  in  the  medical  sciences  made  possible  the  creation 
of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health. 

The  Institute  of  Public  Health  offers  to  properly  quaUfied  appUcants  a  course 
of  study  extending  over  at  least  one  calendar  year,  including  three  months  of 
practical  field,  laboratory,  or  administrative  work  between  May  and  September, 
and  leading  to  a  degree  of  Master  of  Science.  No  other  degrees  and  no  diplomas  in 
the  field  of  public  health  are  offered  by  the  University,  except  that  of  Master  of 
Science  on  completion  of  the  prescribed  courses  described  in  the  following  pages, 
and  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  to  candidates  recommended  by  one  or 
more  of  the  several  sciences  contributing  to  the  knowledge  of  preventive  medicine 
in  its  social  applications,  as  sociology,  bacteriology,  chemistry,  sanitary  science,  epi- 
demiology, and  physiology.  The  facilities  of  the  Institute  are  furthermore  available 
to  qualified  persons  desiring  to  pursue  a  more  limited  and  specialized  course  of 
study  in  the  field  of  public  health. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health 
should  apply  in  the  spring,  if  possible,  so  that  if  they  are  deficient  in  any  subjects 
required  of  matriculants  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  public  health,  they 
may  take  Summer  Session  courses  at  Columbia  University  or  elsewhere  to  make  up 
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deficiencies.  Application,  including  qualifications,  should  be  made  by  letter  directed 
to  the  DeLamar  Institute  of  Public  Health,  at  630  West  i68th  Street,  New  York  City. 

I.  As  a  minimum  requirement  for  admission,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  must  be  a  graduate  of  a  class  A 
medical  school  with  a  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  or  a  graduate  in  arts  or  sciences 
having  an  acceptable  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  or  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  present- 
ing evidence  of  having  completed  acceptable  college  courses  in  chemistry,  physics, 
bacteriology  or  general  biology,  and  mathematics. 

II.  As  a  minimum  requirement,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science 
in  the  field  of  public  health  majoring  in  sanitary  science  must  be  a  graduate  of  an 
approved  engineering  school,  having  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  civil 
engineering,  or  its  equivalent. 

Evidence  of  personal  capability  and  fitness  for  work  in  public  health  is  likewise 
considered  in  each  case  and  will  be  regarded  as  quite  as  essential  as  the  above- 
mentioned  specific  educational  requirements. 

STUDENTS 

A  student  who  has  fulfilled  the  preliminary  qualifications  for  candidacy  for  a 
degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  regular  course  is  enrolled  as  a  matriculated  stu- 
dent of  the  University.  Acceptance  is  based  on  the  grounds  of  character  and  health 
as  well  as  on  the  fulfillment  of  academic  requirements.  A  period  of  regular  attend- 
ance upon  all  stated  academic  exercises  amounting  to  at  least  one  academic  year 
in  residence  must  be  completed  by  every  candidate  for  a  degree. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic 
requirements  which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church  for 
religious  observance  should  make  application  to  the  appropriate  authority  for 
equitable  relief. 

In  exceptional  circimistances  a  student  not  enrolled  as  a  matriculated  student 
may  be  admitted  to  the  University  as  a  nonmatriculated  student  with  permission 
to  attend  such  courses  of  instruction  as  he  is  quaUfied  to  take  but  not  as  a  candidate 
for  a  degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  the  regular  course.  Nonmatriculated  students 
are  expected  to  conform  to  the  same  standards  of  attendance  and  scholarship  as 
are  required  of  matriculated  students.  Nonmatriculated  students  may  receive 
formal  statement  of  the  satisfactory  completion  of  any  course. 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student 
of  the  University  during  the  period  for  which  such  registration  is  held  valid.  No 
student  registered  in  any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time 
be  registered  in  any  other  school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of 
any  other  institution,  without  the  consent  of  the  appropriate  Dean  or  Director. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by 
him  of  academic  credits,  his  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the 
granting  of  any  certificate  are  strictiy  subject  to  the  disciplinary  powers  of  the  Uni- 
versity, which  is  free  to  cancel  his  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which  it 
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deems  advisable.  The  disciplinary  authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the  Presi- 
dent in  such  cases  as  he  deems  proper,  and  subject  to  the  reserve  powrers  of  the 
President,  in  the  Dean  of  each  Faculty  and  the  Director  of  the  work  of  each 
Administrative  Board. 


REGISTRATION 

The  academic  year  of  1937-1938  begins  Wednesday,  September  22,  1937.  Candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  will  be 
admitted  only  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year  in  September,  except  by  special 
arrangement  through  the  Executive  Officer  of  the  Institute.  Students  will  be  re- 
quired to  register  personally  at  the  beginning  of  each  Winter  or  Spring  Session  in 
the  office  of  the  Registrar  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  630  West  i68th 
Street.  Registration  dates  are  given  in  the  Academic  Calendar  on  the  last  page  of 
this  Announcement.  Program  adjustments  may,  however,  be  made  before  the 
opening  of  each  trimester. 

GRADUATION 

Diplomas  are  issued  at  Commencement,  in  February  and  October. 

An  appUcation  for  the  degree  terminates  at  the  next  regular  time  for  the  issuance 
of  diplomas  subsequent  to  the  date  of  filing;  but  under  conditions  prescribed  by 
the  Faculty  it  may  be  subject  to  renewal  for  a  fee  of  fi.oo  each  time  that  a  candi- 
date chooses  to  come  up  for  consideration,  within  a  period  not  to  exceed  three 
years.  Thereafter  with  the  filing  of  a  second  application  the  regular  fee  of  $20  is 
again  payable. 

Dates  for  the  filing  of  applications  are  announced  in  the  Academic  Calendar  on 
the  last  pages  of  this  Announcement. 

RESIDENCE  HALLS 

All  Students  registered  within  the  University  regularly  pursuing  their  courses  of 
study  are  eligible  for  residence  in  University  Residence  Halls.  The  University  de- 
sires its  students  to  Uve  whenever  possible  in  the  Residence  Halls  which  are  a  part 
of  its  educational  development  and  life.  Assignment  of  room  is  made  on  the 
academic  year  basis  but  rentals  may  be  paid  on  session,  monthly,  or  weekly  basis 
in  case  of  need. 

Bard  Hall 

The  residence  for  students  of  the  Medical  School,  Bard  Hall,  is  situated  on 
Haven  Avenue,  at  169th  Street,  about  three  blocks  from  the  entrance  to  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  It  is  eleven  stories  in  height  with  three  additional 
stories  in  the  north  wing  and  occupies  a  site  overlooking  Riverside  Park  and  the 
Hudson  River.  It  contains  235  rooms  for  students  and  ten  suites  for  instructors. 
A  few  rooms  have  private  studies.  The  facilities  of  the  Hall  include  large  lounging 
rooms,  dining  room,  cafeteria  and  grill  rooms,  gymnasium,  squash  courts,  and 
swimming  pool. 
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There  are  about  fifteen  bedrooms  on  the  first  and  second  stories  in  the  north 
wing  arranged  to  accommodate  women  students,  and  there  is  also  a  tutor's  suite 
on  each  of  these  floors. 

Rates  for  single  rooms  range  from  I162  to  $295  for  the  academic  year. 

Room  application  blanks  and  further  information  concerning  rates  will  be  fur- 
nished on  request  by  the  Dean's  oflSce,  630  West  i68th  Street,  New  York  City. 

Other  Residence  Halls 

The  University  maintains  on  the  Campus  at  i  i6th  Street  or  immediately  adja- 
cent thereto  Residence  Halls  for  men  and  for  women,  information  about  which 
will  be  furnished  on  request  by  the  Secretary  of  the  University,  213  Low  Memorial 
Library,  Broadway  at  ii6th  Street,  New  York  City.  The  oflfice  of  the  Director  of 
Men's  Residence  Halls  is  125  Livingston  Hall. 

RESIDENCE  BUREAU 

Students  who  find  it  necessary  to  live  outside  the  University  may  obtain  lists  of 
inspected  rooms  and  apartments  at  the  University  Residence  Bureau  in  Alumni 
House. 

king's  crown  hotel 

The  King's  Crown  Hotel,  located  at  420  West  11 6th  Street  in  close  proximity 
to  the  University,  is  owned  by  the  University  and  operated  by  the  Knott  Hotels 
Corporation.  It  provides  accommodations  at  reasonable  rates,  available  for  relatives 
and  guests  of  members  of  the  University  community. 

SUMMARY  OF  FEES 

Tuition  fees,  the  University  fee,  and  laboratory  deposits  are  payable  semiannually 
in  advance.  No  reduction  is  made  for  late  registration.  Registration  will  not  be 
complete  until  such  fees  are  paid.  Checks  should  be  drawn  to  the  order  of  Colum- 
bia University  and  presented  in  person  to  the  office  of  the  Bursar.  Payment  of 
fees  after  the  last  day  of  registration  (see  the  Academic  Calendar)  imposes  auto- 
matically die  statutory  charge  of  $6.00  for  this  privilege.  Under  the  regulations, 
the  privileges  of  the  University  are  not  available  to  any  student  until  he  has 
completed  his  registration.

The  conditions  under  which  such  privileges  shall  be  granted  are  to  be

1.  The  University  fee  (a)  and  the  fee  for  application  for  any  degree  (c) 
are  not  subject  to  rebate. 

2.  After  the  last  day  of  the  period  provided  for  change  of  course,  as  an- 
nounced in  the  Academic  Calendar,  no  tuition  fees  will  be  returned  for 
any  course  which  the  student  may  for  any  reason  discontinue.  Excep- 
tion to  this  rule  may  be  made  only  in  cases  of  total  withdrawal  from 
the  University,  when  a  partial  return  of  fees  may  be  authorized  by  the 
Registrar.

In  addition  the  University  fee  shall  be  payable  each  session:  $5.00 
for  six  points  or  less,  $10  for  more  than  six  points. 

ESTIMATED  EXPENSES  FOR  THE  ACADEMIC  YEAR 

Following  is  an  itemized  estimate  of  expenses  for  a  full  academic  year.  The  tui- 
tion, room,  board,  books,  and  laundry  figures  are  based  upon  the  rates  which 
prevailed  during  the  past  academic  year,  and  can  be  accepted  as  applicable  for  the 
year  1937-1938  unless  national  economic  changes  require  their  alteration.  The  cost 
of  clothes,  travel,  and  incidentals  is  of  course  variable,  depending  on  the  tastes  and 
financial  situation  of  the  individual,  but  the  figures  quoted  have  been  arrived  at 
after  a  careful  study  of  present  conditions.

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PHYSICAL  EXAMINATION 

Provision  has  been  made  under  tiie  auspices  of  the  Department  of  the  Practice  of 
Medicine  for  a  thorough  medical  examination  each  year  of  each  student  attending 
the  School  of  Medicine. 

EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  held  on  the  completion  of  each  course. 

In  the  event  of  serious  illness  or  other  unavoidable  cause  of  absence,  the  defi- 
ciency may  be  made  up  by  arrangement  vidth  the  instructor  and  approval  of  the 
Executive  Ofi&cer  of  the  Institute. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  THE  DEGREE 

In  outlining  courses  of  instruction  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in 
the  field  of  public  health,  it  has  been  recognized  that  the  objective  as  well  as  the 
previous  training  and  qualifications  of  the  candidate  will  determine  to  some  degree 
the  content  of  his  course.  There  are  certain  fundamentals,  however,  that  are  essen- 
tial to  a  well-balanced  training  in  public  health  and  these  are  taken  to  constitute 
the  uniform  partial  requirements  for  the  degree.  A  certain  amount  of  more  special- 
ized training  in  one  or  another  of  the  elective  fields  may  be  arranged  for,  either  by 
taking  advanced  work  in  one  of  the  required  subjects  or  completing  requirements 
in  one  of  the  electives. 

In  general,  and  in  addition  to  the  prerequisites  already  oudined,  the  following 
schedule  of  study  must  be  satisfactorily  completed  by  all  candidates  for  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health. 

A  candidate  possessing  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  civil  engineering  or  its 
equivalent  from  an  approved  engineering  school  may  elect  the  alternative  studies 
approved  for  engineering  students.

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FIELD  WORK 

The  selection  of  the  summer  work  in  the  field,  and  the  subject  of  the  thesis 
should  if  possible  be  related  to  the  advanced  course  or  option  selected.  By  arrange- 
ment with  Federal,  state,  or  local  county  or  municipal  health  services,  provision 
will  be  made  for  a  three-month  period  in  the  summer  for  practical  observation  of 
and  participation  in  public  health  work. 


MODIFICATIONS 

Modification  of  this  schedule  may  be  necessary  or  permissible  as  follows: 
Candidates  deficient  in  a  prerequisite  subject  may,  upon  satisfactory  showing, 
be  admitted  to  the  classes,  the  necessary  extra  course  of  study  to  remove  the  defi- 
ciency being  taken  simultaneously. 

Candidates  showing  evidence  of  having  completed  a  course  of  study  equivalent 
to  one  of  those  required,  or  having  had  professional  experience  of  equivalent  value, 
may  substitute  advanced  work  or  options  for  the  course  in  question. 

TEXT  AND  REFERENCE  BOOKS 

Text  and  reference  books,  monographs,  population,  morbidity,  and  mortality 
records  required  for  students  in  public  health  are  available  in  the  general  and 
special  libraries  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  the  Institute  of 
Public  Healtii. 

TEACHERS  COLLEGE 

Courses  in  preventable  diseases  and  public  health  administration  and  lectures  in 
various  of  the  special  fields  of  sanitation  and  health  service  are  given  by  the  staff 
of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health  at  Teachers  College  in  the  Department  of  Nursing 
Education. 

COURSES  UNDER  UNIVERSITY  EXTENSION 

Among  graduate  courses  in  medicine  under  University  Extension  there  are 
offered  courses  in  school  health  supervision  including  mental  hygiene,  physical 
education,  and  administrative  supervision  of  the  communicable  and  other  prevent- 
able diseases  and  defects  of  school  and  preschool  age.  These  courses  are  intended 
primarily  for  physicians,  but  are  open  to  nurses  and  school  teachers  who  have  had 
practical  experience  in  school  health  work.  They  are  designed  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  New  York  State  Department  of  Education  for  full-time 
medical  supervisors. 

These  courses  will  be  given  only  when  ten  or  more  qualified  persons  have  made 
application,  and  may  be  arranged  for  during  the  academic  year  or  during  the 
summer. 

SPECIAL   INSTRUCTION   AND  RESEARCH 

Special  instruction  is  offered  for  those  employed  in  practical  public  health  work 
according  to  the  needs  of  the  individual.  Research  facilities  of  the  Institute  of 
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Public  Health  are  available  for  qualified  students,  whether  upon  projects  already 
undertaken  by  members  of  the  staff  or  in  original  studies. 

MEDICAL  CENTER  BOOKSTORE 

The  medical  branch  of  the  University  Bookstore  is  situated  in  Room  B-441  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  Medical  textbooks  are  sold  at  discounts 
from  the  usual  prices  v^henever  such  discounts  are  permitted  by  the  publishers. 
Substantial  savings  may  be  effected  on  all  other  merchandise.  The  store  is  open 
from  8:30  a.m.  to  8  p.m.  daily;  during  the  first  days  of  the  opening  session, 
until  10  p.m.  The  store  maintains  a  theater  and  concert  ticket  service,  a  travel 
bureau,  and  other  services,  with  reduced  rates  to  Columbia  students. 

For  the  benefit  of  students  wishing  either  to  buy  or  sell  used  medical  textbooks 
a  second-hand  exchange  is  operated  in  connection  with  the  Medical  Center  Book- 
store. Details  of  the  operation  of  the  exchange  may  be  had  in  the  Bookstore. 


COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

The  letters  F,  S,  T,  after  a  course  number  indicate  the  trimester  in  which  the 
course  is  given — First,  Second,  or  Third.  Without  such  designation  odd  numbers 
indicate  courses  given  during  the  Winter  Session,  from  September  to  February; 
even  numbers  indicate  courses  given  during  the  Spring  Session,  from  February  to 
May;  and  courses  numbered  both  odd  and  even  are  given  throughout  the  aca- 
demic year. 

Note:  Part-time  students  must  complete  all  other  courses  required  before  register- 
ing for  epidemiology.

Students  will  be  expected  to  supply  themselves  with  microscopes  for  this  course.  These  may  be 
rented. 

Since  the  number  of  students  who  can  be  accommodated  in  this  course  is  limited,  a  deposit  of 
$10  is  required  of  each  applicant  upon  his  acceptance.  When  the  student  registers  this  fee  is 
credited  toward  his  tuition.  If  he  does  not  register,  the  fee  is  not  returned.

Administration:  records  and  vital  statistics;  communicable  disease  control;  maternity,  infancy,  and 
child  hygiene;  sanitation;  food  and  drug  control;  public  health  laboratories;  hospitalization;  public 
health  nursing;  health  education;  correlation  between  official  and  volunteer  agencies;  costs  and 
principles  of  budget  making.  Demonstrations,  field  experiments,  surveys.  Federal  health  activities 
in  interstate  commerce,  maritime  quarantine,  immigration.  Control  of  biological  products.  Research. 
International  sanitary  and  epidemiological  agreements. 

6  points  First  Trimester,  Sep- 
tember to  December.  Lectures,  collateral  reading,  discussions,  and  visits  to 
typical  works.

Water  supply  and  sewerage:  sources  and  quality 
of  water;  impurities,  their  significance  and  measurement;  purification,  filtration,  disinfection;

Public  Health  7 — Public  health  engineering  practice.  6  points  Winter  Session.

A  course  of  reading,  conferences  and  problems  from  the  field,  to  supplement  Public  Health  3P 
and  to  be  carried  on  parallel  with  it.

Completion  of  the  following  courses  will  give  6  points  of  credit  as  required  by 
the  New  York  State  Department  of  Education  for  school  health  supervisor,  as  spe- 
cified in  their  circular  of  March,  1928.  An  examination  is  held  at  the  end  of  the 
course  and  a  certificate  issued  to  those  who  meet  the  requirements.  For  further 
details,  address  the  DeLamar  Institute  of  Public  Health,  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons,  630  West  i68th  Street. 

Tuition  is  charged  at  the  rate  of  $12.50  per  point  plus  a  University  fee  of  $5.00. 

These  courses  will  be  given  by  Professor  Emerson  and  associates. 

Public  Health  12 — School  health  supervision  I — medical  inspection.  4  points. 

This  course  deals  with  all  medical  and  sanitary  aspects  of  school  health  services  with  especial 
emphasis  on  medical  examination  of  school  children,  communicable  disease  control,  and  problems 
of  doctor,  nurse,  and  teacher. 

Public  Health  13 — School  health  supervision  II — mental  hygiene,  i  point. 

This  course  includes  lectures  and  outside  reading  covering  the  origin,  development,  and  devia- 
tions in  the  make-up  of  the  personality  in  relation  to  the  different  forms  of  behavior  disorders 
appearing  in  infancy,  childhood,  adolescence,  and  adult  life,  with  special  reference  to  their  pre- 
vention and  relief.  The  equivalent  of  six  hours  necessary  to  complete  the  fifteen  is  covered  by 
outside  required  reading  and  field  work. 

Public  Health  14 — School  health  supervision  HI — physical  education,  i  point. 

The  instruction  in  physical  education  presents  principle  and  administrative  plans  for  the  pro- 
gram of  activities  including  remedial  or  corrective  exercises  as  well  as  the  athletic,  games,  dance, 
and  gymnastic  program.

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DELAMAR  INSTITUTE  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  Trustees  of  Columbia  University,  on  May  2,  1921,  established  an  Institute 
of  Pubhc  Heakh,  provided  for  its  maintenance  from  the  income  of  the  DeLamar 
Endowment  Fund  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  Mr.  Joseph  R.  DeLamar's  will, 
and  appointed  an  Administrative  Board  for  this  Institute.  In  September,  1922, 
students  in  public  health  were  admitted  to  courses  in  Columbia  University  at  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  under  the  Department  of  Public  Health  Prac- 
tice. The  Institute  of  Public  Health  is  now  an  integral  part  of  the  College  of  Phy- 
sicians and  Surgeons  of  the  University  and  includes  the  fields  of  epidemiology, 
industrial  physiology,  industrial  medicine,  public  health  practice,  sanitary  science, 
and  biostatistics. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health  to  offer  a  complete  curriculum 
in  the  theory  and  practice  of  preventive  medicine  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  on  recommendation  by  the  Faculty  of  Medi- 
cine; to  provide  leadership  and  guidance  for  graduate  students  in  public  health 
sciences  who  are  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy;  to  provide  for 
students  of  medicine  that  element  in  their  education  which  bears  upon  the  prevent- 
able diseases  and  the  individual  and  social  measures  for  their  prevention;  to  con- 
tribute to  the  training  of  graduate  nurses  in  the  public  health  relations  of  their 
profession  in  association  with  the  Department  of  Nursing  Education  at  Teachers 
College;  to  participate  in  the  offering  of  courses  under  University  Extension  to 
persons  unable  to  attend  other  courses  in  the  University;  and  to  extend  to  the  lay 
public  through  existing  channels  of  popular  education  the  benefits  of  reliable  infor- 
mation in  the  protection  and  development  of  human  health  and  in  the  prevention 
of  disease,  as  specifically  directed  in  the  will  of  the  late  Joseph  R.  DeLamar,  whose 
legacy  for  teaching  and  research  in  the  medical  sciences  made  possible  the  creation 
of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health. 

The  Institute  of  Public  Health  offers  to  properly  qualified  applicants  a  course 
of  study  extending  over  at  least  one  calendar  year,  including  three  months  of 
practical  field,  laboratory,  or  administrative  work  between  May  and  September, 
and  leading  to  a  degree  of  Master  of  Science.  No  other  degrees  and  no  diplomas  in 
the  field  of  public  health  are  offered  by  the  University,  except  that  of  Master  of 
Science  on  completion  of  the  prescribed  courses  described  in  the  following  pages, 
and  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  to  candidates  recommended  by  one  or 
more  of  the  several  sciences  contributing  to  the  knowledge  of  preventive  medicine 
in  its  social  applications,  as  sociology,  bacteriology,  chemistry,  sanitary  science,  epi- 
demiology, and  physiology.  The  facilities  of  the  Institute  are  furthermore  available 
to  qualified  persons  desiring  to  pursue  a  more  hmited  and  specialized  course  of 
study  in  the  field  of  public  health. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health 
should  apply  in  the  spring,  if  possible,  so  that  if  they  are  deficient  in  any  subjects 
required  of  matriculants  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  pubhc  health,  they 
may  take  Summer  Session  courses  at  Columbia  University  or  elsewhere  to  make  up 
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deficiencies.  Application,  including  qualifications,  should  be  made  by  letter  directed 
to  the  DeLamar  Institute  of  Public  Health,  630  West  i68th  Street,  New  York  City. 

As  a  minimum  requirement  for  admission,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  must  be  a  graduate  of  a  class  A  medical 
school  with  a  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  or  a  graduate  in  arts  or  sciences  having 
an  acceptable  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  or  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  presenting 
evidence  of  having  completed  acceptable  college  courses  in  chemistry,  physics, 
bacteriology,  and  mathematics.  Practical  experience  in  bacteriology  may  be  accepted 
in  lieu  of  a  college  course  in  bacteriology. 

As  a  minimum  requirement,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in 
the  field  of  public  health  majoring  in  sanitary  science  must  be  a  graduate  of  an 
approved  engineering  school,  having  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  civil 
engineering,  or  its  equivalent. 

Evidence  of  personal  capability  and  fitness  for  work  in  public  health  is  likewise 
considered  in  each  case  and  will  be  regarded  as  quite  as  essential  as  the  above- 
mentioned  specific  educational  requirements. 

STUDENTS 

A  Student  who  has  fulfilled  the  preliminary  qualifications  for  candidacy  for  a 
degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  regular  course  is  enrolled  as  a  matriculated  stu- 
dent of  the  University.  Acceptance  is  based  on  the  grounds  of  character  and  health 
as  well  as  on  the  fulfillment  of  academic  requirements.  A  period  of  regular  attend- 
ance upon  all  stated  academic  exercises  amounting  to  at  least  one  academic  year 
in  residence  must  be  completed  by  every  candidate  for  a  degree. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic 
requirements  which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church  for 
religious  observance  should  make  application  to  the  appropriate  authority  for 
equitable  relief. 

In  exceptional  circumstances  a  student  not  enrolled  as  a  matriculated  student 
may  be  admitted  to  the  University  as  a  nonmatriculated  student  with  permission 
to  attend  such  courses  of  instruction  as  he  is  qualified  to  take  but  not  as  a  candidate 
for  a  degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  the  regular  course.  Nonmatriculated  students 
are  expected  to  conform  to  the  same  standards  of  attendance  and  scholarship  as 
are  required  of  matriculated  students.  Nonmatriculated  students  may  receive 
formal  statement  of  the  satisfactory  completion  of  any  course. 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student 
of  the  University  during  the  period  for  which  such  registration  is  held  valid.  No 
student  registered  in  any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time 
be  registered  in  any  other  school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of 
any  other  institution,  without  the  consent  of  the  appropriate  Dean  or  Director. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by 
him  of  academic  credits,  his  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the 
granting  of  any  certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  powers  of  the  Uni- 
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versity,  which  is  free  to  cancel  his  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which  it 
deems  advisable.  The  disciplinary  authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the  Presi- 
dent in  such  cases  as  he  deems  proper,  and  subject  to  the  reserve  powers  of  the 
President,  in  the  Dean  of  each  Faculty  and  the  Director  of  the  work  of  each 
Administrative  Board. 

REGISTRATION 

The  academic  year  of  1938-1939  begins  Wednesday,  September  28,  1938.  Candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  will  be 
admitted  only  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year  in  September,  except  by  special 
arrangement  through  the  Executive  Officer  of  the  Institute.  Students  will  be 
required  to  register  personally  at  the  beginning  of  each  Winter  or  Spring  Session 
in  the  office  of  the  Registrar  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  630  West 
1 68th  Street.  Registration  dates  are  given  in  the  Academic  Calendar  on  the  last  page 
of  this  Announcement.  Program  adjustments  may,  however,  be  made  before  the 
opening  of  each  trimester. 

GR.\DUATION 

Diplomas  are  issued  at  Commencement,  in  February,  and  in  October. 

An  application  for  the  degree  terminates  at  the  next  regular  time  for  the  issuance 
of  diplomas  subsequent  to  the  date  of  filing;  but  under  conditions  prescribed  by 
the  Faculty  it  may  be  subject  to  renewal  for  a  fee  of  Si. 00  each  time  that  a  candi- 
date chooses  to  come  up  for  consideration,  within  a  period  not  to  exceed  three 
years.  Thereafter  with  the  filing  of  a  second  application  the  regular  fee  of  S20  is 
again  payable.

RESIDENCE  H.ALLS 

All  students  registered  within  the  University  regularly  pursuing  their  courses  of 
study  are  eligible  for  residence  in  University  Residence  Halls.  The  University'  desires 
its  students  to  Uve  whenever  possible  in  the  Residence  Halls  which  are  a  part  of  its 
educational  development  and  life.  Assignment  of  room  is  made  on  the  academic 
year  basis  but  rentals  may  be  paid  on  session,  monthly,  or,  in  case  of  need,  weekly 
basis. 

Bard  Hall 

The  residence  for  students  of  the  Medical  School,  Bard  Hall,  is  situated  on 
Haven  Avenue,  at  169th  Street,  about  three  blocks  from  the  entrance  to  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  It  is  eleven  stories  in  height  with  three  additional 
stories  in  the  north  wing  and  occupies  a  site  overlooking  Riverside  Park  and  the 
Hudson  River.  It  contains  235  rooms  for  students  and  ten  suites  for  instructors. 
A  few  rooms  have  private  studies.  The  facilities  of  the  Hall  include  large  lounging 
rooms,  dining  room,  cafeteria  and  grillrooms,  g\'mnasium,  squash  courts,  and 
swimming  pool. 

There  are  about  fifteen  bedrooms  on  the  first  and  second  stories  in  the  north 
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wing  arranged  to  accommodate  women  students,  and  there  is  also  a  tutor's  suite 
on  each  of  these  floors.  Rates  for  single  rooms  range  from  $172  to  $291  for  the 
academic  year.

Other  Residence  Halls 

The  University  maintains  on  the  Campus  at  ii6th  Street  or  immediately  adja- 
cent thereto  Residence  Halls  for  men  and  for  women,  information  about  which 
will  be  furnished  on  request  by  the  Secretary  of  the  University,  213  Low  Memorial 
Library.  The  office  of  the  Director  of  Men's  Residence  Halls  is  125  Livingston  Hall.

Students  who  find  it  necessary  to  live  outside  the  University  may  obtain  lists  of 
inspected  rooms  and  apartments  at  the  University  Residence  Bureau  in  Alumni 
House.

The  King's  Crown  Hotel,  420  West  ii6th  Street,  in  close  proximity  to  the  Uni- 
versity, is  owned  by  the  University  and  operated  by  the  Knott  Hotels  Corporation. 
It  provides  accommodations  at  reasonable  rates,  available  for  relatives  and  guests 
of  members  of  the  University. 

A  GUIDE  TO  COLUMBIA  UNIVERSITY 

A  description  of  the  grounds  and  buildings  of  the  University  will  be  found  in 
A  Guide  to  Columbia  University,  which  is  published  by  Columbia  University 
Press,  709  Journalism,  at  $1.25  in  cloth  and  $.50  in  paper.  The  book  also  contains 
an  account  of  the  University's  history  and  traditions. 

SUMMARY   OF   FEES 

Tuition  fees,  the  University  fee,  and  laboratory  deposits  are  payable  semiannually 
in  advance.  No  reduction  is  made  for  late  registration.  Registration  will  not  be 
complete  until  such  fees  are  paid.  Checks  should  be  drawn  to  the  order  of  Colum- 
bia University  and  presented  in  person  to  the  office  of  the  Bursar.  Payment  of 
fees  after  the  last  day  of  registration  (see  the  Academic  Calendar)  imposes  auto- 
matically the  statutory  charge  of  $6.00  for  this  privilege.  Under  the  regulations, 
the  privileges  of  the  University  are  not  available  to  any  student  until  he  has 
completed  his  registration.

Provision  has  been  made  under  the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  the  Practice  of 
Medicine  for  a  thorough  medical  examination  each  year  of  each  student  attending 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons. 

EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  held  on  the  completion  of  each  course.  In  the  event  of  serious 
illness  or  other  unavoidable  cause  of  absence,  the  deficiency  may  be  made  up  by 
arrangement  with  the  instructor  and  approval  of  the  Executive  Officer  of  the 
Institute. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  THE  DEGREE 

In  outlining  courses  of  instrucdon  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in 
the  field  of  public  health,  it  has  been  recognized  that  the  objective  as  w^ell  as  the 
previous  training  and  qualifications  of  the  candidate  will  determine  to  some  degree 
the  content  of  his  course.  There  are  certain  fundamentals,  however,  that  are  essen- 
dal  to  a  well-balanced  training  in  public  health  and  these  are  taken  to  consdtute 
the  uniform  pardal  requirements  for  the  degree.  A  certain  amount  of  more  special- 
ized training  in  one  or  another  of  the  elecdve  fields  may  be  arranged  for,  either  by 
taking  advanced  work  in  one  of  the  required  subjects  or  completing  requirements 
in  one  of  the  electives. 

In  general,  and  in  addition  to  the  prerequisites  already  outlined,  the  following 
schedule  of  study  must  be  satisfactorily  completed  by  all  candidates  for  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health. 

A  candidate  possessing  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  civil  engineering  or  its 
equivalent  from  an  approved  engineering  school  may  elect  the  alternative  studies 
approved  for  engineering  students.

FIELD  WORK 

The  selection  of  the  summer  work  in  the  field,  and  the  subject  of  the  thesis 
should,  if  possible,  be  related  to  the  advanced  course  or  opdon  selected.  By  arrange- 
ment with  Federal,  state,  or  local  county  or  municipal  health  services,  provision 
will  be  made  for  a  three-month  period  in  the  summer  for  practical  observation  of 
and  participation  in  public  health  work. 

MODIFICATIONS 

Modification  of  this  schedule  may  be  necessary  or  permissible  as  follows: 
Candidates  deficient  in  a  prerequisite  subject  may,  upon  satisfactory  showing, 
be  admitted  to  the  classes,  the  necessary  extra  course  of  study  to  remove  the  defi- 
ciency being  taken  simultaneously. 

Candidates  showing  evidence  of  having  completed  a  course  of  study  equivalent 
to  one  of  those  required,  or  having  had  professional  experience  of  equivalent  value, 
may  substitute  advanced  work  or  options  for  the  course  in  question. 

TEXT  AND  REFERENCE  BOOKS 

Text  and  reference  books,  monographs,  population,  morbidity,  and  mortality 
records  required  for  students  in  public  health  are  available  in  the  general  and 
special  libraries  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  the  Institute  of 
Public  Health. 

TEACHERS  COLLEGE 

Courses  in  preventable  diseases  and  public  health  administration  and  lectures  in 
various  of  the  special  fields  of  sanitation  and  health  service  are  given  by  the  staff 
of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health  at  Teachers  College  in  the  Department  of  Nursing 
Education. 

SPECIAL  INSTRUCTION  AND  RESEARCH 

Special  instruction  is  offered  for  those  employed  in  practical  public  health  work 
according  to  the  needs  of  the  individual.  Research  facilities  of  the  Institute  of 
Public  Health  are  available  for  qualified  students,  whether  upon  projects  already 
undertaken  by  members  of  the  staff  or  in  original  studies. 
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UNIVERSITY  BOOKSTORE 


For  the  convenience  of  the  students  and  hospital  staff  the  University  Bookstore 
maintains  a  branch  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Room  B-463,  exten- 
sion 7265.  The  store  carries  a  full  stock  of  textbooks,  microscopes,  instruments,  and 
all  other  student  supplies.  In  addition  it  maintains  theater  and  travel  bureaus  and 
facilities  for  cashing  checks.  Substantial  savings  are  effected  whenever  manu- 
facturers and  publishers  permit.  The  store  is  open  daily  all  year. 


COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

The  letters  F,  S,  T,  after  a  course  number  indicate  the  trimester  in  which  the 
course  is  given — First,  Second,  or  Third.  Without  such  designation  odd  numbers 
indicate  courses  given  during  the  Winter  Session,  from  September  to  February; 
even  numbers  indicate  courses  given  during  the  Spring  Session,  from  February  to 
May;  and  courses  numbered  both  odd  and  even  are  given  throughout  the  aca- 
demic year. 

Students  taking  the  courses  over  a  two-year  period  must  complete  all  other 
required  courses  before  registering  for  epidemiology. 

Public  Health  IF — Public  health  laboratory  methods.  4  points  First  Trimes- 
ter. Lectures  and  laboratory.  Professor  Isaacs. 
M.,  Tu.,  and  Th.,  1-5. 

Methods  used  in  the  routine  examination  of  water,  milk,  shellfish,  and  sewage.  Diagnostic 
procedures  used  in  the  detection  of  carriers,  etc.  Preparation  and  standardization  of  serums  and 
vaccines.  Experiments  to  illustrate  fundamental  principles  as  in  disinfection,  etc. 

Students  are  expected  to  supply  themselves  with  microscopes  for  this  course.  These  may  be  rented. 

Since  the  number  of  srudents  who  can  be  accommodated  in  this  course  is  limited,  a  deposit  of 
$10  is  required  of  each  applicant  upon  his  acceptance.  When  the  student  registers  this  fee  is 
credited  toward  his  tuition.  If  he  does  not  register,  the  fee  is  not  returned.

Authority  for  official  public  health  services;  model  health  laws  and  sanitary  codes;  court  deci- 
sions upon  which  health  policies  depend;  functions  of  official  and  volunteer  health  agencies. 
Administration:  records  and  vital  statistics;  communicable  disease  control;  maternity,  infancy,  and 
child  hygiene;  sanitation;  food  and  drug  control;  public  health  laboratories;  hospitalization;  public 
health  nursing;  health  education;  correlation  between  official  and  volunteer  agencies;  costs  and 
principles  of  budget  making.  Demonstrations,  field  experiments,  surveys.  Federal  health  activities 
in  interstate  commerce,  maritime  quarantine,  immigration.  Control  of  biological  products.  Research. 
International  sanitary  and  epidemiological  agreements. 

Public  Health  3F — Public  health  engineering.  5  points  First  Trimester,  Sep- 
tember to  December.  Lectures,  collateral  reading,  discussions,  and  visits  to 
typical  works.  Professor  Phelps. 
Tu.,  W.,  and  F.,  9-12. 

The  fundamental  scientific  principles  which  underlie  present  praaice  in  the  various  aspects  of 
environmental  control.  Ventilation:  physiological  requirements;  physics  and  chemistry  of  air; 
studies  of  ventilation  and  essential  requirements.  Water  supply  and  sewerage:  sources  and  quality 
of  water;  impurities,  their  significance  and  measurement;  purification,  filtration,  disinfection; 
plumbing  and  sewers;  sewage  disposal,  its  chemistry  and  biology;  pollution  and  self-purification  of 
streams.  Food  control:  pasteurization  of  milk.  Illumination:  physical  principles  and  measurement; 
codes  and  practice.  Insect  control:  the  relation  of  flies  and  mosquitoes  to  disease,  and  their  control. 
Municipal  refuse:  treatment  and  disposal.  Field  inspections  of  typical  works. 

Public  Health  4T — Epidemiology.  4  points  Third  Trimester,  March  to  May. 
Lectures,  conferences,  and  laboratory.  Professor  Hardy. 
W.,  Th.,  and  F.,  9-1. 

Phenomena  of  the  group  incidence  of  disease,  together  with  the  principles  and  application  of 
epidemiological  methods  of  study.  Distribution  of  infectious  diseases  in  nature.  Influence  of  age, 
sex,  season,  and  climate.  Sources  of  epidemiological  information:  practical  problems  in  analysis 
of  crude  data;  evaluation  of  control  measures.  Collateral  reading,  conferences,  and  field  trips  for 
study  of  health  department  practice  in  contagious  disease. 

Prerequisites:  Fundamental  training  in  bacteriology,  public  health  engineering,  and  vital 
statistics. 
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Public  Health  5aS — Industrial  physiology  and  medicine.  Toxicology.  5  points. 
Lectures,  laboratory,  and  field  work.  Professor  Flinn  and  Dr.  Shillito. 
M.  and  Th.,  2-5  and  W.,  2-4. 

Industrial  conditions  affecting  workers'  health.  Emphasis  on  practice  and  study  of  methods  and 
instruments  used  in  making  factory  surveys.  Occupational  diseases  and  medical  inspection. 

A  special  series  of  conferences  will  be  given  for  physicians  only,  covering  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  industrial  disease.  Compensation  laws. 

PubUc  Health  6T — Tropical  diseases,  i  point  Third  Trimester.  Dates  to  be 
announced.  Professor  Culbertson. 
Tu.,  9-12. 

Prevalence,  epidemiology,  measures  of  control  and  results  of  administrative  and  clinical  pro- 
cedures used  in  the  prevention  of  diseases  commonly  found  in  tropical  and  subtropical  climates. 
Laboratory,  clinical,  and  statistical  material  is  used. 

PubUc  Health  7 — PubUc  health  engineering  practice.  5  points  Winter  Session. 
No  fixed  dates  or  period  for  completion.  Professor  Phelps  and  assistants. 
Hours  to  be  arranged. 

A  course  of  reading,  conferences,  and  problems  from  the  field,  to  supplement  Public  Health  3P 
and  to  be  carried  on  parallel  with  it.  The  principles  of  correct  design  and  operation  of  sanitary 
works  are  studied  by  a  critical  survey  of  existing  works. 

Public  Health  8T — Preventable  diseases  of  nutrition,  i  point.  Dates  to  be 
announced.

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DELAMAR  INSTITUTE  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  Trustees  of  Columbia  University,  on  May  2,  1921,  established  an  Institute 
of  PubUc  Heahh,  provided  for  its  maintenance  from  the  income  of  the  DeLamar 
Endowment  Fund  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  Mr.  Joseph  R.  DeLamar's  will, 
and  appointed  an  Administrative  Board.  In  September,  1922,  students  in  public 
health  were  admitted  to  courses  in  Columbia  University  at  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  under  the  Department  of  Public  Health  Practice.  The  Institute  of 
Public  Health  is  now  an  integral  part  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
the  University  and  includes  the  fields  of  biostatistics  and  epidemiology,  industrial 
hygiene,  laboratory  practice,  diseases  of  nutrition,  public  health  practice,  sanitary 
science,  and  tropical  diseases. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health  to  offer  a  complete  curriculum 
in  the  theory  and  practice  of  preventive  medicine  leading  to  the  degrees  of  Master 
of  Science  and  Doctor  of  Medical  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  on  recom- 
mendation by  the  Faculty  of  Medicine;  to  provide  leadership  and  guidance  for 
graduate  students  in  public  health  sciences  who  are  candidates  for  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Philosophy;  to  provide  for  students  of  medicine  that  element  in  their 
education  which  bears  upon  the  preventable  diseases  and  the  individual  and  social 
measures  for  their  prevention;  to  contribute  to  the  training  of  graduate  nurses  in 
the  public  health  relations  of  their  profession  in  association  with  the  Department 
of  Nursing  Education  at  Teachers  College;  and  to  extend  to  the  lay  public  through 
existing  channels  of  popular  education  the  benefits  of  reliable  information  in  the 
protection  and  development  of  human  health  and  in  the  prevention  of  disease,  as 
specifically  directed  in  the  will  of  the  late  Joseph  R.  DeLamar,  whose  legacy  for 
teaching  and  research  in  the  medical  sciences  made  possible  the  creation  of  the 
Institute  of  Public  Health. 


MASTER  OF  SCIENCE  IN  THE  FIELD  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  Institute  of  Public  Health  offers  to  properly  qualified  applicants  a  course 
of  study  extending  over  at  least  one  calendar  year,  including  three  months  of 
practical  field,  laboratory,  or  administrative  work  between  May  and  September, 
and  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science. 

DOCTOR  OF  MEDICAL  SCIENCE  IN  THE  FIELD  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  Institute  of  Public  Health  offers  to  properly  qualified  physicians  who  have 
already  received  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  or  its 
equivalent,  a  course  of  study  extending  over  two  years,  including  one  year  of  prac- 
tical field,  laboratory  or  administrative  work,  and  leading  to  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medical  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health. 

DOCTOR  OF  PHILOSOPHY 

In  addition  to  the  above  two  degrees  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  may  be 
offered  to  candidates  recommended  by  one  or  more  of  the  several  sciences  contrib- 
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uring  to  the  knowledge  of  preventive  medicine  in  its  social  applicadons,  as  sociol- 
ogy, bacteriology,  chemistry,  sanitary  science,  epidemiology,  and  physiology.  No 
other  degrees  and  no  diplomas  in  the  field  of  public  health  are  offered  by  the 
University. 

The  facilides  of  the  Institute  are  available  to  qualified  persons  desiring  to  pursue 
a  more  limited  and  specialized  course  of  study  in  the  field  of  public  health. 

REQUIREMENTS   FOR  ADMISSION 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health 
should  apply  in  the  springy  if  possible,  so  that  if  they  are  deficient  in  any  subjects 
required  of  matriculants  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  public  health,  they 
may  take  Summer  Session  courses  at  Columbia  University  or  elsewhere  to  make  up 
deficiencies.  Application,  including  qualifications,  should  be  made  by  letter  directed 
to  the  DeLamar  Institute  of  Public  Health,  600  West  i68th  Street,  New  York  City. 

As  a  minimum  requirement  for  admission,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  must  be  a  graduate  of  a  class  A  medical 
school  with  a  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  or  a  graduate  in  arts  or  sciences  having 
an  acceptable  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  or  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  presenting 
evidence  of  having  completed  acceptable  college  courses  in  chemistry,  physics, 
bacteriology,  and  mathematics.  Practical  experience  in  bacteriology  may  be  accepted 
in  Ueu  of  a  college  course  in  bacteriology. 

As  a  minimum  requirement,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in 
the  field  of  public  health  majoring  in  sanitary  science  must  be  a  graduate  of  an 
approved  engineering  school,  having  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  civil 
engineering,  or  its  equivalent. 

As  a  minimum  requirement  for  admission,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medical  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  must  be  a  graduate  of  an 
approved  medical  college  with  at  least  one  year  of  internship  in  an  approved  hos- 
pital. He  must  have  received  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public 
health  or  its  acceptable  equivalent. 

Evidence  of  personal  capability  and  fitness  for  work  in  public  health  is  likewise 
considered  in  each  case  and  will  be  regarded  as  quite  as  essential  as  the  above- 
mentioned  specific  educational  requirements. 

STUDENTS 

A  student  who  has  fulfilled  the  preliminary  qualifications  for  candidacy  for  a 
degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  regular  course  is  enrolled  as  a  matriculated  stu- 
dent of  the  University.  Acceptance  is  based  on  the  grounds  of  character  and  health 
as  well  as  on  the  fulfillment  of  academic  requirements.  A  period  of  regular  attend- 
ance upon  all  stated  academic  exercises  amounting  to  at  least  one  academic  year 
in  residence  must  be  completed  by  every  candidate  for  a  degree. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic 
requirements  which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church  for 
reUgious  observance  should  make  application  to  the  appropriate  authority  for 
equitable  relief. 
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In  exceptional  circumstances  a  student  not  enrolled  as  a  matriculated  student 
may  be  admitted  to  the  University  as  a  nonmatriculated  student  with  permission 
to  attend  such  courses  of  instruction  as  he  is  qualified  to  take  but  not  as  a  candidate 
for  a  degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  the  regular  course.  Nonmatriculated  students 
are  expected  to  conform  to  the  same  standards  of  attendance  and  scholarship  as 
are  required  of  matriculated  students.  Nonmatriculated  students  may  receive 
formal  statement  of  the  satisfactory  completion  of  any  course. 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student 
of  the  University  diu-ing  the  period  for  which  such  registration  is  held  vaHd.  No 
student  registered  in  any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time 
be  registered  in  any  other  school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of 
any  other  institution,  without  the  consent  of  the  appropriate  Dean  or  Director. 

ACADEMIC   DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by 
him  of  academic  credits,  his  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the 
granting  of  any  certificate  are  stricdy  subject  to  the  disciplinary  powers  of  the  Uni- 
versity, which  is  free  to  cancel  his  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which  it 
deems  advisable.  The  disciplinary  authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the  Presi- 
dent in  such  cases  as  he  deems  proper,  and  subject  to  the  reserve  powers  of  the 
President,  in  the  Dean  of  each  Faculty  and  the  Director  of  the  work  of  each 
Administrative  Board. 

REGISTRATION 

The  academic  year  1939-1940  begins  Wednesday,  September  27,  1939.  Candi- 
dates for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  will  be 
admitted  only  at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year  in  September,  except  by  special 
arrangement  through  the  Executive  Ofi&cer  of  the  Institute.  Students  will  be 
required  to  register  personally  at  the  beginning  of  each  Winter  or  Spring  Session 
in  the  ofiEce  of  the  Registrar  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  630  West 
1 68th  Street  Registration  dates  are  given  in  the  Academic  Calendar  at  the  end 
of  this  Announcement.  Program  adjustments  may,  however,  be  made  before  the 
opening  of  each  trimester. 

GRADUATION 

Diplomas  are  issued  at  Commencement,  in  February,  and  in  October. 

An  application  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  terminates  at  the  next  regular 
time  for  the  issuance  of  diplomas  subsequent  to  the  date  of  filing;  but  under  condi- 
tions prescribed  by  the  Faculty  it  may  be  subject  to  renewal  for  a  fee  of  $1.00  each 
time  that  a  candidate  chooses  to  come  up  for  consideration,  v^ithin  a  period  not  to 
exceed  three  years.  Thereafter  with  the  filing  of  a  second  application  the  regular 
fee  of  $20  is  again  payable.

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RESIDENCE  HALLS 

All  Students  registered  within  the  University  regularly  pursuing  their  courses  of 
study  are  eligible  for  residence  in  University  Residence  Halls.  The  University  desires 
its  students  to  Uve  whenever  possible  in  the  Residence  Halls  which  are  a  part  of  its 
educational  development  and  life.  Assignment  of  room  is  made  on  the  academic 
year  basis,  but  rentals  may  be  paid  on  session,  monthly,  or,  in  case  of  need,  weekly 
basis. 

Bard  Hall 

Bard  Hall,  the  residence  for  students  of  the  Medical  School,  is  situated  on 
Haven  Avenue,  at  169th  Street,  about  three  blocks  from  the  entrance  to  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  It  is  eleven  stories  in  height  with  three  additional 
stories  in  the  north  wing  and  occupies  a  site  overlooking  Riverside  Park  and  the 
Hudson  River.  It  contains  235  rooms  for  students  and  ten  suites  for  instructors. 
A  few  rooms  have  private  studies.  The  facilities  of  the  Hall  include  large  lounging 
rooms,  dining  room,  cafeteria  and  grillrooms,  gymnasium,  squash  courts,  and 
swimming  pool. 

There  are  about  fifteen  bedrooms  on  the  first  and  second  stories  in  the  north 
wing  arranged  to  accommodate  women  students,  and  there  is  also  a  tutor's  suite 
on  each  of  these  floors.  Rates  for  single  rooms  range  from  $172  to  $291  for  the 
academic  year.

SUMMARY  OF  FEES 

Tuition  fees,  the  University  f ee^  and  laboratory  deposits  are  payable  semiannually 
in  advance.  No  reduction  is  made  for  late  registration.  Registration  will  not  be 
complete  until  such  fees  are  paid.  Checks  should  be  drawn  to  the  order  of  Colum- 
bia University  and  presented  in  person  to  the  office  of  the  Bursar.  Payment  of 
fees  after  the  last  day  of  registration  (see  the  Academic  Calendar)  imposes  auto- 
matically the  statutory  charge  of  $6.00  for  this  privilege.  Under  the  regulations, 
the  privileges  of  the  University  are  not  available  to  any  student  until  he  has 
completed  his  registration.

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PHYSICAL  EXAMINATION 

Provision  has  been  made  under  the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  the  Practice  of 
Medicine  for  a  thorough  medical  examination  each  year  of  each  student  attending 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons. 

EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  held  on  the  completion  of  each  course.  In  the  event  of  serious 
illness  or  other  unavoidable  cause  of  absence,  the  deficiency  may  be  made  up  by 
arrangement  vvdth  the  instructor  and  approval  of  the  Executive  OflScer  of  the 
Institute. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  THE  DEGREE  OF  MASTER  OF  SCIENCE 
IN  THE  FIELD  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

In  outlining  courses  of  instruction  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in 
the  field  of  public  health,  it  has  been  recognized  that  the  objective  as  well  as  the 
previous  training  and  quaUfications  of  the  candidate  will  determine  to  some  degree 
the  content  of  his  course.  There  are  certain  fundamentals,  however,  that  are 
essential  to  a  well-balanced  training  in  public  health  and  these  are  taken  to  consti- 
tute the  uniform  partial  requirements  for  the  degree.  A  certain  amount  of  more 
speciaUzed  training  in  one  or  another  of  the  elective  fields  may  be  arranged  for, 
either  by  taking  advanced  work  in  one  of  the  required  subjects  or  completing 
requirements  in  one  of  the  electives. 

In  general,  and  in  addition  to  the  prerequisites  already  outhned,  the  following 
schedule  of  study  must  be  satisfactorily  completed  by  all  candidates  for  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health.  A  candidate  possessing  a  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  civil  engineering  or  its  equivalent  from  an  approved 
engineering  school  may  elect  the  alternative  studies  approved  for  engineering 
students.

The  selection  of  the  summer  work  in  the  field,  and  the  subject  of  the  thesis 
should,  if  possible,  be  related  to  the  advanced  course  or  option  selected.  By  arrange- 
ment with  Federal,  state,  or  local  county  or  municipal  health  services,  provision 
will  be  made  for  a  three-month  period  in  the  summer  for  practical  observation  of 
and  participation  in  public  health  work. 

Modifications 

Modification  of  this  schedule  may  be  necessary  or  permissible  as  follows: 
Candidates  deficient  in  a  prerequisite  subject  may,  upon  satisfactory  showing, 
be  admitted  to  the  classes,  the  necessary  extra  course  of  study  to  remove  the  defi- 
ciency being  taken  simultaneously. 

Candidates  showing  evidence  of  having  completed  a  course  of  study  equivalent 
to  one  of  those  required,  or  having  had  professional  experience  of  equivalent  value, 
may  substitute  advanced  work  or  options  for  the  course  in  question. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  THE  DEGREE  OF  DOCTOR  OF  MEDICAL  SCIENCE 
IN  THE  FIELD  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medical  Science  in  public  health  is  oflFered  only  to  gradu- 
ates of  a  class  A  medical  school,  who  have  completed  at  least  one  year  of  internship 
at  an  approved  hospital.  A  candidate  must  have  received  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Science  in  the  field  of  public  health,  or  its  equivalent. 

In  addition  to  these  prerequisites,  all  candidates  must  satisfactorily  complete  one 
year  of  academic  work  in  residence  followed  by  one  year  of  approved  practical  field, 
laboratory,  or  administrative  work.  A  dissertation  will  be  required. 

TEXT  AND  REFERENCE  BOOKS 

Text  and  reference  books,  monographs,  population,  morbidity,  and  mortality 
records  required  for  students  in  public  health  are  available  in  the  general  and 
special  libraries  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  the  Institute  of 
Public  Health. 

TEACHERS  COLLEGE 

Courses  in  preventable  diseases  and  public  health  administration  and  lectures  in 
various  of  the  special  fields  of  sanitation  and  health  service  are  given  by  the  staff 
of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health  at  Teachers  College  in  the  Department  of  Nursing 
Education. 

SPECIAL  INSTRUCTION  AND  RESEARCH 

Special  instruction  is  offered  for  those  employed  in  practical  public  health  work 
according  to  the  needs  of  the  individual.  Research  facilities  of  the  Institute  of 
Public  Health  are  available  for  qualified  students,  whether  upon  projects  already 
undertaken  by  members  of  the  staff  or  in  original  studies. 
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UNIVERSITY  BOOKSTORE 

For  the  convenience  of  the  students  and  hospital  staff  the  University  Bookstore 
maintains  a  branch  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Room  B-463,  exten- 
sion 7265.  The  store  carries  a  full  stock  of  textbooks,  microscopes,  instruments,  and 
all  other  student  suppUes.  In  addition  it  maintains  theater  and  travel  bureaus  and 
facilities  for  cashing  checks.  Substantial  savings  are  effected  vv^henever  manu- 
facturers and  pubUshers  permit.  The  store  is  open  daily  all  year.

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DELAMAR  INSTITUTE  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  Trustees  of  Columbia  University,  on  May  2,  1921,  established  an  Institute  of 
Public  Health,  provided  for  its  maintenance  from  the  income  of  the  DeLamar  En- 
dowment Fund  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  Mr.  Joseph  R.  DeLamar's  will, 
and  appointed  an  Administrative  Board.  In  September,  1922,  students  in  public 
health  were  admitted  to  courses  in  Columbia  University  at  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  under  the  Department  of  Public  Health  Practice.  The  Institute  of 
Public  Health  is  now  an  integral  part  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  the  University  and  includes  the  fields  of  biostatistics  and  epidemiology,  industrial 
hygiene,  laboratory  practice,  diseases  of  nutrition,  public  health  practice,  sanitary 
science,  and  tropical  diseases. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health  to  offer  a  complete  curriculum 
in  the  theory  and  practice  of  preventive  medicine  leading  to  the  degrees  of  Master 
of  Science  and  Doctor  of  Medical  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  on  recom- 
mendation by  the  Faculty  of  Medicine;  to  provide  leadership  and  guidance  for 
graduate  students  in  public  health  sciences  who  are  candidates  for  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Philosophy;  to  provide  for  students  of  medicine  that  element  in  their 
education  which  bears  upon  the  preventable  diseases  and  the  individual  and  social 
measures  for  their  prevention;  to  contribute  to  the  training  of  graduate  nurses  in 
the  public  health  relations  of  their  profession  in  association  with  the  Department 
of  Nursing  Education  at  Teachers  College;  and  to  extend  to  the  lay  public  through 
existing  channels  of  popular  education  the  benefits  of  reliable  information  in  the 
protection  and  development  of  human  health  and  in  the  prevention  of  disease,  as 
specifically  directed  in  the  will  of  the  late  Joseph  R.  DeLamar,  whose  legacy  for 
teaching  and  research  in  the  medical  sciences  made  possible  the  creation  of  the 
Institute  of  Public  Health. 

DEGREES 

Master  of  Science  in  the  Field  of  Public  Health 

The  Institute  of  Public  Health  ofFers  to  properly  qualified  applicants  a  course 
of  study  extending  over  at  least  one  calendar  year,  including  three  months  of  prac- 
tical field,  laboratory,  or  administrative  work  between  May  and  September,  and 
leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science. 

Doctor  of  Medical  Science  in  the  Field  of  Public  Health 

The  Institute  of  Public  Health  oflfers  to  properly  qualified  physicians  who  have 
already  received  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  or  its 
equivalent,  a  course  of  study  extending  over  two  years,  including  one  year  of  prac- 
tical field,  laboratory,  or  administrative  work,  leading  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medical  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health. 

Doctor  of  Philosophy 

For  information  about  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  as  offered  under  the 
guidance  of  one  of  the  departments  representing  sciences  related  to  public  health,  as 
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bacteriology,  chemistry,  social  science,  physiology,  or  under  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Graduate  Instruction,  see  the  Graduate  Announcement, 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health 
should  apply  in  the  spring,  if  possible,  so  that  if  they  are  deficient  in  any  subjects 
required  of  matriculants  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  public  health,  they 
may  take  Summer  Session  courses  at  Columbia  University  or  elsewhere  to  make  up 
deficiencies.  Application,  including  qualifications,  should  be  made  by  letter  directed 
to  the  DeLamar  Institute  of  Public  Health,  600  West  i68th  Street,  New  York  City. 

As  a  minimum  requirement  for  admission,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  must  be  a  graduate  of  a  class  A  medical 
school  with  a  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  or  a  graduate  in  arts  or  sciences  having 
an  acceptable  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  or  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  presenting 
evidence  of  having  completed  acceptable  college  courses  in  chemistry,  physics,  bac- 
teriology, and  mathematics.  Practical  experience  in  bacteriology  may  be  accepted  in 
lieu  of  a  college  course  in  bacteriology. 

As  a  minimum  requirement,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in 
the  field  of  public  health  majoring  in  sanitary  science  must  be  a  graduate  of  an 
approved  engineering  school,  having  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  civil  engi- 
neering, or  its  equivalent. 

As  a  minimum  requirement  for  admission,  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medical  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  must  be  a  graduate  of  an  approved 
medical  college  with  at  least  one  year  of  internship  in  an  approved  hospital.  He 
must  have  received  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  or 
its  acceptable  equivalent. 

Evidence  of  personal  capability  and  fitness  for  work  in  public  health  is  likewise 
considered  in  each  case  and  will  be  regarded  as  quite  as  essential  as  the  above-men- 
tioned specific  educational  requirements. 

STUDENTS 

A  student  who  has  fulfilled  the  preliminary  qualifications  for  candidacy  for  a 
degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  regular  course  is  enrolled  as  a  matriculated  stu- 
dent of  the  University.  Acceptance  is  based  on  the  grounds  of  character  and  health 
as  well  as  on  the  fulfillment  of  academic  requirements.  A  period  of  regular  attend- 
ance upon  all  stated  academic  exercises  amounting  to  at  least  one  academic  year 
in  residence  must  be  completed  by  every  candidate  for  a  degree. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic 
requirements  which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church  for 
religious  observance  should  make  application  to  the  appropriate  authority  for  equi- 
table relief. 

In  exceptional  circumstances  a  student  not  enrolled  as  a  matriculated  student 
may  be  admitted  to  the  University  as  a  nonmatriculated  student  with  permission 
to  attend  such  courses  of  instruction  as  he  is  qualified  to  take  but  not  as  a  candidate 
for  a  degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  the  regular  course.  Nonmatriculated  students 
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are  expected  to  conform  to  the  same  standards  of  attendance  and  scholarship  as 
are  required  of  matriculated  students.  Nonmatriculated  students  may  receive  for- 
mal statement  of  the  satisfactory  completion  of  any  course. 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student 
of  the  University  during  the  period  for  which  such  registration  is  held  valid.  No 
student  registered  in  any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time 
be  registered  in  any  other  school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of 
any  other  institution,  without  the  consent  of  the  appropriate  Dean  or  Director. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by 
him  of  academic  credits,  his  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the 
granting  of  any  certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  powers  of  the  Uni- 
versity, which  is  free  to  cancel  his  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which  it 
deems  advisable.  The  disciplinary  authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the  Presi- 
dent in  such  cases  as  he  deems  proper,  and  subject  to  the  reserve  powers  of  the 
President,  in  the  Dean  of  each  Faculty  and  the  Director  of  the  work  of  each  Admin- 
istrative Board. 

REGISTRATION 

The  academic  year  1940-1941  begins  Wednesday,  September  25,  1940.  Candidates 
for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  will  be  admitted  only 
at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year  in  September,  except  by  special  arrangement 
through  the  Executive  Officer  of  the  Institute.  Students  taking  the  courses  on  a  full- 
time  basis  of  one  year  will  be  required  to  register  personally  at  the  beginning  of  each 
Winter  or  Spring  Session.  Students  taking  the  courses  on  a  part-time  basis  of  more 
than  one  year  will  be  required  to  register  at  the  beginning  of  each  trimester.  All 
students  will  register  in  the  office  of  the  Registrar  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons,  630  West  i68th  Street.  Registration  dates  are  given  in  the  Academic 
Calendar  at  the  end  of  this  Announcement.  Program  adjustments  may,  however, 
be  made  before  the  opening  of  each  trimester. 

GRADUATION 

Diplomas  are  issued  at  Commencement,  in  February,  and  in  October. 

An  application  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  terminates  at  the  next  regular 
time  for  the  issuance  of  diplomas  subsequent  to  the  date  of  filing;  but  under  condi- 
tions prescribed  by  the  Faculty  it  may  be  subject  to  renewal  for  a  fee  of  $1.00  each 
time  that  a  candidate  chooses  to  come  up  for  consideration,  within  a  period  not  to 
exceed  three  years.  Thereafter  with  the  filing  of  a  second  application  the  regular  fee 
of  $20  is  again  payable. 

Dates  for  the  filing  of  appHcations  are  announced  in  the  Academic  Calendar  at 
the  end  of  this  Announcement. 

RESIDENCE  HALLS 

All  Students  registered  within  the  University  regularly  pursuing  dieir  courses  of 
study  are  eligible  for  residence  in  University  Residence  Halls.  The  University  desires 
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its  students  to  live  whenever  possible  in  the  Residence  Halls  which  are  a  part  of  its 
educational  development  and  life.  Assignment  of  room  is  made  on  the  academic  year 
basis,  but  rentals  may  be  paid  on  session,  monthly,  or,  in  case  of  need,  weekly  basis. 

Bard  Hall 

Bard  Hall,  the  residence  for  students  of  the  Medical  School,  is  situated  on  Haven 
Avenue,  at  169th  Street,  about  three  blocks  from  the  entrance  to  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons.  It  is  eleven  stories  in  height  with  three  additional  stories 
in  the  north  wing  and  occupies  a  site  overlooking  Riverside  Park  and  the  Hudson 
River.  It  contains  235  rooms  for  students  and  ten  suites  for  instructors.  A  few  rooms 
have  private  studies.  The  facilities  of  the  Hall  include  large  lounging  rooms,  dining 
room,  cafeteria  and  grillrooms,  gymnasium,  squash  courts,  and  swimming  pool. 

There  are  about  fifteen  bedrooms  on  the  first  and  second  stories  in  the  north  wing 
arranged  to  accommodate  women  students,  and  there  is  also  a  tutor's  suite  on  each 
of  these  floors.  Rates  for  single  rooms  range  from  $172  to  $291  for  the  academic  year. 

Room  application  blanks  and  further  information  concerning  rates  will  be  fur- 
nished on  request  by  the  Dean's  office,  630  West  i68th  Street,  New  York  City. 

Other  Residence  Halls 

The  University  maintains  on  the  Campus  at  ii6th  Street  or  immediately  adjacent 
thereto  Residence  Halls  for  men  and  for  women,  information  about  which  will  be 
furnished  on  request  by  the  Secretary  of  the  University,  213  Low  Memorial  Library. 
The  office  of  the  Director  of  University  Residence  Halls  is  125  Livingston  Hall. 

RESIDENCE  BUREAU 

Students  who  find  it  necessary  to  live  outside  the  University  may  obtain  lists  of 
inspected  rooms  and  apartments  at  the  University  Residence  Bureau  in  Alumni 
House.

The  King's  Crown  Hotel,  420  West  ii6th  Street,  in  close  proximity  to  the  Univer- 
sity, is  owned  by  the  University.  It  provides  accommodations  at  reasonable  rates, 
available  for  relatives  and  guests  of  members  of  the  University.

SUMMARY  OF  FEES 

Tuition  fees,  the  University  fee,  and  laboratory  deposits  are  payable  semiannually 
in  advance.  No  reduction  is  made  for  late  registration.  Registration  will  not  be  com- 
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plete  until  such  fees  are  paid.  Checks  should  be  drawn  to  the  order  of  Columbia 
University  and  presented  in  person  to  the  office  of  the  Bursar.  Payment  of  fees  after 
the  last  day  of  registration  (see  the  Academic  Calendar)  imposes  automatically  the 
statutory  charge  of  $6.00  for  this  privilege.  Under  the  regulations,  the  privileges  of 
the  University  are  not  available  to  any  student  until  he  has  completed  his  registration.

PHYSICAL  EXAMINATION 


Provision  has  been  made  under  the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  for  a 
thorough  annual  medical  examination  of  each  student  attending  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons. 


EXAMINATIONS 


Examinations  are  held  on  the  completion  of  each  course.  In  the  event  of  serious 
illness  or  other  unavoidable  cause  of  absence,  the  deficiency  may  be  made  up  by 
arrangement  with  the  instructor  and  approval  of  the  Executive  Officer  of  the 
Institute. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  THE  DEGREE  OF  MASTER  OF  SCIENCE 
IN  THE  FIELD  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

In  outlining  courses  of  instruction  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in 
tlie  field  of  public  health,  it  has  been  recognized  that  the  objective  as  well  as  the 
previous  training  and  qualifications  of  the  candidate  will  determine  to  some  degree 
the  content  of  his  course.  There  are  certain  fundamentals,  however,  that  are  essen- 
tial to  a  well-balanced  training  in  public  health,  and  these  are  taken  to  constitute  the 
uniform  partial  requirements  for  the  degree.  A  certain  amount  of  more  specialized 
training  in  one  or  another  of  the  elective  fields  may  be  arranged  for,  either  by  taking 
advanced  work  in  one  of  the  required  subjects  or  completing  requirements  in  one 
of  the  electives. 

In  general,  and  in  addition  to  the  prerequisites  already  outlined,  the  following 
schedule  of  study  must  be  satisfactorily  completed  by  all  candidates  for  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health.  A  candidate  possessing  a  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  in  civil  engineering  or  its  equivalent  from  an  approved  engineer- 
ing school  may  elect  the  alternative  studies  approved  for  engineering  students.

By  arrangement  with 
Federal,  state,  or  local  county  or  municipal  health  services,  provision  will  be  made 
for  a  three-month  period  in  the  summer  for  practical  observation  of  and  participa- 
tion in  public  health  work. 

Modifications 

Modification  of  this  schedule  may  be  necessary  or  permissible  as  follows: 
Candidates  deficient  in  a  prerequisite  subject  may,  upon  satisfactory  showing,  be 

^  For  candidates  with  an  engineering  degree  only. 
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admitted  to  the  classes,  the  necessary  extra  course  of  study  to  remove  the  deficiency 
being  taken  simultaneously. 

Candidates  showing  evidence  of  having  completed  a  course  of  study  equivalent  to 
one  of  those  required,  or  having  had  professional  experience  of  equivalent  value, 
may  substitute  advanced  work  or  options  for  the  course  in  question. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  THE  DEGREE  OF  DOCTOR  OF  MEDICAL  SCIENCE 
IN  THE  FIELD  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medical  Science  in  public  health  is  offered  only  to  gradu- 
ates of  a  class  A  medical  school  who  have  completed  at  least  one  year  of  internship 
at  an  approved  hospital.  A  candidate  must  have  received  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Science  in  the  field  of  public  health,  or  its  equivalent. 

In  addition  to  these  prerequisites,  all  candidates  must  satisfactorily  complete  one 
year  of  academic  work  in  residence  followed  by  one  year  of  approved  practical  field, 
laboratory,  or  administrative  work.  A  dissertation  will  be  required. 

TEXT  AND  REFERENCE  BOOKS 

Text  and  reference  books,  monographs,  population,  morbidity,  and  mortality  rec- 
ords required  for  students  in  public  health  are  available  in  the  general  and  special 
libraries  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  the  Institute  of  Public  Health. 

TEACHERS  COLLEGE 

Courses  in  preventable  diseases  and  public  health  administration  and  lectures  in 
various  of  the  special  fields  of  sanitation  and  health  service  are  given  by  the  staff 
of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health  at  Teachers  College  in  the  Department  of  Nursing 
Education. 

SPECIAL  INSTRUCTION  AND  RESEARCH 

Special  instruction  is  offered  for  those  employed  in  practical  public  health  work 
according  to  the  needs  of  the  individual.  Research  facilities  of  the  Institute  of  Public 
Health  are  available  for  qualified  students,  whether  upon  projects  already  under- 
taken by  members  of  the  staff  or  in  original  studies. 

UNIVERSITY  BOOKSTORE 

For  the  convenience  of  the  students  and  hospital  staff  the  University  Bookstore 
maintains  a  branch  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Room  B-463,  exten- 
sion 7265.  The  store  carries  a  full  stock  of  textbooks,  microscopes,  instruments,  and 
all  other  student  supplies.  In  addition,  it  maintains  theater  and  travel  bureaus 
and  facihties  for  cashing  checks.  Substantial  savings  are  effected  whenever  manu- 
facturers and  publishers  permit.  The  store  is  open  daily  throughout  the  year. 


COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

The  letters  F,  S,  or  T  after  a  course  number  indicate  the  trimester  in  which  the 
course  is  given — First,  Second,  or  Third.  Without  such  designation  odd  numbers 
indicate  courses  given  during  the  Winter  Session,  from  September  to  February;  even 
numbers  indicate  courses  given  during  the  Spring  Session,  from  February  to  May; 
and  courses  numbered  both  odd  and  even  are  given  throughout  the  academic  j^ear. 
Students  taking  the  courses  over  a  two-year  period  must  complete  all  other  re- 
quired courses  before  registering  for  epidemiology.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Columbia  University  began  as  King's  College,  which  was  founded  in  1754  by 
royal  grant  of  George  II,  King  of  England,  "for  the  Instruction  of  Youth  in  the 
Learned  Languages,  and  the  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences."  The  Revolutionary  War 
interrupted  its  program,  but  in  1784  it  was  reopened  as  Columbia  College.  In 
1912  the  title  was  changed  to  Columbia  University  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

King's  College  organized  a  medical  faculty  in  1767  and  was  the  first  institution 
in  the  North  American  Colonies  to  confer  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in 
course.  The  first  individuals  to  graduate  in  medicine  from  the  College  were  Robert 
Tucker  and  Samuel  Kissam,  who  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  in 
May,  1769,  and  that  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  May,  1770,  and  May,  1771,  respec- 
tively. Instruction  in  medicine  was  given  until  the  War  of  the  Revolution.  In 
1784  an  act  was  passed  making  Columbia  College  in  the  City  of  New  York  the 
successor  of  King's  College,  and  instruction  was  resumed  in  the  academic  depart- 
ment. Eight  years  later  the  medical  faculty  was  reestabHshed.  In  1814  the  medical 
faculty  of  Columbia  College  was  merged  with  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons,  which  had  obtained  an  independent  charter  in  1807.  In  i860,  by  agree- 
ment between  the  Trustees  of  the  two  institutions,  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  became  the  Medical  Department  of  Columbia  College;  from  that  time 
on  the  diplomas  of  the  graduates  were  signed  by  the  President  of  Columbia  Col- 
lege, as  well  as  by  the  President  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  The 
connection  was  only  a  nominal  one,  however,  until  1891,  when  the  College  was 
incorporated  as  an  integral  part  of  the  University.  Since  September,  1917,  women 
have  been  admitted  to  the  School  on  the  same  basis  as  men. 

The  School  of  Medicine  occupies  a  site  on  West  i68th  Street  between  Broadway 
and  Fort  Washington  Avenue  as  a  part  of  the  Medical  Center.  It  is  housed  in  a 
seventeen-story,  fire-resisting,  steel,  brick,  and  concrete  building,  each  floor  con- 
necting with  the  wards  and  services  of  Presbyterian  Hospital,  Sloane  Hospital  for 
Women,  and  Vanderbilt  Clinic. 

The  Trustees  of  Columbia  University,  on  May  2,  1921,  established  an  Institute 
of  Public  Health,  provided  for  its  maintenance  from  the  income  of  the  DeLamar 
Endowment  Fund  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  will  of  Mr.  Joseph  R. 
DeLamar,  and  appointed  an  Administrative  Board.  In  September,  1922,  students 
in  public  health  were  admitted  to  courses  in  Columbia  University  at  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  under  the  Department  of  Public  Health  Practice.  The 
DeLamar  Institute  of  PubHc  Health  is  now  an  integral  part  of  the  College  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  of  the  University  and  includes  the  fields  of  biostatistics  and 
epidemiology,  industrial  hygiene,  laboratory  practice,  diseases  of  nutrition,  public 
health  practice,  sanitary  science,  tropical  diseases,  and  other  fields  related  to  public 
health. 

THE  COLUMBIA-PRESBYTERIAN  MEDICAL  CENTER 

A  permanent  affiliation  between  Columbia  University  and  Presbyterian  Hospital 
was  established  in  1921.  The  two  institutions  in  conjunction  with  several  others 
are  now  housed  on  the  plot  of  land  given  to  Columbia  University  and  Presbyterian 
Hospital  by  Mrs.  Stephen  V.  Harkness,  extending  from  West  165th  Street  to  West 
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i68th  Street  and  from  Broadway  to  Riverside  Park.  It  comprises  about  twenty  acres 
and  is  readily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  city  by  bus  lines  and  by  surface  and 
subway  railways.  Stations  of  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  and  the  Independent 
Subway  System  are  located  at  the  i68th  Street  corner  of  the  plot.  The  Medical 
Center  was  opened  in  the  spring  of  1928. 

In  addition  to  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  Presbyterian  Hospital, 
the  following  institutions  are  parts  of  the  Medical  Center:  School  of  Dental  and 
Oral  Surgery,  DeLamar  Institute  of  Public  Health,  Sloane  Hospital  for  Women, 
Vanderbilt  Clinic,  Babies  Hospital,  Neurological  Institute,  New  York  State  Psy- 
chiatric Institute  and  Hospital,  Institute  of  Cancer  Research,  and  Washington 
Heights  Health  and  Teaching  Center. 

Presbyterian  Hospital  was  founded  in  1868.  The  hospital  occupies  a  twenty-two 
story  building  in  which  are  the  wards  of  the  medical  and  surgical  services,  Sloane 
Hospital  for  Women,  and  Squier  Urological  Clinic.  To  provide  for  personal  contact 
between  doctor  and  patient  the  hospital  is  divided  into  floor  units  of  between  sixty 
and  seventy  beds,  each  unit  fully  equipped  and  in  charge  of  a  special  staff  of  doctors, 
nurses,  social  service  workers,  and  dietitians.  Harkness  Pavilion  for  private  patients 
is  connected  with  the  main  building.  Under  the  terms  of  the  afiBliation  with 
Columbia  University  members  of  the  hospital  are  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Managers  on  nomination  by  the  Trustees  of  the  University.  There  are  506  teaching 
beds.  Squier  Urological  CHnic  occupies  the  ninth  floor  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
building  and  the  tenth  floor  of  Babies  Hospital.  There  are  sixty-seven  beds  for  the 
care  of  adults  and  fourteen  beds  for  babies  and  children.  There  are  laboratories 
fully  equipped  to  do  diagnostic,  x-ray,  bacteriological,  pathological,  fluoroscopic, 
and  research  work.  The  clinic  has  two  large,  especially  equipped  operating  rooms. 
The  urological  out-patient  department,  situated  in  Vanderbilt  Clinic,  is  fully 
equipped  for  cystoscopic,  x-ray,  and  laboratory  work.  Harkness  Pavilion  is  available 
for  the  accommodation  of  private  patients  of  the  attending  staff.  The  Institute 
of  Ophthalmology  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  was  made  possible  by  the  generosity  of 
Edward  S.  Harkness.  The  hospital  and  laboratories  for  the  study  of  diseases  of  the 
eye  are  active  in  the  training  of  physicians  and  nurses.  It  contains  fifty-four  ward 
beds. 

Sloane  Hospital  for  Women  was  built  at  West  59th  Street  and  Amsterdam 
Avenue  and  presented  to  Columbia  University  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  D.  Sloane 
in  1886.  It  now  occupies  three  floors  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  building  for  ward 
and  semiprivate  patients  and  two  floors  in  Harkness  Pavilion  for  private  patients. 
The  wards  of  the  hospital  furnish  134  beds  for  obstetrical  and  gynecological 
patients.  Patients,  other  than  emergencies,  are  admitted  to  the  hospital  through 
Vanderbilt  Clinic.  The  deliveries  in  the  hospital  number  about  2,400  a  year.  The 
gynecological  service  is  run  in  conjunction  with  the  gynecological  service  of  Vander- 
bilt Clinic. 

Vanderbilt  Clinic,  presented  by  the  Vanderbilt  family  to  Columbia  University  in 
1888,  is  the  common  out-patient  department  for  the  hospitals  in  the  Medical  Center. 
It  is  a  fully  equipped  dispensary  for  the  sick  poor.  The  professors  of  the  Medical 
School,  with  their  assistants,  have  entire  charge  of  its  professional  services.  The 
building  is  so  arranged  that  each  department  has  rooms  for  practical  instruction 
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to  students  in  small  sections.  All  modern  appliances  for  the  treatment  of  disease  are 
available,  so  that  the  students  can  learn  thoroughly  the  use  of  all  methods  in  each 
of  the  special  departments  of  medicine. 

Neu/  Yor\  State  Psychiatric  Institute  and  Hospital  is  a  200-bed  hospital  built  and 
maintained  by  the  state  of  New  York,  with  provisions  for  the  study  and  treatment 
of  all  types  of  psychiatric  disorders.  There  are  special  facilities  for  the  treatment  of 
children  presenting  behavior  and  personality  problems.  Connected  with  the  hospital 
is  an  active  out-patient  department  providing  diagnostic  and  treatment  facilities 
in  psychiatric  problems  in  both  adults  and  children.  The  hospital  maintains  special 
clinical  and  research  laboratories  and  an  extensive  psychiatric  library.  The  members 
of  the  hospital  staff  have  teaching  appointments  in  the  Department  of  Psychiatry 
and  take  an  active  part  in  the  instruction  of  the  medical  students. 

Babies  Hospital  provides  for  general  medical  and  surgical  care  of  infants  and 
children  up  to  and  including  twelve  years  of  age.  One  floor  of  the  hospital  is  devoted 
to  the  care  of  private  and  semiprivate  patients.  Three  floors  are  equipped  with 
laboratories.  Both  outdoor  and  indoor  playrooms  are  provided  for  convalescent 
children.  The  surgical  floor,  with  complete  operating  equipment,  affords  accom- 
modation for  thirty-one  patients.  The  total  capacity  of  the  hospital  is  164  beds. 
Laboratories  are  operated  for  the  routine  and  research  work  of  the  hospital  in 
pathology,  bacteriology,  and  chemistry.  An  x-ray  and  fluoroscopic  department  is 
operated  under  the  direction  of  the  hospital  radiologist.  In  Vanderbilt  Clinic  an 
out-patient  department  is  maintained  by  the  visiting  and  intern  staff  of  the  hospital, 
together  with  dispensary  physicians.  In  addition  to  the  general  medical  and  surgical 
clinics,  there  are  special  clinics  for  the  care  of  premature  infants  and  for  patients 
suffering  from  heart  disease,  tuberculosis,  epilepsy,  asthma,  and  other  diseases. 

Neurological  Institute,  one  of  the  first  non-governmental  hospitals  in  this  country 
for  the  treatment  of  nervous  diseases,  was  founded  in  1909.  The  original  building 
at  149  East  67th  Street  was  occupied  continuously  up  to  March,  1929,  when  the 
Institute  was  moved  to  the  Medical  Center.  The  present  hospital  has  132  ward  beds 
and  is  devoted  exclusively  to  the  treatment  of  diseases  of  the  nervous  system.  There 
is  an  active  neurosurgical  service  which  cares  for  all  surgical  conditions  of  the  brain 
and  nervous  system.  Facilities  are  provided  for  bedside  teaching  in  the  wards  for 
both  undergraduate  and  graduate  students. 


OTHER  HOSPITALS  USED  FOR  TEACHING 

Bellevue  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  City  Department  of  Hospitals,  was 
founded  in  1736  as  a  "Publick  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction  of  the  City  of 
New  York,"  and  received  its  present  name  in  1816.  It  has  2,237  beds  used  for  the 
treatment  of  acute  diseases.  One  of  its  four  divisions  has  been  utilized  for  instruc- 
tion by  the  Faculty  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  for  over  sixty  years. 
The  staff  of  the  service  is  appointed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Hospitals  on  the  nomi- 
nation of  the  Trustees  of  Columbia  University.  During  the  fourth  year  clinical 
clerkships  are  provided  in  general  medicine,  general  surgery,  and  tuberculosis. 
Short  graduate  courses  in  internal  medicine  under  the  auspices  of  Columbia  Uni- 
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versity  are  being  conducted  by  the  staff  of  the  Fourth  Division  of  the  hospital.  In 
January,  1939,  the  new  unit  of  316  beds  for  chest  diseases  was  opened.  This  service 
under  the  Columbia  division  represents  the  most  up-to-date  equipment  and  facili- 
ties for  diagnosis  and  therapy  in  tuberculosis  and  other  pulmonary  disorders. 

Hospital  for  Joint  Diseases,  established  in  1905  as  a  hospital  for  deformities  and 
joint  diseases,  accommodates  355  patients,  including  sixty  in  the  Country  Home  at 
Far  Rockaway.  The  facilities  of  this  hospital  are  used  for  teaching  the  roentgeno- 
logic and  therapeutic  aspects  of  radiology  to  graduate  students. 

Hospital  for  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  was  organized  in  1863.  The  hospital 
has  a  ward  capacity  of  184  beds  devoted  to  the  care  of  orthopedic  and  surgical 
conditions.  It  is  afl&liated  in  the  program  of  graduate  medical  education. 

Lenox  Hill  Hospital,  incorporated  in  1861,  contains  360  ward  beds.  Its  facilities 
are  offered  to  physicians  for  continuation  training  and  advanced  clinical  experience 
in  radiology. 

Lincoln  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  City  Department  of  Hospitals,  has  a 
bed  capacity  of  368.  The  facilities  of  the  pediatrics  department  are  offered  for  elec- 
tive work  in  the  undergraduate  course. 

Margaret  Hague  Maternity  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  Jersey  City  Medical  Center, 
has  a  capacity  of  556  beds,  including  284  bassinets.  An  affiliation  with  Columbia 
University  was  arranged  in  1935  for  graduate  instruction  in  obstetrics. 

Mary  Imogene  Bassett  Hospital  in  Cooperstown,  New  York,  is  affiliated  with  the 
University  for  the  teaching  of  medicine  and  surgery.  It  has  eighty  beds. 

Monte fiore  Hospital  for  Chronic  Diseases,  founded  in  1884,  has  a  capacity  of  712 
beds  devoted  to  the  treatment  of  chronic  diseases.  The  neurological  division  of 
160  beds  is  used  for  undergraduate  instruction.  Short  courses  for  graduates  are 
given  annually  in  collaboration  with  Columbia  University. 

Morrisania  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  City  Department  of  Hospitals,  was 
established  in  1929.  The  bed  capacity  is  471  of  which  137  are  used  for  teaching 
in  obstetrics. 

Mount  Sinai  Hospital,  organized  in  1852,  accommodates  621  patients.  The 
hospital  since  1923  has  been  affiliated  with  Columbia  University  in  graduate  medi- 
cal training,  particularly  for  physicians  in  general  practice. 

New  Yor\  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  founded  in  1771,  a  hospital  containing  169 
beds  for  the  treatment  of  eye,  ear,  nose,  and  throat  diseases,  is  affiliated  in  the 
program  of  graduate  medicine. 

New  Yor\  Orthopaedic  Dispensary  and  Hospital,  established  in  1868,  has  a  bed 
capacity  of  128,  including  ten  cribs,  used  exclusively  for  the  surgical  treatment  of 
orthopedic  conditions. 

New  Yor\  Post-Graduate  Medical  School  and  Hospital,  established  in  1882  to 
provide  instruction  for  physicians,  was  affiliated  with  Columbia  University  in  1931. 
The  Dean  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  is  the  Director  of  the  Post- 
Graduate,  and  six  members  of  the  Post-Graduate  staff  have  seats  on  the  Medical 
Faculty  of  the  University. 

Reconstruction  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  Post-Graduate  Medical  School 
and  Hospital  since  1930,  has  fifty-seven  beds  for  the  care  of  patients  suffering  from 
the  accidents  and  diseases  of  modern  industry. 

Roosevelt  Hospital,  established  in  1864,  contains  384  beds  for  the  treatment  of 
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acute  medical,  surgical,  gynecological,  and  otolaryngological  cases,  and  its  facilities 
are  used  in  the  teaching  of  medicine  and  surgery  to  undergraduates. 

St.  Luke's  Hospital  was  established  in  1850.  There  are  446  beds  for  general  and 
specialized  hospital  use  with  eighty  beds  for  children  and  infants. 

St.  Vincent's  Hospital,  founded  in  1849,  has  a  bed  capacity  of  430.  The  pediatric 
service  offers  facihties  for  the  care  of  sixty  infants  and  children. 

Sea  View  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  City  Department  of  Hospitals,  estab- 
lished in  1913,  has  a  bed  capacity  of  1,600  entirely  devoted  to  the  care  of  tuberculosis 
in  all  forms. 

Stuyvesant  Square  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  Post-Graduate,  was  founded  in  1882 
as  the  New  York  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital  and  is  the  oldest  hospital  in  America 
to  specialize  in  the  treatment  of  skin  diseases  and  cancer.  In  1934  it  became 
affiliated  with  the  New  York  Post-Graduate  Medical  School  and  Hospital  as  the 
New  York  Skin  and  Cancer  Unit  of  that  institution.  Its  facilities  are  used  for  the 
training  of  phj'sicians  for  speciahzation  in  dermatology  and  syphilology. 

University  Hospital  of  the  School  of  Tropical  Medicine  in  San  Juan,  Puerto 
Rico,  opened  in  1929,  contains  fifty  beds  and  an  out-patient  department.  Its  facilities 
are  open  to  Columbia  University  for  graduate  instruction  in  tropical  diseases. 

Welfare  Hospital  for  Chronic  Diseases  in  the  Department  of  Hospitals  of  New 
York  City  was  opened  on  Welfare  Island  in  1939  to  fill  the  need  for  intensive  re- 
search in  chronic  diseases  and  for  the  establishment  of  adequate  facilities  for  the  care 
of  the  chronic  sick.  The  First  Division  of  the  Hospital  is  under  the  auspices  of 
Columbia  University.  Since  1936  The  Research  Division  of  Chronic  Diseases  has 
been  operating  as  a  nucleus  of  the  First  Division. 

Willard  Par\er  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  City  Department  of  Hospitals, 
established  in  1866,  contains  424  beds  and  cribs  for  the  treatment  of  communicable 
diseases  and  tuberculosis. 

Woman's  Hospital,  founded  in  1855,  was  the  first  institution  established  by 
women  "for  the  treatment  of  diseases  pecuUar  to  women  and  for  the  maintenance 
of  a  Lying-In  Hospital."  It  has  212  beds.  In  1937  an  affiliation  was  arranged  with 
Columbia  University  to  participate  in  the  program  of  training  specialists  in 
obstetrics  and  gynecology. 

THE  WASHINGTON  HEIGHTS  TEACHING  AND  HEALTH  CENTER 

This  is  an  administrative  district  of  the  Department  of  Health  of  New  York 
City,  where,  through  a  cooperative  agreement  between  the  City  of  New  York  and 
Columbia  University,  the  pubhc  health  problems  and  the  practices  of  operating 
agencies  are  made  available  for  research  and  study.  The  census  of  1940  recorded 
this  area  as  containing  a  population  of  304,000.  In  addition  to  the  Health  Depart- 
ment, many  voluntary  health  and  welfare  agencies  operate  clinics  and  field  services 
in  this  district.  These  are  available  for  observation  of  students  and  offer  an  unusual 
field  for  study. 

In  the  health  center  building  itself,  which  forms  a  part  of  the  Medical  Center 
group,  the  DeLamar  Institute  of  Public  Health  occupies  the  three  upper  floors. 
Active  voluntary  agencies  also  serve  the  district  from  offices  in  this  building,  and  the 
District  Health  Department,  with  its  administrative  offices  and  clinics,  functions 
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here.  Through  these  arrangements  and  this  centralizing  of  district  pubHc  health 
activities,  collaboration  between  the  Institute  staff  and  operating  health  agencies  is 
unusually  complete  and  productive. 

SCHOOL  OF  TROPICAL  MEDICINE  IN  PUERTO  RICO 

The  School  of  Tropical  Medicine  of  the  University  of  Puerto  Rico  under  the 
auspices  of  Columbia  University  offers  unusual  opportunities  to  students  of  the 
DeLamar  Institute  of  Public  Health  interested  in  tropical  medicine.  The  courses 
at  the  Institute  are  so  arranged  that  a  student  may  complete  all  required  work  in 
the  first  three  quarters  and  by  electives  become  familiar  with  the  fundamentals  in 
parasitology.  If  he  so  elects,  he  may  pursue  studies  in  the  Fourth  Quarter  in  the 
Puerto  Rico  School  of  Tropical  Medicine,  where  excellent  laboratory  and  clinical 
materials  are  available. 

LIBRARY 

The  facihties  of  the  library  and  periodical  room  of  the  Medical  Center  are  at  the 
disposal  of  all  members  of  the  staff,  research  workers,  and  students  of  the  DeLamar 
Institute  of  Public  Health. 

Text  and  reference  books,  monographs,  and  population,  morbidity,  and  mor- 
tality records  required  for  students  in  public  health  are  available  for  study  in  the 
reading  room  of  the  Institute. 

MEDICAL  CENTER  BOOKSTORE 

For  the  convenience  of  the  students  and  hospital  staff  the  University  Bookstore 
maintains  a  branch  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Room  B-463,  exten- 
sion 7265.  The  store  carries  a  full  stock  of  textbooks,  microscopes,  instruments,  and 
all  other  student  supplies.  In  addition,  it  maintains  theater  and  travel  bureaus 
and  facilities  for  cashing  checks.  Substantial  savings  are  effected  whenever  manu- 
facturers and  publishers  permit.  The  store  is  open  daily  throughout  the  year. 


THE  DELAMAR  INSTITUTE  OF 
PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  purposes  of  the  Institute  of  PubHc  Health  are  to  offer  a  complete  curriculum 
in  the  theory  and  practice  of  preventive  medicine  and  pubHc  health  in  their  several 
aspects,  and  to  provide  leadership  and  guidance  for  graduate  students  who  desire 
to  do  advanced  work  in  the  public  health  sciences;  to  provide  for  students  of  medi- 
cine that  element  in  their  education  which  bears  upon  the  preventable  diseases  and 
the  individual  and  social  aspects  of  public  health  problems.  It  extends  to  the  lay 
public  through  existing  channels  of  popular  education  the  benefits  of  reliable  infor- 
mation in  the  protection  and  development  of  human  health  and  in  the  prevention  of 
disease,  as  specifically  directed  in  the  will  of  the  late  Joseph  R.  DeLamar. 

DEGREES 

The  Institute  of  Public  Health  offers,  to  properly  qualified  applicants,  courses 
leading  to  the  degrees  of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  and  Doctor 
of  Public  Health.  For  information  as  to  other  degrees  offered  by  the  University 
under  the  guidance  of  one  of  the  departments  representing  sciences  related  to  pub- 
lic health,  as  bacteriology,  chemistry,  and  pathology,  or  under  the  Joint  Committee 
on  Graduate  Instruction,  see  the  Graduate  Announcement. 

Master  of  Science 

This  course  is  designed  to  provide,  for  properly  qualified  candidates,  a  working 
knowledge  of  the  principles  and  practices  of  pubHc  health.  It  is  presupposed  that 
candidates  will  have  had  a  satisfactory  academic  education  and  previously  will 
have  become  qualified  in  some  professional  or  technical  capacity  basic  to  graduate 
education  in  public  health. 

Admission.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  must  be  graduates  of 
an  approved  medical,  dental,  or  engineering  school;  or  must  possess  an  acceptable 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  or  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  must  not  only  present 
evidence  of  having  completed  satisfactory  college  courses  in  chemistry,  physics, 
bacteriology,  and  mathematics,  but  must  previously  have  demonstrated,  by  actual 
performance,  satisfactory  promise  of  efBciency  in  some  phase  of  public  health  work. 

Evidence  of  personal  capability  and  fitness  for  public  health  work  is  likewise 
considered  in  each  case  and  will  be  regarded  as  quite  as  essential  as  specific  educa- 
tional requirements. 

An  applicant  meeting  the  requirements  for  admission  as  set  forth  above,  desiring 
to  register  on  a  part-time  basis  will  ordinarily  be  accepted  on  such  terms  only  if  he 
is  already  pursuing  public  health  work  as  a  career  or  if  he  presents  from  a  respon- 
sible public  health  agency  a  statement  that  he  will  be  appointed  to  a  full-time  public 
health  position  on  completion  of  the  course. 

Content  of  Course.  The  course  of  study  extends  over  a  period  of  at  least  one 
academic  year  in  residence.  Instruction  is  built  around  the  required  subjects  of 
biostatistics,  epidemiology,  sanitary  science,  industrial  hygiene,  and  public  health 
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administxation.  Collateral  courses  in  laboratory  and  clinical  subjects  are  provided 
on  an  elective  basis.  In  the  Fourth  Quarter  a  student  with  a  special  interest  may,  on 
faculty  approval,  arrange  an  individual  schedule  of  field  work  to  meet  his  particular 
needs.  Thus,  intensive  work  in  tuberculosis,  syphilis,  maternity  and  child  hygiene,  or 
hospital  administration  may  be  arranged. 

In  outlining  courses  of  instruction  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in 
the  field  of  public  health,  it  has  been  recognized  that  the  objecdve  as  well  as  the 
previous  training  and  qualifications  of  the  candidate  will  determine  to  some  degree 
the  content  of  his  course.  There  are  certain  fundamentals,  however,  that  are  essential 
to  a  well-balanced  training  in  public  health,  and  these  are  taken  to  constitute  the 
uniform  partial  requirements  for  the  degree.  A  certain  amount  of  more  specialized 
training  in  one  or  another  of  the  elective  fields  may  be  arranged  for,  either  by 
taking  advanced  work  in  one  of  the  required  subjects  or  by  completing  require- 
ments in  one  of  the  electives. 

The  following  courses  are  required  of  all  candidates:  Public  Health  iF  (Biosta- 
tistics  i),  Public  Health  20S  ancl  21S  (Epidemiology  i  and  2),  Public  Health  ^oF 
and  ^2F  (Sanitary  Science  i  and  3),  Public  Health  61S  (Industrial  Hygiene  i ),  and 
Public  Health  40F  and  41S  (Public  Health  Practice  1  and  2).  In  addition,  elective 
courses  sufficient  in  number  must  be  chosen  by  the  student  to  supplement  those 
required.  In  electives  one  may  pursue  a  diverse,  well-rounded  program  or  specialize 
in  some  particular  phase  in  which  he  is  in  interested. 

A  candidate  possessing  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  civil  engineering  or 
its  equivalent  from  an  approved  engineering  school  may  elect  alternative  studies 
approved  for  engineering  students. 

Doctor  of  Public  Health 

While  the  arrangement  of  work  leading  to  this  degree  is  designed  to  provide  more 
experience  in  the  investigative  method  than  is  practicable  in  the  Master  of  Science 
course,  and  although  a  thesis  is  obligatory,  the  meeting  of  these  requirements  is 
incidental  rather  than  of  primary  importance.  The  objective  of  the  course  leading 
to  the  D.P.H.  is  to  provide,  for  students  of  demonstrated  ability  and  scholarship, 
an  opportunity  to  attain  an  extensive  knowledge  of  the  field  as  a  whole,  and  to 
develop  an  outstanding  proficiency  in  some  particular  aspect  of  pubHc  health  prac- 
tice. Potentialities  and  record  of  past  accomplishment  of  candidates  for  this  degree 
must  be  such  as  to  justify  an  expectation  that  persons  satisfactorily  completing  the 
required  course  will  be  competent  for  teaching,  research,  or  major  administrative 
positions. 

Ad?7iission.  The  candidate  must  possess  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  must 
provide  evidence  of  at  least  one  year's  internship,  in  a  hospital  approved  by  Colum- 
bia University,  must  have  attained  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  public  health 
or  its  equivalent,  and  must  previously  have  had  satisfactory  experience  in  full-time 
public  health  work,  exclusive  of  the  time  spent  in  obtaining  the  Master's  degree. 

The  mere  possession  of  the  qualifications  listed  above  will  by  no  means  insure 
acceptance  of  any  given  candidate  for  this  degree.  In  every  instance  the  application 
of  the  candidate  must  be  approved  by  the  professor  under  whom  major  studies 
are  to  be  pursued. 
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Content  oj  Course.  The  course  occupies  at  least  one  academic  year  in  residence, 
after  the  requirements  for  the  Master's  degree  are  met.  The  student  must  elect  one 
subject  of  major  but  not  exclusive  interest.  Through  intensive  w^ork  in  this  phase  of 
public  health  he  will  famiHarize  himself  with  investigative  methods,  and  by  a  thesis 
will  be  required  to  demonstrate  a  proficiency  in  this  field.  Equally  important, 
through  the  advanced  courses  offered,  through  conferences  and  guided  library 
work,  he  must  acquire  an  unusually  complete  grasp  of  principles  essential  in  public 
health  practice. 

Courses  for  applicants  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Public  Health  are  provided  on 
an  individual  basis,  to  meet  the  interests  and  potentialities  of  the  various  candidates. 

STUDENTS 

After  having  received  an  admission  permit  the  student  may  proceed  to  register, 
in  the  stated  registration  period  (see  Academic  Calendar),  for  such  prescribed  or 
elective  courses  of  instruction  as  are  appropriate  for  his  purposes.  Acceptance  of  a 
student  for  admission  is  based  on  grounds  of  character  and  health,  as  well  as  on 
the  fulfillment  of  academic  requirements. 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student 
of  the  University  during  the  session  for  which  he  is  registered  unless  his  connection 
with  the  University  is  officially  severed  by  withdrawal  or  otherwise.  No  student 
registered  in  any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time  be  regis- 
tered in  any  other  school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of  any  other 
institution,  without  the  consent  of  the  appropriate  Dean  or  Director. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic 
requirements  which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church  for 
religious  observance  should  make  application  to  the  appropriate  authority  for 
equitable  relief. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by 
him  of  academic  credits,  his  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the 
granting  of  any  certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  powers  of  the  Uni- 
versity, which  is  free  to  cancel  his  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which  it 
deems  advisable.  The  disciplinary  authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the  Presi- 
dent in  such  cases  as  he  deems  proper,  and  subject  to  the  reserve  powers  of  the 
President,  in  the  Dean  of  each  Faculty  and  the  Director  of  the  work  of  each  Admin- 
istrative Board. 

REGISTRATION 

The  academic  year  1941-1942  begins  Monday,  September  22,  1941.  Candidates 
for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  will  be  admitted  only 
at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year  in  September,  except  by  special  arrangement 
through  the  Director  of  the  Institute.  Students  taking  the  courses  on  a  full-time  basis 
of  one  year  will  be  required  to  register  personally  at  the  beginning  of  each  Winter 
or  Spring  Session.  Students  taking  the  courses  on  a  part-time  basis  of  more  than  one 
year  will  be  required  to  register  at  the  beginning  of  each  quarter.  All  students 
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will  register  in  the  ofiEce  of  the  Registrar  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons, 
630  West  1 68th  Street.  Registration  dates  are  given  in  the  Academic  Calendar  at 
the  end  of  this  Announcement,  Program  adjustments  may,  however,  be  made  before 
the  opening  of  each  quarter. 

GRADUATION 

Diplomas  are  issued  at  Commencement,  in  February,  and  in  October.  No  degree 
will  be  granted  to  a  student  who  has  not  registered  for  and  attended  at  the  Uni- 
versity courses  of  instruction  equivalent  to  at  least  one  academic  year  of  full-time 
work. 

An  application  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  terminates  at  the  next  regular 
time  for  the  issuance  of  diplomas  subsequent  to  the  date  of  filing;  but  under  condi- 
tions prescribed  by  the  Faculty  it  may  be  subject  to  renewal  for  a  fee  of  |i.oo  each 
time  that  a  candidate  chooses  to  come  up  for  consideration,  within  a  period  not  to 
exceed  three  years.  Thereafter  with  the  filing  of  a  second  appUcadon  the  regular  fee 
of  $20  is  again  payable. 

Dates  for  the  filing  of  applications  are  announced  in  the  Academic  Calendar  at 
the  end  of  this  Announcement. 

RESIDENCE  HALLS 

All  Students  registered  within  the  University  regularly  pursuing  their  courses  of 
study  are  eligible  for  residence  in  University  Residence  Halls.  The  University  desires 
its  students  to  live  whenever  possible  in  the  Residence  Halls,  which  are  a  part  of  its 
educational  development  and  Hfe.  Assignment  of  room  is  made  on  the  academic 
year  basis,  but  rentals  may  be  paid  on  session,  monthly,  or,  in  case  of  need,  weekly 
basis. 

Bard  Hall 

Bard  Hall,  the  residence  for  students  of  the  Medical  School,  is  situated  on  Haven 
Avenue,  at  169th  Street,  about  three  blocks  from  the  entrance  to  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons.  It  is  eleven  stories  in  height  with  three  additional  stories 
in  the  north  wing  and  occupies  a  site  overlooking  Riverside  Park  and  the  Hudson 
River.  It  contains  265  single  rooms,  seven  suites  with  private  bath,  and  eleven  apart- 
ments. A  few  rooms  have  private  studies.  The  facilities  of  the  Hall  include  large 
lounging  rooms,  dining  room,  cafeteria  and  grillrooms,  gymnasium,  squash  courts, 
and  swimming  pool. 

There  are  about  twenty-five  rooms  on  the  first  and  second  stories  in  the  north  wing 
arranged  to  accommodate  women  students,  and  there  is  also  an  apartment  on  each 
of  these  floors.  Rates  for  single  rooms  range  from  $172  to  $291  for  the  academic  year. 

Room  application  blanks  and  further  information  concerning  rates  will  be  fur- 
nished on  request  by  the  Dean's  office,  630  West  i68th  Street,  New  York  City. 

Other  Residence  Halls 

The  University  maintains  on  the  Campus  at  ii6th  Street  or  immediately  adjacent 
thereto  Residence  Halls  for  men  and  for  women,  information  about  which  will  be 
furnished  on  request  by  the  Secretary  of  the  University,  213  Low  Memorial  Library. 
The  office  of  the  Director  of  University  Residence  Halls  is  125  Livingston  Hall. 
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OFF-CAMPUS  ACCOMMODATIONS 

Students  who  find  it  necessary  to  live  outside  the  University  may  obtain  lists  of 
inspected  rooms  and  apartments  at  the  Registry  of  Off-Campus  Accommodations 
in  Alumni  House. 

king's  crown  hotel 

The  King's  Crov^^n  Hotel,  420  West  ii6th  Street,  in  close  proximity  to  the  Uni- 
versity, is  owned  by  the  University.  It  provides  accommodations  at  reasonable 
rates,  available  for  relatives  and  guests  of  members  of  the  University. 

"nevis" 

'TSTevis,"  an  estate  of  approximately  sixty-eight  acres,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  T.  Coleman 
du  Pont,  of  Wilmington,  Delaware,  is  located  at  Irvington-on-Hudson,  about  six- 
teen miles  north  of  New  York  City.  Classes  in  landscape  architecture  and  general 
horticulture  meet  at  "Nevis,"  and  special  lectures  are  arranged  from  time  to  time. 
The  Institute  of  Horticulture,  under  the  auspices  of  the  University,  is  conducted 
at  "Nevis"  in  the  svimmer,  in  the  Hamilton  Arboretum  and  Gardens. 


A  GUIDE  TO  COLUMBIA  UNIVERSITY 

A  description  of  the  grounds  and  buildings  of  the  University  will  be  found  in 
A  Guide  to  Columbia  University,  which  is  published  by  Columbia  University  Press, 
709  Journalism,  at  f  1.25  in  cloth  and  $.50  in  paper.  The  book  also  contains  an  ac- 
count of  the  University's  history  and  traditions. 

SUMMARY  OF  FEES 

Tuition  fees,  the  University  fee,  and  laboratory  deposits  are  payable  semiannually 
in  advance.  No  reduction  is  made  for  late  registration.  Registration  will  not  be  com- 
plete until  such  fees  are  paid.  Checks  should  be  drawn  to  the  order  of  Columbia 
University  and  presented  in  person  to  the  office  of  the  Bursar.  Payment  of  fees  after 
the  last  day  of  registration  (see  the  Academic  Calendar)  imposes  automatically  the 
statutory  charge  of  $6.00  for  this  privilege.  Under  the  regulations,  the  privileges 
of  the  University  are  not  available  to  any  student  until  he  has  completed  his 
registration.

The  conditions  under  which  such  privileges  shall  be  granted  are  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Registrar  with  the  approval  of  the  President. 

(e)  Rebates 

1.  The  University  fee  (a)  and  the  fee  for  application  for  any  degree  (c)  are 
not  subject  to  rebate. 

2.  After  the  last  day  of  the  period  provided  for  change  of  course,  as  an- 
nounced in  the  Academic  Calendar,  no  tuition  fees  will  be  returned  for 
any  course  which  the  student  may  for  any  reason  discontinue.  Exception 
to  this  rule  may  be  made  only  in  cases  of  total  withdrawal  from  the  Uni- 
versity, when  a  partial  return  of  fees  may  be  authorized  by  the  Registrar. 

Required  Fees  for  the  Course  Leading  to  the  Degree  of

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Columbia  University  began  as  King's  College,  which  was  founded  in  1754  by 
royal  grant  of  George  II,  King  of  England,  "for  the  Instruction  of  Youth  in  the 
Learned  Languages,  and  the  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences."  The  Revolutionary  War 
interrupted  its  program,  but  in  1784  it  was  reopened  as  Columbia  College.  In 
1912  the  title  was  changed  to  Columbia  University  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

King's  College  organized  a  medical  faculty  in  1767  and  was  the  first  institution 
in  the  North  American  Colonies  to  confer  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in 
course.  The  first  individuals  to  graduate  in  medicine  from  the  College  were  Robert 
Tucker  and  Samuel  Kissam,  who  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  in 
May,  1769,  and  that  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  May,  1770,  and  May,  1771,  respec- 
tively. Instruction  in  medicine  was  given  until  the  War  of  the  Revolution.  In 
1784  an  act  was  passed  making  Columbia  College  in  the  City  of  New  York  the 
successor  of  King's  College,  and  instruction  was  resumed  in  the  academic  depart- 
ment. Eight  years  later  the  medical  faculty  was  reestablished.  In  1814  the  medical 
faculty  of  Columbia  College  was  merged  with  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons,  which  had  obtained  an  independent  charter  in  1807.  In  i860,  by  agree- 
ment between  the  Trustees  of  the  two  institutions,  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  became  the  Medical  Department  of  Columbia  College;  from  that  time 
on  the  diplomas  of  the  graduates  were  signed  by  the  President  of  Columbia  Col- 
lege, as  well  as  by  the  President  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  The 
connection  was  only  a  nominal  one,  however,  until  1891,  when  the  College  was 
incorporated  as  an  integral  part  of  the  University.  Since  September,  1917,  women 
have  been  admitted  to  the  School  on  the  same  basis  as  men. 

The  School  of  Medicine  occupies  a  site  on  West  i68th  Street  between  Broadway 
and  Fort  Washington  Avenue  as  a  part  of  the  Medical  Center.  It  is  housed  in  a 
seventeen-story,  fire-resisting,  steel,  brick,  and  concrete  building,  each  floor  con- 
necting with  the  wards  and  services  of  Presbyterian  Hospital,  Sloane  Hospital  for 
Women,  and  Vanderbilt  Clinic. 

The  Trustees  of  Columbia  University,  on  May  2,  1921,  established  an  Institute 
of  Public  Health,  provided  for  its  maintenance  from  the  income  of  the  DeLamar 
Endowment  Fund  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  will  of  Mr.  Joseph  R. 
DeLamar,  and  appointed  an  Administrative  Board.  In  September,  1922,  students 
in  public  health  were  admitted  to  courses  in  Columbia  University  at  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  under  the  Department  of  Public  Health  Practice.  The 
DeLamar  Institute  of  Public  Health  is  now  an  integral  part  of  the  College  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  of  the  University  and  includes  the  fields  of  biostatistics  and 
epidemiology,  industrial  hygiene,  laboratory  practice,  diseases  of  nutrition,  public 
health  practice,  sanitary  science,  tropical  diseases,  and  other  fields  related  to  public 
health. 

THE  COLUMBIA-PRESBYTERIAN  MEDICAL  CENTER 

A  permanent  affiliation  between  Columbia  University  and  Presbyterian  Hospital 
was  established  in  1921.  The  two  institutions  in  conjunction  with  several  others 
are  now  housed  on  the  plot  of  land  given  to  Columbia  University  and  Presbyterian 
Hospital  by  Mrs.  Stephen  V.  Harkness,  extending  from  West  165th  Street  to  West 
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i68th  Street  and  from  Broadway  to  Riverside  Park.  It  comprises  about  twenty  acres 
and  is  readily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  city  by  bus  lines  and  by  surface  and 
subway  railways.  Stations  of  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  and  the  Independent 
Subway  System  are  located  at  the  i68th  Street  corner  of  the  plot.  The  Medical 
Center  was  opened  in  the  spring  of  1928. 

In  addition  to  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  Presbyterian  Hospital, 
the  following  insdtutions  are  parts  of  the  Medical  Center:  School  of  Dental  and 
Oral  Surgery,  DeLamar  Institute  of  Public  Health,  Sloane  Hospital  for  Women, 
Vanderbilt  Clinic,  Babies  Hospital,  Neurological  Institute,  New  York  State  Psy- 
chiatric Institute  and  Hospital,  Insdtute  of  Cancer  Research,  and  Washington 
Heights  Health  and  Teaching  Center. 

Presbyterian  Hospital  was  founded  in  1868.  The  hospital  occupies  a  twenty-two 
story  building  in  which  are  the  wards  of  the  medical  and  surgical  services,  Sloane 
Hospital  for  Women,  and  Squier  Urological  Clinic.  To  provide  for  personal  contact 
between  doctor  and  patient  the  hospital  is  divided  into  floor  units  of  between  sixty 
and  seventy  beds,  each  unit  fully  equipped  and  in  charge  of  a  special  staff  of  doctors, 
nurses,  social  service  workers,  and  dietitians.  Harkness  Pavilion  for  private  patients 
is  connected  with  the  main  building.  Under  the  terms  of  the  affiliation  with 
Columbia  University  members  of  the  hospital  are  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Managers  on  nomination  by  the  Trustees  of  the  University.  There  are  506  teaching 
beds.  Squier  Urological  Clinic  occupies  the  ninth  floor  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
building  and  the  tenth  floor  of  Babies  Hospital.  There  are  sixty-seven  beds  for  the 
care  of  adults  and  fourteen  beds  for  babies  and  children.  There  are  laboratories 
fully  equipped  to  do  diagnostic,  x-ray,  bacteriological,  pathological,  fluoroscopic, 
and  research  work.  The  clinic  has  two  large,  especially  equipped  operating  rooms. 
The  urological  out-padent  department,  situated  in  Vanderbilt  Clinic,  is  fully 
equipped  for  cystoscopic,  x-ray,  and  laboratory  work.  Harkness  Pavilion  is  available 
for  the  accommodation  of  private  patients  of  the  attending  staff.  The  Institute 
of  Ophthalmology  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  was  made  possible  by  the  generosity  of 
Edward  S.  Harkness.  The  hospital  and  laboratories  for  the  study  of  diseases  of  the 
eye  are  active  in  the  training  of  physicians  and  nurses.  It  contains  fifty-four  ward 
beds. 

Sloane  Hospital  for  Women  was  built  at  West  59th  Street  and  Amsterdam 
Avenue  and  presented  to  Columbia  University  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  D.  Sloane 
in  1886.  It  now  occupies  three  floors  of  the  Presbjterian  Hospital  building  for  ward 
and  semiprivate  patients  and  two  floors  in  Harkness  Pavilion  for  private  patients. 
The  wards  of  the  hospital  furnish  134  beds  for  obstetrical  and  gynecological 
patients.  Patients,  other  than  emergencies,  are  admitted  to  the  hospital  through 
Vanderbilt  Clinic.  The  deliveries  in  the  hospital  number  about  2,400  a  year.  The 
gynecological  service  is  run  in  conjunction  with  the  gynecological  service  of  Vander- 
bilt Clinic. 

Vanderbilt  Clinic,  presented  by  the  Vanderbilt  family  to  Columbia  University  in 
1888,  is  the  common  out-patient  department  for  the  hospitals  in  the  Medical  Center. 
It  is  a  fully  equipped  dispensary  for  the  sick  poor.  The  professors  of  the  Medical 
School,  with  their  assistants,  have  entire  charge  of  its  professional  services.  The 
building  is  so  arranged  that  each  department  has  rooms  for  practical  instruction 
in  small  sections.  All  modern  appliances  for  the  treatment  of  disease  are  available, 
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so  that  the  students  can  learn  thoroughly  the  use  of  all  methods  in  each  of  the  special 
departments  of  medicine. 

New  Yor\  State  Psychiatric  Institute  and  Hospital  is  a  200-bed  hospital  built  and 
maintained  by  the  state  of  New  York,  with  provisions  for  the  study  and  treatment 
of  all  types  of  psychiatric  disorders.  There  are  special  facilities  for  the  treatment  of 
children  presenting  behavior  and  personahty  problems.  Connected  with  the  hospital 
is  an  active  out-patient  department  providing  diagnostic  and  treatment  faciUties 
in  psychiatric  problems  both  of  adults  and  of  children.  The  hospital  maintains  special 
clinical  and  research  laboratories  and  an  extensive  psychiatric  library.  The  members 
of  the  hospital  staif  have  teaching  appointments  in  the  Department  of  Psychiatry 
and  take  an  active  part  in  the  instruction  of  the  medical  students. 

Babies  Hospital  provides  for  general  medical  and  surgical  care  of  infants  and 
children  up  to  and  including  twelve  years  of  age.  One  floor  of  the  hospital  is  devoted 
to  the  care  of  private  and  semiprivate  patients.  Three  floors  are  equipped  with 
laboratories.  Both  outdoor  and  indoor  playrooms  are  provided  for  convalescent 
children.  The  surgical  floor,  with  complete  operating  equipment,  affords  accom- 
modation for  thirty-one  patients.  The  total  capacity  of  the  hospital  is  164  beds. 
Laboratories  are  operated  for  the  routine  and  research  work  of  the  hospital  in 
pathology,  bacteriology,  and  chemistry.  An  x-ray  and  fluoroscopic  department  is 
operated  under  the  direction  of  the  hospital  radiologist.  In  Vanderbilt  Clinic  an 
out-patient  department  is  maintained  by  the  visiting  and  intern  staff  of  the  hospital, 
together  with  dispensary  physicians.  In  addition  to  the  general  medical  and  surgical 
clinics,  there  are  special  clinics  for  the  care  of  premature  infants  and  for  patients 
suffering  from  heart  disease,  tuberculosis,  epilepsy,  asthma,  and  other  diseases. 

Neurological  Institute,  one  of  the  first  nongovernmental  hospitals  in  this  country 
for  the  treatment  of  nervous  diseases,  was  founded  in  1909.  The  original  building 
at  149  East  67th  Street  was  occupied  continuously  up  to  March,  1929,  when  the 
Institute  was  moved  to  the  Medical  Center.  The  present  hospital  has  123  ward  beds 
and  is  devoted  exclusively  to  the  treatment  of  diseases  of  the  nervous  system.  There 
is  an  active  neurosurgical  service  which  cares  for  all  surgical  conditions  of  the  brain 
and  nervous  system.  Facihties  are  provided  for  bedside  teaching  in  the  wards  for 
both  undergraduate  and  graduate  students. 

OTHER  HOSPITALS  USED  FOR  TEACHING 

Bellevue  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  City  Department  of  Hospitals,  was 
founded  in  1736  as  a  'Tublick  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction  of  the  City  of 
New  York,"  and  received  its  present  name  in  18 16.  It  has  2,237  beds  used  for  the 
treatment  of  acute  diseases.  One  of  its  four  divisions  has  been  utilized  for  instruc- 
tion by  the  Faculty  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  for  over  sixty  years. 
The  staff  of  the  service  is  appointed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Hospitals  on  the  nomi- 
nation of  the  Trustees  of  Columbia  University.  During  the  fourth  year  clinical 
clerkships  are  provided  in  general  medicine,  general  surgery,  and  tuberculosis. 
In  January,  1939,  a  unit  of  316  beds  for  chest  diseases  was  opened.  This  service  under 
the  Columbia  division  represents  the  most  up-to-date  equipment  and  facilities  for 
diagnosis  and  therapy  in  tuberculosis  and  other  pulmonary  disorders. 

Hospital  for  Joint  Diseases,  established  in  1905  as  a  hospital  for  deformities  and 
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joint  diseases,  accommodates  355  patients,  including  sixty  in  the  Country  Home  at 
Far  Rockaway.  The  facihties  of  this  hospital  are  used  for  teaching  the  roentgeno- 
logic and  therapeutic  aspects  of  radiology  to  graduate  students. 

Hospital  for  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  was  organized  in  1863.  The  hospital 
has  a  ward  capacity  of  184  beds  devoted  to  the  care  of  orthopedic  and  surgical 
conditions.  It  is  affiliated  in  the  program  of  graduate  medical  education. 

Lenox  Hill  Hospital,  incorporated  in  1861,  contains  360  ward  beds.  Its  facilities 
are  offered  to  physicians  for  continuation  training  and  advanced  clinical  experience 
in  radiology. 

Lincoln  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  City  Department  of  Hospitals,  has  a 
bed  capacity  of  368.  The  facilities  of  the  pediatrics  department  are  offered  for  elec- 
tive work  in  the  undergraduate  course. 

Margaret  Hague  Maternity  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  Jersey  City  Medical  Center, 
has  a  capacity  of  556  beds,  including  284  bassinets.  An  affiliation  with  Columbia 
University  was  arranged  in  1935  for  graduate  instruction  in  obstetrics. 

Mary  Imogene  Bassett  Hospital  in  Cooperstown,  New  York,  is  affiliated  with  the 
University  for  the  teaching  of  medicine  and  surgery  during  the  summer.  It  has 
eighty  beds. 

Montefiore  Hospital  for  Chronic  Diseases,  founded  in  1884,  has  a  capacity  of  712 
beds  devoted  to  the  treatment  of  chronic  diseases.  The  neurological  division  of 
160  beds  is  used  for  undergraduate  instruction.  Short  courses  for  graduates  are 
given  annually  in  collaboration  with  Columbia  University. 

Morrisania  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  City  Department  of  Hospitals,  was 
established  in  1929.  The  bed  capacity  is  471  of  which  137  are  used  for  teaching 
in  obstetrics. 

Mount  Sinai  Hospital,  organized  in  1852,  accommodates  621  patients.  The 
hospital  since  1923  has  been  affiliated  with  Columbia  University  for  postgraduate 
instruction,  particularly  for  physicians  in  general  practice. 

New  Yor\  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  founded  in  1771,  a  hospital  containing  169 
beds  for  the  treatment  of  eye,  ear,  nose,  and  throat  diseases,  is  affiliated  in  the 
program  of  graduate  medicine. 

New  Yor\  Orthopaedic  Dispensary  and  Hospital,  established  in  1868,  has  a  bed 
capacity  of  128,  including  ten  cribs,  used  exclusively  for  the  surgical  treatment  of 
orthopedic  conditions.  Its  facilities  are  used  in  the  teaching  of  orthopedics  to  under- 
graduates. 

New  YorI{^  Post-Graduate  Medical  School  and  Hospital,  established  in  1882  to 
provide  instruction  for  physicians,  was  affiliated  with  Columbia  University  in  1931. 
The  Dean  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  is  the  Director  of  the  Post- 
Graduate,  and  six  members  of  the  Post-Graduate  staff  have  seats  on  the  Medical 
Faculty  of  the  University. 

Reconstruction  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  Post-Graduate  Medical  School 
and  Hospital  since  1930,  has  fifty-seven  beds  for  the  care  of  patients  suffering  from 
the  accidents  and  diseases  of  modern  industry. 

Roosevelt  Hospital,  established  in  1864,  is  a  general  hospital  containing  397  beds. 
Its  facilities  are  used  in  the  teaching  of  medicine  and  surgery  to  undergraduate  and 
postgraduate  students. 

St.  Lu\e's  Hospital,  established  in  1850,  contains  446  beds,  including  eighty  beds 
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for  infants  and  children.  Its  facilities  are  used  in  the  teaching  of  pediatrics  to  under- 
graduates, and  all  services  participate  in  the  program  of  graduate  medical  education. 

Sea  View  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  City  Department  of  Hospitals,  estab- 
lished in  1913,  has  a  bed  capacity  of  1,600  entirely  devoted  to  the  care  of  tuberculosis 
in  all  forms.  The  facilities  of  this  hospital  are  used  for  instruction  of  undergraduates 
in  physical  diagnosis. 

Stuyvesant  Square  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  Post-Graduate,  was  founded  in  1882 
as  the  New  York  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital  and  is  the  oldest  hospital  in  America 
to  specialize  in  the  treatment  of  skin  diseases  and  cancer.  In  1934  it  became 
affiliated  with  the  New  York  Post-Graduate  Medical  School  and  Hospital  as  the 
New  York  Skin  and  Cancer  Unit  of  that  institution.  Its  facilities  are  used  for  the 
training  of  physicians  for  specialization  in  dermatology  and  syphilology. 

University  Hospital  of  the  School  of  Tropical  Medicine  in  San  Juan,  Puerto  Rico, 
opened  in  1929,  contains  fifty  beds  and  an  out-patient  department.  Its  facilities  are 
open  to  Columbia  University  for  instruction  in  tropical  diseases. 

Welfare  Hospital  for  Chronic  Diseases  in  the  Department  of  Hospitals  of  New 
York  City  was  opened  on  Welfare  Island  in  1939  to  fill  the  need  for  intensive  re- 
search in  chronic  diseases  and  for  the  establishment  of  adequate  facilities  for  the  care 
of  the  chronic  sick.  The  First  Division  of  the  Hospital,  which  contains  400  beds,  is 
under  the  auspices  of  Columbia  University  and  is  used  for  instruction  of  undergrad- 
uate and  postgraduate  students.  Since  1936  The  Research  Division  for  Chronic 
Diseases  has  been  operating  as  a  nucleus  of  the  First  Division. 

Willard  Par\er  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  City  Department  of  Hospitals, 
established  in  1866,  contains  424  beds  and  cribs  for  the  treatment  of  communicable 
diseases  and  tuberculosis.  The  facilities  of  this  hospital  are  used  for  instruction  of 
undergraduates  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  communicable  diseases. 

Woman's  Hospital,  founded  in  1855,  was  the  first  institution  established  by 
women  "for  the  treatment  of  diseases  peculiar  to  women  and  for  the  maintenance 
of  a  Lying-in  Hospital."  It  has  212  beds.  In  1937  an  affiliation  was  arranged  with 
Columbia  University  to  participate  in  the  program  of  training  specialists  in  obstetrics 
and  gynecology. 

THE  WASHINGTON  HEIGHTS  TEACHING  AND  HEALTH  CENTER 

This  is  an  administrative  district  of  the  Department  of  Health  of  New  York 
City,  where,  through  a  cooperative  agreement  between  the  City  of  New  York  and 
Columbia  University,  the  public  health  problems  and  the  practices  of  operating 
agencies  are  made  available  for  research  and  study.  The  census  of  1940  recorded 
this  area  as  containing  a  population  of  304,000.  In  addition  to  the  Health  Depart- 
ment, many  voluntary  health  and  welfare  agencies  operate  clinics  and  field  services 
in  this  district.  These  are  available  for  observation  of  students  and  offer  an  unusual 
field  for  study. 

In  the  health  center  building  itself,  which  forms  a  part  of  the  Medical  Center 
group,  the  DeLamar  Institute  of  Public  Health  occupies  the  three  upper  floors. 
Active  voluntary  agencies  also  serve  the  district  from  offices  in  this  building,  and  the 
District  Health  Department,  with  its  administrative  offices  and  clinics,  functions 
here.  Through  these  arrangements  and  this  centralizing  of  district  public  health 
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activities,  collaboration  between  the  Institute  staff  and  operating  health  agencies  is 
unusually  complete  and  productive. 

SCHOOL  OF  TROPICAL  MEDICINE  IN  PUERTO  RICO 

The  School  of  Tropical  Medicine  of  the  University  of  Puerto  Rico  under  the 
auspices  of  Columbia  University  offers  unusual  opportunities  to  students  of  the 
DeLamar  Institute  of  Public  Health  interested  in  tropical  medicine.  The  courses 
at  the  Institute  are  so  arranged  that  a  student  may  complete  all  required  work  in 
the  first  three  quarters  and  by  electives  become  familiar  with  the  fundamentals  in 
parasitology.  If  he  so  elects,  he  may  pursue  studies  in  the  Fourth  Quarter  in  the 
Puerto  Rico  School  of  Tropical  Medicine,  where  excellent  laboratory  and  clinical 
materials  are  available. 

LIBRARY 

The  facilities  of  the  library  and  periodical  room  of  the  Medical  Center  are  at  the 
disposal  of  all  members  of  the  staff,  research  workers,  and  students  of  the  DeLamar 
Institute  of  Public  Health. 

Text  and  reference  books,  monographs,  and  population,  morbidity,  and  mor- 
tality records  required  for  students  in  public  health  are  available  for  study  in  the 
reading  room  of  the  Institute. 

MEDICAL  CENTER  BOOKSTORE 

For  the  convenience  of  the  students  and  hospital  staff  the  University  Bookstore 
maintains  a  branch  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Room  B-463,  exten- 
sion 7265.  The  store  carries  a  full  stock  of  textbooks,  microscopes,  instruments,  and 
all  other  student  supplies.  In  addition,  it  maintains  theater  and  travel  bureaus 
and  facilities  for  cashing  checks.  Substantial  savings  are  effected  whenever  manu- 
facturers and  publishers  permit.  The  store  is  open  daily  throughout  the  year. 


THE  DELAMAR  INSTITUTE  OF 
PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  purposes  of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health  are  to  offer  a  complete  curriculum 
in  the  theory  and  practice  of  preventive  medicine  and  public  health  in  their  several 
aspects,  and  to  provide  leadership  and  guidance  for  graduate  students  who  desire 
to  do  advanced  work  in  the  public  health  sciences ;  to  provide  for  students  of  medi- 
cine and  dentistry  that  element  in  their  education  which  bears  upon  the  preventable 
diseases  and  the  individual  and  social  aspects  of  public  health  problems.  It  extends  to 
the  lay  public  through  existing  channels  of  popular  education  the  benefits  of  rehable 
information  in  the  protection  and  development  of  human  health  and  in  the  preven- 
tion of  disease,  as  specifically  directed  in  the  will  of  the  late  Joseph  R.  DeLamar. 

DEGREES 

The  Institute  of  Public  Health  offers,  to  properly  qualified  appHcants,  courses 
leading  to  the  degrees  of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  and  Doctor 
of  Public  Health.  For  information  as  to  other  degrees  offered  by  the  University 
under  the  guidance  of  one  of  the  departments  representing  sciences  related  to  pub- 
lic health,  as  bacteriology,  chemistry,  and  pathology,  or  under  the  Joint  Committee 
on  Graduate  Instruction,  see  the  Graduate  Announcement. 

Master  of  Science 

This  course  is  designed  to  provide,  for  properly  qualified  candidates,  a  working 
knowledge  of  the  principles  and  practices  of  public  health.  It  is  presupposed  that 
candidates  will  have  had  a  satisfactory  academic  education  and  previously  will 
have  become  qualified  in  some  professional  or  technical  capacity  basic  to  graduate 
education  in  public  health. 

Admission.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  must  be  graduates  of 
an  approved  medical,  dental,  or  engineering  school;  or  must  possess  an  acceptable 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  or  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  must  not  only  present 
evidence  of  having  completed  satisfactory  college  courses  in  chemistry,  physics, 
bacteriology,  and  mathematics,  but  must  previously  have  demonstrated,  by  actual 
performance,  satisfactory  promise  of  efficiency  in  some  phase  of  public  health  work. 

Evidence  of  personal  capability  and  fitness  for  public  health  work  is  likewise 
considered  in  each  case  and  will  be  regarded  as  quite  as  essential  as  specific  educa- 
tional requirements. 

An  applicant  meeting  the  requirements  for  admission  as  set  forth  above,  desiring 
to  register  on  a  part-time  basis  will  ordinarily  be  accepted  on  such  terms  only  if  he 
is  already  pursuing  public  health  work  as  a  career  or  if  he  presents  from  a  respon- 
sible public  health  agency  a  statement  that  he  will  be  appointed  to  a  full-time  public 
health  position  on  completion  of  the  course. 

Content  of  Course.  The  course  of  study  extends  over  a  period  of  at  least  one 
academic  year  in  residence.  Instruction  is  built  around  the  basic  subjects  of  bio- 
statistics,  epidemiology,  sanitary  science,  industrial  hygiene,  public  health  adm.in- 
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istration  and  public  health  dentistry.  Collateral  courses  in  laboratory  and  clinical 
subjects  are  provided  on  an  elective  basis.  In  the  Fourth  Quarter  a  student  with  a 
special  interest  may,  on  faculty  approval,  arrange  an  individual  schedule  of  field 
work  to  meet  his  particular  needs.  Thus,  intensive  work  in  tuberculosis,  syphilis, 
maternity  and  child  hygiene,  or  hospital  administration  may  be  arranged. 

In  outlining  courses  of  instruction  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in 
the  field  of  public  health,  it  has  been  recognized  that  the  objective  as  well  as  the 
previous  training  and  qualifications  of  the  candidate  will  determine  to  some  degree 
the  content  of  his  course.  There  are  certain  fundamentals,  however,  that  are  essential 
to  a  well-balanced  training  in  public  health,  and  these  are  taken  to  constitute  the 
uniform  pardal  requirements  for  the  degree.  A  certain  amount  of  more  specialized 
training  in  one  or  another  of  the  elecdve  fields  may  be  arranged  for,  either  by 
taking  advanced  work  in  one  of  the  required  subjects  or  by  completing  require- 
ments in  one  of  the  electives. 

The  following  courses  are  required  of  all  candidates:  Public  Health  iF  and  ^T 
(Biostatistics  i  and  ^),  Public  Health  20F,  21S,  and  25T  (Epidemiology  i ,  2,  and  4), 
Public  Health  50F  and  52F  (Sanitary  Science  i  and  5  j.  Public  Health  61S  (hidus- 
trial  Hygiene  i ),  and  Public  Health  40S  and  41T  (Public  Health  Practice  i  and  2). 
In  addition,  elective  courses  sufficient  in  number  must  be  chosen  by  the  student  to 
supplement  those  required.  In  electives  one  may  pursue  a  diverse,  well-rounded 
program  or  specialize  in  some  particular  phase  in  which  he  is  interested. 

A  candidate  possessing  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  civil  engineering  or 
Its  equivalent  from  an  approved  engineering  school  may  elect  alternative  studies 
approved  for  engineering  students. 

Doctor  of  Public  Health 

While  the  arrangement  of  work  leading  to  this  degree  is  designed  to  provide  more 
experience  in  the  investigative  method  than  is  practicable  in  the  Master  of  Science 
course,  and  although  a  thesis  is  obligatorv,  the  meeting  of  these  requirements  is 
incidental  rather  than  of  primary  importance.  The  objective  of  the  course  leading 
to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Public  Health  is  to  provide,  for  students  of  demonstrated 
ability  and  scholarship,  an  opportunity  to  attain  an  extensive  knowledge  of  the  field 
as  a  whole,  and  to  develop  an  outstanding  proficiency  in  some  particular  aspect  of 
public  health  practice.  Potendalities  and  record  of  past  accomplishment  of  candidates 
for  this  degree  must  be  such  to  justify  an  expectation  that  persons  satisfactorily  com- 
pleting the  required  course  will  be  competent  for  teaching,  research,  or  major 
administrative  positions. 

Admission.  The  candidate  must  possess  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  must 
provide  evidence  of  at  least  one  year's  internship,  in  a  hospital  approved  bv  Colum- 
bia University,  must  have  attained  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  public  health 
or  its  equivalent,  and  must  previously  have  had  satisfactory  experience  in  full-time 
public  health  work,  exclusive  of  the  time  spent  in  obtaining  the  Master's  degree. 

The  mere  possession  of  the  qualifications  listed  above  will  by  no  means  insure 
acceptance  of  any  given  candidate  for  this  degree.  In  every  instance  the  application 
of  the  candidate  must  be  approved  by  the  professor  under  whom  major  studies 
are  to  be  pursued.

Content  of  Course.  The  course  occupies  at  least  one  academic  year  in  residence, 
after  the  requirements  for  the  Master's  degree  are  met.  The  student  must  elect  one 
subject  of  major  but  not  exclusive  interest.  Through  intensive  work  in  this  phase  of 
pubUc  health  he  will  famiharize  himself  with  investigative  methods,  and  by  a  thesis 
will  be  required  to  demonstrate  a  proficiency  in  this  field.  Equally  important, 
through  the  advanced  courses  offered,  through  conferences  and  guided  library 
work,  he  must  acquire  an  unusually  complete  grasp  of  principles  essential  in  public 
health  practice. 

Courses  for  applicants  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Pubhc  Health  are  provided  on 
an  individual  basis,  to  meet  the  interests  and  potentialities  of  the  various  candidates. 

SPECIAL  STUDENTS 

In  exceptional  cases  special  students  will  be  accepted.  However,  such  students  who, 
at  a  later  time,  wish  to  register  as  candidates  for  a  degree,  will  not  be  credited  with 
more  than  ten  points  for  work  done  on  a  part-time  basis  as  special  students. 

STUDENTS 

After  having  received  an  admission  permit  the  student  may  proceed  to  register, 
in  the  stated  registration  period  (see  Academic  Calendar),  for  such  prescribed  or 
elective  courses  of  instruction  as  are  appropriate  for  his  purposes.  Acceptance  of  a 
student  for  admission  is  based  on  grounds  of  character  and  health,  as  well  as  on 
the  fulfillment  of  academic  requirements. 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student 
of  the  University  during  the  session  for  which  he  is  registered  unless  his  connection 
with  the  University  is  officially  severed  by  withdrawal  or  otherwise.  No  student 
registered  in  any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time  be  regis- 
tered in  any  other  school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of  any  other 
institution,  without  the  consent  of  the  appropriate  Dean  or  Director. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic 
requirements  which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church 
for  religious  observance  should  make  application  to  the  appropriate  authority  for 
equitable  relief. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by 
him  of  academic  credits,  his  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the 
granting  of  any  certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  powers  of  the  Uni- 
versity, which  is  free  to  cancel  his  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which  it 
deems  advisable.  The  disciplinary  authority  of  the  Universit}'  is  vested  in  the  Presi- 
dent in  such  cases  as  he  deems  proper,  and  subject  to  the  reserve  powers  of  the 
President,  in  the  Dean  of  each  Faculty  and  the  Director  of  the  work  of  each  Admin- 
istrative Board. 

REGISTRATION 

The  academic  year  1942-1943  begins  Monday,  September  21,  1942.  Candidates 
for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  will  be  admitted  onlv 
at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year  in  September,  except  by  special  arrangement 
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through  the  Director  of  the  Institute.  Students  taking  the  courses  on  a  full-time  basis 
of  one  year  will  be  required  to  register  personally  at  the  beginning  of  each  Winter 
or  Spring  Session.  Students  taking  the  courses  on  a  part-time  basis  of  more  than  one 
year  will  be  required  to  register  at  the  beginning  of  each  quarter.  All  students  will 
register  in  the  office  of  the  Registrar  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons, 
630  West  1 68th  Street.  Registration  dates  are  given  in  the  Academic  Calendar  at  the 
end  of  this  Announcement.  Program  adjustments  may,  however,  be  made  before 
the  opening  of  each  quarter. 

GRADUATION 

Diplomas  are  issued  at  Commencement,  in  February,  and  in  October.  No  degree 
will  be  granted  to  a  student  who  has  not  registered  for  and  attended  at  the  Uni- 
versity courses  of  instruction  equivalent  to  at  least  one  academic  year  of  full-time 
work. 

An  application  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  terminates  at  the  next  regular 
time  for  the  issuance  of  diplomas  subsequent  to  the  date  of  filing;  but  under  condi- 
tions prescribed  by  the  Faculty  it  may  be  subject  to  renewal  for  a  fee  of  $1.00  each 
time  that  a  candidate  chooses  to  come  up  for  consideration,  within  a  period  not  to 
exceed  three  years.  Thereafter  with  the  filing  of  a  second  application  the  regular  fee 
of  $20  is  again  payable. 

Dates  for  the  filing  of  applications  are  announced  in  the  Academic  Calendar  at 
the  end  of  this  Announcement. 


RESIDENCE  HALLS 

All  students  registered  within  the  University  regularly  pursuing  their  courses  of 
study  are  eligible  for  residence  in  University  Residence  Halls.  The  University  desires 
its  students  to  live  whenever  possible  in  the  Residence  Halls,  which  are  a  part  of  its 
educational  development  and  life.  Assignment  of  room  is  made  on  the  session  basis. 
Rentals  may  be  paid  on  a  session,  monthly,  or,  in  case  of  need,  weekly  basis. 

Bard  Hall 

Bard  Hall,  the  residence  for  students  of  the  Medical  School,  is  situated  on  Haven 
Avenue,  at  169th  Street,  about  three  blocks  from  the  entrance  to  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons.  It  is  eleven  stories  in  height  with  three  additional  stories 
in  the  north  wing  and  occupies  a  site  overlooking  Riverside  Park  and  the  Hudson 
River.  It  contains  265  single  rooms,  seven  suites  with  private  bath,  and  eleven  apart- 
ments. A  few  rooms  have  private  studies.  The  facilities  of  the  Hall  include  large 
lounging  rooms,  dining  room,  cafeteria  and  grillrooms,  gymnasium,  squash  courts, 
and  swimming  pool. 

There  are  about  twenty-five  rooms  on  the  first  and  second  stories  in  the  north  wing 
arranged  to  accommodate  women  students,  and  there  is  also  an  apartment  on  each 
of  these  floors.  Rates  for  single  rooms  range  from  $170  to  $295  for  the  academic  year. 

Room  application  blanks  and  further  information  concerning  rates  will  be  fur- 
nished on  request  by  the  Dean's  office,  630  West  i68th  Street,  New  York  City. 
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Other  Residence  Halls 

The  University  maintains  on  the  Campus  at  ii6th  Street  or  immediately  adjacent 
thereto  Residence  Halls  for  men  and  for  women,  information  about  which  will  be 
furnished  on  request  by  the  Secretary  of  the  University,  213  Low  Memorial  Library. 
The  ofEce  of  the  Director  of  University  Residence  Halls  is  125  Livingston  Hall. 

OFF-CAMPUS  ACCOMMODATIONS 

Students  who  find  it  necessary  to  live  outside  the  University  may  obtain  lists  of 
inspected  rooms  and  apartments  at  the  Registry  of  Off-Campus  Accommodations 
in  Alumni  House. 

king's  crown  hotel 

The  King's  Crown  Hotel,  420  West  ii6th  Street,  in  close  proximity  to  the  Uni- 
versity, is  owned  by  the  University.  It  provides  accommodations  at  reasonable 
rates,  available  for  relatives  and  guests  of  members  of  the  University. 

HAMILTON  ARBORETUM  AND  GARDENS   ("nEVIs") 

The  Hamilton  Arboretum  and  Gardens  ("Nevis"),  an  estate  of  approximately 
sixty-eight  acres,  the  gifts  of  Mrs.  T.  Coleman  du  Pont,  of  Wilmington,  Delaware, 
is  located  at  Irvington-on-Hudson,  about  sixteen  miles  north  of  New  York  City. 
Classes  in  landscape  architecture  and  general  horticulture  meet  at  "Nevis,"  and 
special  lectures  are  arranged  from  time  to  time. 

A  GUIDE  TO  COLUMBIA  UNIVERSITY 

A  description  of  the  grounds  and  buildings  of  the  University  will  be  found  in 
A  Guide  to  Columbia  University,  which  is  published  by  Columbia  University  Press, 
709  Journalism,  at  $1.25  in  cloth  and  $.50  in  paper.  The  book  also  contains  an 
account  of  the  University's  history  and  traditions. 

SUMMARY  OF  FEES 

Tuition  fees,  the  University  fee,  and  laboratory  deposits  are  payable  semiannually 
in  advance.  No  reduction  is  made  for  late  registration.  Registration  will  not  be  com- 
plete until  such  fees  are  paid.  Checks  should  be  drawn  to  the  order  of  Columbia 
University  and  presented  in  person  to  the  office  of  the  Bursar.  Payment  of  fees  after 
the  last  day  of  registration  (see  the  Academic  Calendar)  imposes  automatically  the 
statutory  charge  of  $3.00  for  this  privilege.  Under  the  regulations,  the  privileges 
of  the  University  are  not  available  to  any  student  until  he  has  completed  his 
registration.

The  conditions  under  which  such  privileges  shall  be  granted  are  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Registrar  with  the  approval  of  the  President. 

(e)  Rebates 

1.  The  University  fee  (a)  and  the  fee  for  application  for  any  degree  (c)  are 
not  subject  to  rebate. 

2.  After  the  last  day  of  the  period  provided  for  change  of  course,  as  an- 
nounced in  the  Academic  Calendar,  no  tuition  fees  will  be  returned  for 
any  course  which  the  student  may  for  any  reason  discontinue.  Exception 
to  this  rule  may  be  made  only  in  cases  of  total  withdrawal  from  the  Uni- 
versity, when  a  oartial  return  of  fees  may  be  authorized  by  the  Registrar.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Coltimbia  University  began  as  King's  College,  which  was  founded  in  1754  by 
royal  grant  of  George  II,  King  of  England,  "for  the  Instruction  of  Youth  in  the 
Learned  Languages,  and  the  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences."  The  Revolutionary  War 
interrupted  its  program,  but  in  1784  it  was  reopened  as  Columbia  College.  In 
1912  the  title  was  changed  to  Columbia  University  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

King's  College  organized  a  medical  faculty  in  1767  and  was  the  first  institution 
in  the  North  American  Colonies  to  confer  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in 
course.  The  first  individuals  to  graduate  in  medicine  from  the  College  were  Robert 
Tucker  and  Samuel  Kissam,  who  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  in 
May,  1769,  and  that  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  May,  1770,  and  May,  177 1,  respec- 
tively. Instruction  in  medicine  was  given  until  the  War  of  the  Revolution.  In 
1784  an  act  was  passed  making  Columbia  College  in  the  City  of  New  York  the 
successor  of  King's  College,  and  instruction  was  resumed  in  the  academic  depart- 
ment. Eight  years  later  the  medical  faculty  was  reestablished.  In  1814  the  medical 
faculty  of  Columbia  College  was  merged  with  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons,  which  had  obtained  an  independent  charter  in  1807.  In  i860,  by  agree- 
ment between  the  Trustees  of  the  two  institutions,  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  became  the  Medical  Department  of  Columbia  College;  from  that  time 
on  the  diplomas  of  the  graduates  were  signed  by  the  President  of  Columbia  Col- 
lege, as  well  as  by  the  President  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  The 
connection  was  only  a  nominal  one,  however,  until  1891,  when  the  College  was 
incorporated  as  an  integral  part  of  the  University.  Since  September,  1917,  women 
have  been  admitted  to  the  School  on  the  same  basis  as  men. 

The  School  of  Medicine  occupies  a  site  on  West  i68th  Street  between  Broadway 
and  Fort  Washington  Avenue  as  a  part  of  the  Medical  Center.  It  is  housed  in  a 
seventeen-story,  fire-resisting,  steel,  brick,  and  concrete  building,  each  floor  con- 
necting with  the  wards  and  services  of  Presbyterian  Hospital,  Sloane  Hospital  for 
Women,  and  Vanderbilt  Clinic. 

The  Trustees  of  Columbia  University,  on  May  2,  1921,  established  an  Institute 
of  Public  Health,  provided  for  its  maintenance  from  the  income  of  the  DeLamar 
Endowment  Fund  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  will  of  Mr.  Joseph  R. 
DeLamar,  and  appointed  an  Administrative  Board.  In  September,  1922,  students 
in  public  health  were  admitted  to  courses  in  Columbia  University  at  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  under  the  Department  of  Public  Health  Practice.  The 
DeLamar  Institute  of  Public  Health  is  now  an  integral  part  of  the  College  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  of  the  University  and  includes  the  fields  of  biostatistics  and 
epidemiology,  industrial  hygiene,  laboratory  practice,  diseases  of  nutrition,  public 
health  practice,  sanitary  science,  tropical  diseases,  and  other  fields  related  to  public 
health. 

THE  COLUMBIA-PRESBYTERIAN  MEDICAL  CENTER 

A  permanent  afEliation  between  Columbia  University  and  Presbvterian  Hospital 
was  established  in  1921.  The  two  institutions  in  coniunction  with  several  others 
are  now  housed  on  the  plot  of  land  given  to  Columbia  University  and  Presbvterian 
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Hospital  by  Mrs.  Stephen  V.  Harkness,  extending  from  West  165th  Street  to  West 
i68th  Street  and  from  Broadway  to  Riverside  Park.  It  comprises  about  twenty  acres 
and  is  readily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  city  by  bus  lines  and  by  surface  and 
subway  railways.  Stadons  of  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  and  the  Independent 
Subway  System  are  located  at  tlie  i68th  Street  corner  of  the  plot.  The  Medical 
Center  was  opened  in  the  spring  of  1928. 

In  addidon  to  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  Presbyterian  Hospital, 
the  following  institutions  are  parts  of  the  Medical  Center:  School  of  Dental  and 
Oral  Surgery,  DeLamar  Institute  of  Public  Health,  Sloane  Hospital  for  Women, 
Vanderbilt  Clinic,  Babies  Hospital,  Neurological  Insdtute,  New  York  State  Psy- 
chiatric Institute  and  Hospital,  Department  of  Cancer  Research,  and  Washington 
Heights  Health  and  Teaching  Center. 

Presybterian  Hospital  was  founded  in  1868.  The  hospital  occupies  a  twenty-two 
story  building  in  which  are  the  wards  of  the  medical  and  surgical  services,  Sloane 
Hospital  for  Women,  and  Squier  Urological  Clinic.  To  provide  for  personal  contact 
between  doctor  and  patient  the  hospital  is  divided  into  floor  units  of  between  sixty 
and  seventy  beds,  each  unit  fully  equipped  and  in  charge  of  a  special  staff  of  doctors, 
nurses,  social  service  workers,  and  dietidans.  Harkness  Pavilion  for  private  patients 
is  connected  with  the  main  building.  Under  the  terms  of  the  affiliation  with 
Columbia  University  members  of  the  hospital  are  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers on  nomination  by  the  Trustees  of  the  University.  There  are  506  teaching  beds. 

Squier  Urological  Clinic  occupies  the  ninth  floor  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
building  and  the  tenth  floor  of  Babies  Hospital.  There  are  sixty-seven  beds  for  the 
care  of  adults  and  fourteen  beds  for  babies  and  children.  There  are  laboratories 
fully  equipped  to  do  diagnosdc,  x-ray,  bacteriological,  pathological,  fluoroscopic, 
and  research  work.  The  clinic  has  two  large,  especially  equipped  operating  rooms. 
The  urological  out-patient  department,  situated  in  Vanderbilt  Clinic,  is  fully 
equipped  for  cystoscopic,  x-ray,  and  laboratory  work. 

The  Institute  of  Ophthalmology  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  was  made  possible  by 
the  generosity  of  Edward  S.  Harkness.  The  hospital  and  laboratories  for  the  study 
of  diseases  of  the  eye  are  active  in  the  training  of  physicians  and  nurses.  It  contains 
fifty-four  ward  beds. 

Harkness  Pavilion  is  available  for  the  accommodation  of  private  patients  of  the 
attending  staff. 

Sloane  Hospital  for  Women  was  built  at  West  59th  Street  and  Amsterdam 
Avenue  and  presented  to  Columbia  University  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  D.  Sloane 
in  1886.  It  now  occupies  three  floors  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  building  for  ward 
and  semiprivate  patients  and  two  floors  in  Harkness  Pavilion  for  private  patients. 
The  wards  of  the  hospital  furnish  134  beds  for  obstetrical  and  gynecological 
patients.  Patients,  other  than  emergencies,  are  admitted  to  the  hospital  throtigh 
Vanderbilt  CHnic.  The  deliveries  in  the  hospital  number  about  2,400  a  year.  The 
gynecological  service  is  run  in  conjunction  with  the  gynecological  service  of  Vander- 
bilt Clinic. 

Vanderbilt  Clinic,  presented  by  the  Vanderbilt  family  to  Columbia  University  in 
1888,  is  the  common  out-patient  department  for  the  hospitals  in  the  Medical  Center. 
It  is  a  fully  equipped  dispensary  for  the  sick  poor.  The  professors  of  the  Medical 
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School,  with  their  assistants,  have  entire  charge  of  its  professional  services.  The 
building  is  so  arranged  that  each  department  has  rooms  for  practical  instruction 
in  small  sections.  All  modern  appliances  for  the  treatment  of  disease  are  available, 
so  that  the  students  can  learn  thoroughly  the  use  of  all  methods  in  each  of  the  special 
departments  of  medicine. 

Netf  York,  State  Psychiatric  Institute  and  Hospital  is  a  200-bed  hospital  built  and 
maintained  by  the  state  of  New  York,  with  provisions  for  the  study  and  treatment 
of  all  types  of  psychiatric  disorders.  There  are  special  facilities  for  the  treatment  of 
children  presentmg  behavior  and  personality  problems.  Connected  with  the  hospital 
is  an  active  out-patient  department  providing  diagnostic  and  treatment  faciUties 
in  psychiatric  problems  both  of  adults  and  of  children.  The  hospital  maintains  special 
clinical  and  research  laboratories  and  an  extensive  psychiatric  library.  The  members 
of  the  hospital  staff  have  teaching  appointments  in  the  Department  of  Psychiatry 
and  take  an  active  part  in  the  instruction  of  the  medical  students. 

Babies  Hospital  provides  for  general  medical  and  surgical  care  of  infants  and 
children  up  to  and  including  twelve  years  of  age.  One  floor  of  the  hospital  is  devoted 
to  the  care  of  private  and  semiprivate  patients.  Three  floors  are  equipped  with 
laboratories.  Both  outdoor  and  indoor  playrooms  are  provided  for  convalescent 
children.  The  surgical  floor,  with  complete  operating  equipment,  afiords  accom- 
modation for  thirty-one  patients.  The  total  capacity  of  the  hospital  is  164  beds. 
Laboratories  are  operated  for  the  routine  and  research  work  of  the  hospital  in 
pathology,  bacteriology,  and  chemistry.  An  x-ray  and  fluoroscopic  department  is 
operated  under  the  direction  of  the  hospital  radiologist.  In  Vanderbilt  Clinic  an 
out-patient  department  is  maintained  by  the  visiting  and  intern  staff  of  the  hospital, 
together  with  dispensary  physicians.  In  addition  to  the  general  medical  and  surgical 
clinics,  there  are  special  clinics  for  the  care  of  premature  infants  and  for  patients 
suffering  from  heart  disease,  tuberculosis,  epilepsy,  asthma,  and  other  diseases. 

Neurological  Institute,  one  of  the  first  nongovernmental  hospitals  in  this  country 
for  the  treatment  of  nervous  diseases,  was  founded  in  1909.  The  original  building 
at  149  East  67th  Street  was  occupied  continuously  up  to  March,  1929,  when  the 
Institute  was  moved  to  the  Medical  Center.  Since  1938  the  Neurological  Institute 
has  been  more  closely  integrated  with  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  and  other  units 
of  the  Medical  Center,  which  has  made  possible  the  development  of  a  broad  basic 
program  of  teaching  and  research  in  neurology  in  cooperation  with  the  major 
departments  of  the  School  of  Medicine  and  in  the  treatment  of  the  sick  in  the 
affiliated  units  of  the  Medical  Center.  The  present  hospital  has  123  ward  beds 
and  is  devoted  exclusively  to  the  treatment  of  diseases  of  the  nervous  system  and 
surgical  conditions  of  the  brain  and  nervous  system.  Facilities  are  provided  for 
bedside  teaching  in  the  wards  for  both  undergraduate  and  graduate  students. 

OTHER  HOSPITALS  USED  FOR  TEACHING 

Bellevue  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  City  Department  of  Hospitals,  was 
founded  in  1736  as  a  "Publick  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction  of  the  City  of 
New  York,"  and  received  its  present  name  in  1816.  It  has  2,237  beds  used  for  the 
treatment  of  acute  diseases.  One  of  its  four  divisions  has  been  utilized  for  instruc-

tion  by  the  Faculty  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  for  over  sixty  years. 
The  staff  of  the  service  is  appointed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Hospitals  on  the  nomi- 
nation of  the  Trustees  of  Columbia  University.  During  the  fourth  year  clinical 
clerkships  are  provided  in  general  medicine,  general  surgery,  and  tuberculosis. 
In  January,  1939,  a  unit  of  316  beds  for  chest  diseases  was  opened.  This  service  under 
the  Columbia  division  represents  the  most  up-to-date  equipment  and  facilides  for 
diagnosis  and  therapy  in  tuberculosis  and  other  pulmonary  disorders. 

Hospital  for  Johit  Diseases,  established  in  1905  as  a  hospital  for  the  care  of  de- 
formities and  joint  diseases,  accommodates  355  patients,  including  sixty  in  the 
Country  Home  at  Far  Rockaw^ay.  The  facilities  of  this  hospital  are  used  for  teaching 
the  roentgenologic  and  therapeutic  aspects  of  radiology  to  graduate  students. 

Goldwater  Memorial  Hospital  in  the  Department  of  Hospitals  of  New^  York  City 
was  opened  on  Welfare  Island  in  1939  to  fill  the  need  for  intensive  research  in 
chronic  diseases  and  for  the  establishment  of  adequate  facilities  for  the  care  of 
the  chronic  sick.  The  First  Division  of  the  Hospital,  which  contains  400  beds,  is 
under  the  auspices  of  Columbia  University  and  is  used  for  instrucdon  of  under- 
graduate and  postgraduate  students.  Since  1936  the  Research  Division  for  Chronic 
Diseases  has  been  operating  as  a  nucleus  of  the  First  Division.  This  hospital  was 
originally  called  the  Welfare  Hospital  for  Chronic  Diseases  and  received  its  present 
name  in  1942. 

Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  was  organized  in  1863  as  the  Hospital  for  the 
Ruptured  and  Crippled  and  received  its  present  name  in  1942.  The  hospital  has 
a  ward  capacity  of  184  beds  devoted  to  the  care  of  orthopedic  and  surgical  conditions. 
It  is  afiShated  in  the  program  of  graduate  medical  education. 

Lenox  Hill  Hospital,  incorporated  in  1861,  contains  360  ward  beds.  Its  facilities 
are  offered  to  physicians  for  continuation  training  and  advanced  clinical  experience 
in  radiology. 

Lincoln  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  City  Department  of  Hospitals,  has  a 
bed  capacity  of  368.  The  facilities  of  the  pediatrics  department  are  offered  for  elec- 
tive work  in  the  undergraduate  course. 

Margaret  Hague  Maternity  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  Jersey  City  Medical  Center, 
has  a  capacity  of  556  beds,  including  284  bassinets.  An  afiEliation  with  Columbia 
University  was  arranged  in  1935  for  graduate  instruction  in  obstetrics. 

Mary  Imogene  Bassett  Hospital  in  Cooperstown,  New  York,  is  affiliated  with  the 
University  for  the  teaching  of  medicine  and  surgery  during  the  summer.  It  has 
eighty  beds. 

Montefiore  Hospital  for  Chronic  Diseases,  founded  in  1884,  has  a  capacity  of  712 
beds  devoted  to  the  treatment  of  chronic  diseases.  The  neurological  division  of 
160  beds  is  used  for  undergraduate  instruction.  Short  courses  for  graduates  are 
given  annually  in  collaboration  with  Columbia  Universit^\ 

Morrisania  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  City  Department  of  Hospitals,  was 
established  in  1929.  The  bed  capacity  is  471  of  which  137  are  used  for  teaching 
in  obstetrics. 

Mount  Sinai  Hospital,  organized  in  1852,  accommodates  621  patients.  The  hos- 
pital since  1923  has  been  affiliated  with  Columbia  University  for  postgraduate  in- 
struction, particularly  for  physicians  in  general  practice. 

New  York  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  founded  in  1771,  a  hospital  containing  169 
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beds  for  tJie  treatment  of  eye,  ear,  nose,  and  throat  diseases,  is  affiliated  in  the  pro- 
gram of  graduate  medicine. 

Neu/  Yor\  Orthopaedic  Dispensary  and  Hospital,  established  in  1868,  has  a  bed 
capacity  of  128,  including  ten  cribs,  used  exclusively  for  the  surgical  treatment  of 
orthopedic  conditions.  Its  facihties  are  used  in  the  teaching  of  orthopedics  to  under- 
graduates. 

New  Yor\  Post-Graduate  Medical  School  and  Hospital,  estabhshed  in  1882  to 
provide  instruction  for  physicians,  was  affiliated  with  Columbia  University  in  193 1. 
The  Dean  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  is  the  Director  of  the  Post- 
Graduate,  and  six  members  of  the  Post-Graduate  staff  have  seats  on  the  Medical 
Faculty  of  the  University. 

Reconstruction  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  Post-Graduate  Medical  School 
and  Hospital  since  1930,  has  fifty-seven  beds  for  the  care  of  patients  suffering  from 
the  accidents  and  diseases  of  modern  industry. 

Roosevelt  Hospital,  established  in  1864,  is  a  general  hospital  containing  397  beds. 
Its  facilities  are  used  in  the  teaching  of  medicine  and  surgery  to  undergraduate  and 
postgraduate  students. 

St.  Lu\e's  Hospital,  established  in  1850,  contains  446  beds,  including  eighty  beds 
for  infants  and  children.  Its  facilities  are  used  in  the  teaching  of  pediatrics  to  under- 
graduates, and  all  services  participate  in  the  program  of  graduate  medical  education. 

Sea  View  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  City  Department  of  Hospitals,  estab- 
lished in  1913,  has  a  bed  capacity  of  1,600  entirely  devoted  to  the  care  of  tuberculosis 
in  all  forms.  The  facilities  of  this  hospital  are  used  for  instruction  of  undergraduates 
in  physical  diagnosis. 

Stuyvesant  Square  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  Post-Graduate,  was  founded  in  1882 
as  the  New  York  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital  and  is  the  oldest  hospital  in  America 
to  specialize  in  the  treatment  of  skin  diseases  and  cancer.  In  1934  it  became  affiliated 
with  the  New  York  Post-Graduate  Medical  School  and  Hospital  as  the  New  York 
Skin  and  Cancer  Unit  of  that  institution.  Its  facilities  are  used  for  the  training  of 
physicians  for  specialization  in  dermatology  and  syphilology. 

University  Hospital  of  the  School  of  Tropical  Medicine  in  San  Juan,  Puerto  Rico, 
opened  in  1929,  contains  fifty  beds  and  an  out-patient  department.  Its  facilities  are 
open  to  Columbia  University  for  instruction  in  tropical  diseases. 

Willard  Par\er  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  Cit}'  Department  of  Hospitals, 
established  in  1866,  contains  424  beds  and  cribs  for  the  treatment  of  communicable 
diseases  and  tuberculosis.  The  facilities  of  this  hospital  are  used  for  instruction  of 
undergraduates  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  communicable  diseases. 

Woman's  Hospital,  founded  in  1855,  was  the  first  institution  established  by 
women  "for  the  treatment  of  diseases  peculiar  to  women  and  for  the  maintenance 
of  a  Lying-In  Hospital."  It  has  212  beds.  In  1937  an  affiliation  was  arranged  with 
Columbia  University  to  participate  in  the  program  of  training  specialists  in  obstetrics 
and  gynecology. 

THE  WASHINGTON  HEIGHTS  TEACHING  AND  HEALTH  CENTER 

This  is  an  administrative  district  of  the  Department  of  Health  of  New  York  City, 
where,  through  a  cooperative  agreement  between  the  City  of  New  York  and  Co- 
lumbia University,  the  pubhc  health  problems  and  the  practices  of  operating  agen- 
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cies  are  made  available  for  research  and  study.  The  census  of  1940  recorded  this 
area  as  containing  a  population  of  304,000.  In  addition  to  the  Health  Department, 
many  voluntary  health  and  welfare  agencies  operate  clinics  and  field  services  in 
this  district.  These  are  available  for  observation  by  students  and  offer  an  unusual 
field  for  study. 

In  the  health  center  building  itself,  which  forms  a  part  of  the  Medical  Center 
group,  the  DeLamar  Insdtute  of  Public  Health  occupies  the  three  upper  floors. 
Active  voluntary  agencies  also  serve  the  district  from  offices  in  this  building,  and  the 
District  Health  Department,  with  its  administrative  offices  and  clinics,  functions 
here.  Through  these  arrangements  and  this  centralizing  of  district  public  health 
activities,  collaboration  between  the  Institute  staff  and  operating  health  agencies  is 
unusually  complete  and  productive. 

SCHOOL  OF  TROPICAL  MEDICINE  IN  PUERTO  RICO 

The  School  of  Tropical  Medicine  of  the  University  of  Puerto  Rico  under  the 
auspices  of  Columbia  University  offers  unusual  opportunities  to  students  of  the 
DeLamar  Institute  of  Public  Health  interested  in  tropical  medicine.  The  courses 
at  the  Institute  are  so  arranged  that  a  student  may  complete  all  required  work  in 
the  first  three  quarters  and  by  electives  become  familiar  with  the  fundamentals  in 
parasitology.  If  he  so  elects,  he  may  pursue  studies  in  die  Fourth  Quarter  in  the 
Puerto  Rico  School  of  Tropical  Medicine,  where  excellent  laboratory  and  clinical 
materials  are  available. 

LIBRARY 

The  facilities  of  the  library  and  periodical  room  of  the  Medical  Center  are  at  the 
disposal  of  all  members  of  the  staff,  research  workers,  and  students  of  the  DeLamar 
Insdtute  of  Public  Health. 

Text  and  reference  books,  monographs,  and  population,  morbidity,  and  mortality 
records  required  for  students  in  public  health  are  available  for  study  in  the  reading 
room  of  the  Institute. 

MEDICAL  CENTER  BOOKSTORE 

For  the  convenience  of  the  students  and  hospital  staff,  the  University  Bookstore 
maintains  a  branch  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Room  B-463,  exten- 
sion 7265.  The  store  carries  a  full  stock  of  textbooks,  microscopes,  instruments,  and 
all  other  student  supplies.  In  addition,  it  maintains  theater  and  travel  bureaus 
and  facilities  for  cashing  checks.  Substantial  savings  are  effected  whenever  manu- 
facturers and  publishers  permit.  The  store  is  open  daily  throughout  the  year. 


THE  DELAMAR  INSTITUTE  OF 
PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  purposes  of  the  Institute  of  Public  Health  are  to  offer  a  complete  curriculum 
in  the  theory  and  practice  of  preventive  medicine  and  public  health  in  their  several 
aspects,  and  to  provide  leadership  and  guidance  for  graduate  students  who  desire 
to  do  advanced  work  in  the  public  health  sciences;  to  provide  for  students  of  medi- 
cine and  dentistry  that  element  in  their  education  which  bears  upon  the  preventable 
diseases  and  the  individual  and  social  aspects  of  public  health  problems.  It  extends  to 
the  lay  public  through  existing  channels  of  popular  education  the  benefits  of  reliable 
information  in  the  protection  and  development  of  human  health  and  in  the  preven- 
tion of  disease,  as  specifically  directed  in  the  will  of  the  late  Joseph  R.  DeLamar. 

DEGREES 

The  Institute  of  Public  Health  offers,  to  properly  qualified  applicants,  courses 
leading  to  the  degrees  of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  and  Doctor 
of  Public  Health.  For  information  as  to  other  degrees  offered  by  the  University 
under  the  guidance  of  one  of  the  departments  representing  sciences  related  to  pub- 
lic health,  as  bacteriology,  chemistry,  and  pathology,  or  under  the  Joint  Committee 
on  Graduate  Instruction,  see  the  Graduate  Announcement. 

Master  of  Science 

This  course  is  designed  to  provide,  for  properly  qualified  candidates,  a  working 
knowledge  of  the  principles  and  practices  of  public  health.  It  is  presupposed  that 
candidates  will  have  had  a  satisfactory  academic  education  and  previously  will  have 
become  qualified  in  some  professional  or  technical  capacity  basic  to  graduate  edu- 
cation in  public  health. 

Admission.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  must  be  graduates  of 
an  approved  medical,  dental,  or  engineering  school;  or  must  possess  an  acceptable 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  or  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  must  not  only  present  evi- 
dence of  having  completed  satisfactory  college  courses  in  chemistry,  physics,  bac- 
teriology, and  mathematics,  but  must  previously  have  demonstrated,  by  actual 
performance,  satisfactory  promise  of  efficiency  in  some  phase  of  public  health  work. 

Evidence  of  personal  capability  and  fitness  for  public  health  work  is  likewise 
considered  in  each  case  and  will  be  regarded  as  quite  as  essential  as  specific  educa- 
tional requirements. 

An  applicant  meeting  the  requirements  for  admission  as  set  forth  above,  desiring 
to  register  on  a  part-tim.e  basis  will  ordinarily  be  accepted  on  such  terms  only  if  he 
is  already  pursuing  public  health  work  as  a  career  or  if  he  presents  from  a  respon- 
sible public  health  agency  a  statement  that  he  will  be  appointed  to  a  full-time  public 
health  position  on  completion  of  the  course. 

Content  of  Course.  The  course  of  study  extends  over  a  period  of  at  least  one 
academic  year  in  residence.  Instruction  is  built  around  the  basic  subjects  of  bio- 
statistics,  epidemiology,  sanitary  science,  industrial  hygiene,  public  health  admin- 
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istration,  tropical  diseases,  and  public  health  dentistry.  Collateral  courses  in  labora- 
tory and  clinical  subjects  are  provided  on  an  elective  basis.  In  the  Fourth  Quarter  a 
student  with  a  special  interest  may,  on  faculty  approval,  arrange  an  individual 
schedule  of  field  work  to  meet  his  particular  needs.  Thus,  intensive  work  in  tuber- 
culosis, syphilis,  maternity  and  child  hygiene,  or  hospital  administration  may  be 
arranged. 

In  outlining  courses  of  instruction  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in 
the  field  of  pubUc  health,  it  has  been  recognized  that  the  objective  as  well  as  the 
previous  training  and  qualifications  of  the  candidate  will  determine  to  some  degree 
the  content  of  his  course.  There  are  certain  fundamentals,  however,  that  are  essential 
to  a  well-balanced  training  in  public  health,  and  these  are  taken  to  constitute  the 
uniform  partial  requirements  for  the  degree.  A  certain  amount  of  more  specialized 
training  in  one  or  another  of  the  elective  fields  may  be  arranged  for,  either  by 
taking  advanced  work  in  one  of  the  required  subjects  or  by  completing  require- 
ments in  one  of  the  electives. 

The  following  courses  are  required  of  all  candidates:  Public  Health  iF  and  ^T 
(Biostatistics  i  and  ^),  Public  Health  20F,  21S,  and  2^T  (Epidemiology  i,  2, 
and  4),  Public  Health  ^oF  and  ^2F  (Sanitary  Science  i  and  ^),  Public  Health  61S 
(Industrial  Hygiene  i),  and  Public  Health  40S  and  41T  (Public  Health  Practice  1 
and  2).  In  addition,  elective  courses  sufiEcient  in  number  must  be  chosen  by  the 
student  to  supplement  those  required.  In  electives  one  may  pursue  a  diverse,  well- 
rounded  program  or  specialize  in  some  particular  phase  in  which  he  is  interested. 

A  candidate  possessing  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  civil  engineering  or 
its  equivalent  from  an  approved  engineering  school  may  elect  alternative  studies 
approved  for  engineering  students. 

Doctor  of  Public  Health 

While  the  arrangement  of  work  leading  to  this  degree  is  designed  to  provide  more 
experience  in  the  investigative  method  than  is  practicable  in  the  Master  of  Science 
course,  and  although  a  thesis  is  obHgatory,  the  meeting  of  these  requirements  is 
incidental  rather  than  of  primary  importance.  The  objective  of  the  course  leading 
to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Public  Health  is  to  provide,  for  students  of  demonstrated 
ability  and  scholarship,  an  opportunity  to  attain  an  extensive  knowledge  of  the  field 
as  a  whole,  and  to  develop  an  outstanding  proficiency  in  some  particular  aspect  of 
public  health  practice.  Potentialities  and  record  of  past  accomplishment  of  candi- 
dates for  this  degree  must  be  such  to  justify  an  expectation  that  persons  satisfactorily 
completing  the  required  course  will  be  competent  for  teaching,  research,  or  major 
administrative  positions. 

Admission.  The  candidate  must  possess  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  must 
provide  evidence  of  at  least  one  year's  internship,  in  a  hospital  approved  by  Colum- 
bia University,  must  have  attained  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  public  health 
or  its  equivalent,  and  must  previously  have  had  satisfactory  experience  in  full-time 
public  health  work,  exclusive  of  the  time  spent  in  obtaining  the  Master's  degree. 

The  mere  possession  of  the  qualifications  listed  above  will  by  no  means  insure 
acceptance  of  any  given  candidate  for  this  degree.  In  every  instance  the  application 
of  the  candidate  must  be  approved  by  the  professor  under  whom  major  studies 
are  to  be  pursued. 
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Content  of  Course.  The  course  occupies  at  least  one  academic  year  in  residence, 
after  the  requirements  for  the  Master's  degree  are  met.  The  student  must  elect  one 
subject  of  major  but  not  exclusive  interest.  Through  intensive  w^ork  in  this  phase  of 
public  health  he  will  familiarize  himself  with  investigative  methods,  and  by  a  thesis 
will  be  required  to  demonstrate  a  proficiency  in  this  field.  Equally  important, 
through  the  advanced  courses  offered,  through  conferences  and  guided  library 
work,  he  must  acquire  an  unusually  complete  grasp  of  principles  essential  in  public 
health  practice. 

Courses  for  applicants  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Public  Health  are  provided  on 
an  individual  basis,  to  meet  the  interests  and  potentialities  of  the  various  candidates. 

SPECIAL  STUDENTS 

In  exceptional  cases  special  students  will  be  accepted.  However,  such  students 
who,  at  a  later  time,  wish  to  register  as  candidates  for  a  degree,  will  not  be  credited 
with  more  than  ten  points  for  work  done  on  a  part-time  basis  as  special  students. 

STUDENTS 

After  having  received  an  admission  permit  the  student  may  proceed  to  register, 
in  the  stated  registration  period  (see  Academic  Calendar),  for  such  prescribed  or 
elective  courses  of  instruction  as  are  appropriate  for  his  purposes.  Acceptance  of  a 
student  for  admission  is  based  on  grounds  of  character  and  health,  as  well  as  on 
the  fulfillment  of  academic  requirements. 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student 
of  the  University  during  the  session  for  which  he  is  registered  unless  his  connection 
with  the  University  is  officially  severed  by  withdrawal  or  otherwise.  No  student 
registered  in  any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time  be  regis- 
tered in  any  other  school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of  any  other 
institution,  without  the  consent  of  the  appropriate  Dean  or  Director. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic 
requirements  which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church 
for  religious  observance  should  make  application  to  the  appropriate  authority  for 
equitable  relief. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by 
him  of  academic  credits,  his  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the 
granting  of  any  certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  powers  of  the  Uni- 
versity, which  is  free  to  cancel  his  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which  it 
deems  advisable.  The  disciplinary  authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the  Presi- 
dent in  such  cases  as  he  deems  proper,  and  subject  to  the  reserve  powers  of  the 
President,  in  the  Dean  of  each  Faculty  and  the  Director  of  the  work  of  each  Admin- 
istrative Board. 

REGISTRATION 

The  academic  year  1943-1944  begins  Monday,  September  20,  1943.  Candidates 
for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  will  be  admitted  only 
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at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year  in  September,  except  by  special  arrangement 
through  the  Director  of  the  Institute.  Students  taking  the  courses  on  a  full-time  basis 
of  one  year  will  be  required  to  register  personally  at  the  beginning  of  each  Winter 
or  Spring  Session.  Students  taking  the  courses  on  a  part-time  basis  of  more  than  one 
year  will  be  required  to  register  at  the  beginning  of  each  quarter.  All  students  will 
register  in  the  office  of  the  Registrar  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons, 
630  West  i68th  Street.  Registration  dates  are  given  in  the  Academic  Calendar  at  the 
end  of  this  Announcement.  Program  adjustments  may,  however,  be  made  before 
the  opening  of  each  quarter. 

GRADUATION 

Diplomas  are  issued  at  Commencement,  in  February,  and  in  October.  No  degree 
will  be  granted  to  a  student  who  has  not  registered  for  and  attended  at  the  Uni- 
versity courses  of  instruction  equivalent  to  at  least  one  academic  year  of  full-time 
work. 

An  application  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  terminates  at  the  next  regular 
time  for  the  issuance  of  diplomas  subsequent  to  the  date  of  filing;  but  under  condi- 
tions prescribed  by  the  Faculty  it  may  be  subject  to  renewal  for  a  fee  of  f  i.oo  each 
time  that  a  candidate  chooses  to  come  up  for  consideration,  within  a  period  not  to 
exceed  three  years.  Thereafter  with  the  filing  of  a  second  application  the  regular  fee 
of  $20  is  again  payable. 

Dates  for  the  filing  of  applications  are  announced  in  the  Academic  Calendar  at 
the  end  of  this  Announcement. 

RESIDENCE  HALLS 

All  students  registered  within  the  University  regularly  pursuing  their  courses  of 
study  are  eligible  for  residence  in  University  Residence  Halls.  The  University  desires 
its  students  to  live  whenever  possible  in  the  Residence  Halls,  which  are  a  part  of  its 
educational  development  and  life.  Assignment  of  room  is  made  on  the  session  basis. 
Rentals  may  be  paid  on  a  session,  monthly,  or,  in  case  of  need,  weekly  basis. 

Bard  Hall 

Bard  Hall,  the  residence  for  students  of  the  Medical  School,  is  situated  on  Haven 
Avenue,  at  169th  Street,  about  three  blocks  from  the  entrance  to  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons.  It  is  eleven  stories  in  height  with  three  additional  stories 
in  the  north  wing  and  occupies  a  site  overlooking  Riverside  Park  and  the  Hudson 
River.  It  contains  265  single  rooms,  seven  suites  with  private  bath,  and  eleven  apart- 
ments. A  few  rooms  have  private  studies.  The  facilities  of  the  Hall  include  large 
lounging  rooms,  dining  room,  cafeteria  and  grillrooms,  gymnasium,  squash  courts, 
and  swimming  pool. 

There  are  about  twenty-five  rooms  on  the  first  and  second  stories  in  the  north 
wing  arranged  to  accommodate  women  students,  and  there  is  also  an  apartment  on 
each  of  these  floors.  Rates  for  single  rooms  range  from  $170  to  $295  for  the  aca- 
demic year. 

Room  application  blanks  and  further  information  concerning  rates  will  be  fur- 
nished on  request  by  the  Dean's  office,  630  West  i68th  Street,  New  York  City. 
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Other  Residence  Halls 

The  University  maintains  on  the  Campus  at  i  i6th  Street  or  immediately  adjacent 
thereto  Residence  Halls  for  men  and  for  women,  information  about  which  will  be 
furnished  on  request  by  the  Secretary  of  the  University,  213  Low  Memorial  Library. 
The  ofiBce  of  the  Director  of  University  Residence  Halls  is  125  Livingston  Hall. 

OFF-CAMPUS  ACCOMMODATIONS 

Students  who  find  it  necessary  to  live  outside  the  University  may  obtain  lists  of 
inspected  rooms  and  apartments  at  the  Registry  of  Off-Campus  Accommodations, 
125  Livingston  Hall. 

king's  crovv^n  hotel 

The  King's  Crown  Hotel,  420  West  11 6th  Street,  in  close  proximity  to  the  Uni- 
versity, is  owned  by  the  University.  It  provides  accommodations  at  reasonable  rates, 
available  for  relatives  and  guests  of  members  of  the  University. 

INTERNATIONAL  HOUSE 

International  House,  500  Riverside  Drive,  is  a  privately  endowed  residence  for 
students  from  foreign  lands  and  a  limited  number  of  American  students.  It  accom- 
modates 175  women  and  325  men  and  contains  a  restaurant  and  social  rooms.  In- 
quiries should  be  addressed  to  the  Committee  on  Admissions,  International  House, 
500  Riverside  Drive. 

HAMILTON  ARBORETUM  AND  GARDENS    ("nEVIs") 

The  Hamilton  Arboretum  and  Gardens  ("Nevis"),  an  estate  of  approximately 
sixty-eight  acres,  the  gifts  of  Mrs.  T.  Coleman  du  Pont,  of  Wilmington,  Delaware, 
is  located  at  Irvington-on-Hudson,  about  sixteen  miles  north  of  New  York  City. 
Classes  in  landscape  architecture  and  general  horticulture  meet  at  "Nevis,"  and 
special  lectures  are  arranged  from  time  to  time. 

A  GUIDE  TO  COLUMBIA  UNIVERSITY

SUMMARY   OF   FEES 

Tuition  fees,  the  University  fee,  and  laboratory  deposits  are  payable  semiannually 
in  advance.  No  reduction  is  made  for  late  registration.  Registration  will  not  be  com- 
plete until  such  fees  are  paid.  Checks  should  be  drawn  to  the  order  of  Columbia 
University  and  presented  in  person  to  the  office  of  the  Bursar.  Payment  of  fees  after 
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the  last  day  of  registration  (see  the  Academic  Calendar)  imposes  automatically  the 
statutory  charge  of  $3.00  for  this  privilege.  Under  the  regulations,  the  privileges 
of  the  University  are  not  available  to  any  student  until  he  has  completed  his 
registration.

The  conditions  under  which  such  privileges  shall  be  granted  are  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Registrar  with  the  approval  of  the  President.

1.  The  University  fee  (a)  and  the  fee  for  application  for  any  degree  (c)  are 
not  subject  to  rebate.

ESTIMATED  EXPENSES  FOR  THE  ACADEMIC  YEAR

PHYSICAL  EXAMINATION 

Provision  has  been  made  under  the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  for  a 
thorough  annual  medical  examination  of  each  student  attending  the  DeLamar  In- 
stitute of  Public  Health, 

EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  held  on  the  completion  of  each  course.  In  the  event  of  serious 
illness  or  other  unavoidable  cause  of  absence,  the  deficiency  may  be  made  up  by 
arrangement  with  the  instructor  and  approval  of  the  Director. 


COURSES   OF   INSTRUCTION 

The  letter  F,  S,  T,  or  0  after  a  course  number  indicates  the  quarter  in  which  the 
course  is  given — First,  Second,  Third,  or  Fourth  Quarter.  Without  such  designation 
odd  numbers  indicate  courses  given  during  the  Winter  Session,  from  September 
to  February;  even  numbers  indicate  courses  given  during  the  Spring  Session,  from 
February  to  May;  and  courses  numbered  both  odd  and  even  are  given  throughout 
the  academic  year.  While  in  general  all  time  periods  assigned  in  the  following 
schedule  will  be  observed,  revisions  may  be  necessary  in  some  instances. 

Due  to  the  national  emergency  courses  are  subject  to  change  or  withdrawal  with- 
out notice.

The  content  of  vital  statistics  ;  methods  of  collecting,  tabulating,  and  graphing  data  ;  elementary 
methods  for  analyzing  some  of  the  simpler  types  of  data  ;  methods  of  evaluating  sampling  variation.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Columbia  University  began  as  King's  College,  which  was  founded  in  1754  by 
royal  grant  of  George  II,  King  of  England,  "for  the  Instruction  of  Youth  in  the 
Learned  Languages,  and  the  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences."  The  Revolutionary  War 
interrupted  its  program,  but  in  1784  it  was  reopened  as  Columbia  College.  In 
1912  the  title  was  changed  to  Columbia  University  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

King's  College  organized  a  medical  faculty  in  1767  and  was  the  first  institution 
in  the  North  American  Colonies  to  confer  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in 
course.  The  first  individuals  to  graduate  in  medicine  from  the  College  were  Robert 
Tucker  and  Samuel  Kissam,  who  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  in 
May,  1769,  and  diat  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  May,  1770,  and  May,  1771,  respec- 
tively. Instruction  in  medicine  was  given  until  the  War  of  the  Revolution.  In 
1784  an  act  was  passed  making  Columbia  College  in  the  City  of  New  York  the 
successor  of  King's  College,  and  instruction  was  resumed  in  the  academic  depart- 
ment. Eight  years  later  the  medical  faculty  was  reestablished.  In  1814  the  medical 
faculty  of  Columbia  College  was  merged  with  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons,  which  had  obtained  an  independent  charter  in  1807.  In  i860,  by  agree- 
ment between  the  Trustees  of  the  two  institutions,  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  became  the  Medical  Department  of  Columbia  College;  from  that  time 
on  the  diplomas  of  the  graduates  were  signed  by  the  President  of  Columbia  Col- 
lege, as  well  as  by  the  President  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons.  The 
connection  was  only  a  nominal  one,  however,  until  1891,  when  the  College  was 
incorporated  as  an  integral  part  of  the  University.  Since  September,  1917,  women 
have  been  admitted  to  the  School  on  the  same  basis  as  men. 

The  School  of  Medicine  occupies  a  site  on  West  i68th  Street  between  Broadway 
and  Fort  Washington  Avenue  as  a  part  of  the  Medical  Center.  It  is  housed  in  a 
seventeen-story,  fire-resisting,  steel,  brick,  and  concrete  building,  each  floor  con- 
necting with  the  wards  and  services  of  Presbyterian  Hospital,  Sloane  Hospital  for 
Women,  and  Vanderbilt  Clinic. 

The  Trustees  of  Columbia  University,  on  May  2,  1921,  estabHshed  an  Institute 
of  Public  Health,  provided  for  its  maintenance  from  the  income  of  the  DeLamar 
Endowment  Fund  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  will  of  Mr.  Joseph  R. 
DeLamar,  and  appointed  an  Administrative  Board.  In  September,  1922,  students 
in  public  health  were  admitted  to  courses  in  Columbia  University  at  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  under  the  Department  of  Public  Health  Practice.  The 
DeLamar  Institute  of  Public  Health  is  now  an  integral  part  of  the  College  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  of  the  University  and  includes  the  fields  of  biostatistics  and 
epidemiology,  industrial  hygiene,  laboratory  practice,  diseases  of  nutrition,  public 
health  practice,  sanitary  science,  tropical  diseases,  and  other  fields  related  to  public 
health. 

THE  COLUMBIA-PRESBYTERIAN  MEDICAL  CENTER 

A  permanent  afiEliation  between  Columbia  University  and  Presbyterian  Hospital 
was  established  in  1921.  The  two  institutions  in  conjunction  with  several  others 
are  now  housed  on  the  plot  of  land  given  to  Columbia  University  and  Presbyterian 
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Hospital  by  Mrs.  Stephen  V.  Harkness,  extending  from  West  165th  Street  to  West 
i68th  Street  and  from  Broadway  to  Riverside  Park.  It  comprises  about  twenty  acres 
and  is  readily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  city  by  bus  lines  and  by  surface  and 
subway  railways.  Stations  of  the  Interborough  Rapid  Transit  and  the  Independent 
Subway  System  are  located  at  the  i68th  Street  corner  of  the  plot.  The  Medical 
Center  was  opened  in  the  spring  of  1928. 

In  addition  to  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  Presbyterian  Hospital, 
the  following  institutions  are  parts  of  the  Medical  Center:  School  of  Dental  and 
Oral  Surgery,  DeLamar  Institute  of  Public  Health,  Sloane  Hospital  for  Women, 
Vanderbilt  Clinic,  Babies  Hospital,  Neurological  Institute,  New  York  State  Psy- 
chiatric Institute  and  Hospital,  Department  of  Cancer  Research,  and  Washington 
Heights  Health  and  Teaching  Center. 

Presbyterian  Hospital  was  founded  in  1868.  The  hospital  occupies  a  twenty-two 
story  building  in  which  are  the  wards  of  the  medical  and  surgical  services,  Sloane 
Hospital  for  Women,  and  Squier  Urological  Clinic.  To  provide  for  personal  contact 
between  doctor  and  patient  the  hospital  is  divided  into  floor  units  of  between  sixty 
and  seventy  beds,  each  unit  fully  equipped  and  in  charge  of  a  special  staff  of  doctors, 
nurses,  social  service  workers,  and  dietitians.  Harkness  Pavilion  for  private  patients 
is  connected  with  the  main  building.  Under  the  terms  of  the  affiliation  with 
Columbia  University,  members  of  the  hospital  are  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers on  nomination  by  the  Trustees  of  the  University.  There  are  506  teaching  beds. 

Squier  Urological  Clinic  occupies  the  ninth  floor  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
building  and  the  tenth  floor  of  Babies  Hospital.  There  are  sixty-seven  beds  for  the 
care  of  adults  and  fourteen  beds  for  babies  and  children.  There  are  laboratories 
fully  equipped  to  do  diagnostic,  x-ray,  bacteriological,  pathological,  fluoroscopic, 
and  research  work.  The  cUnic  has  two  large,  especially  equipped  operating  rooms. 
The  urological  out-patient  department,  situated  in  Vanderbilt  Clinic,  is  fully 
equipped  for  cystoscopic,  x-ray,  and  laboratory  work. 

The  Institute  of  Ophthalmology  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  was  made  possible  by 
the  generosity  of  Edward  S.  Harkness.  The  hospital  and  laboratories  for  the  study 
of  diseases  of  the  eye  are  active  in  the  training  of  physicians  and  nurses.  The  hospital 
contains  fifty-four  ward  beds. 

Harkness  Pavilion  is  available  for  the  accommodation  of  private  patients  of  the 
attending  staff. 

Sloane  Hospital  for  Women  was  built  at  West  59th  Street  and  Amsterdam 
Avenue  and  presented  to  Columbia  University  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  D.  Sloane 
in  1886.  It  now  occupies  three  floors  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  building  for  ward 
and  semiprivate  patients  and  two  floors  in  Harkness  Pavilion  for  private  patients. 
The  wards  of  the  hospital  furnish  134  beds  for  obstetrical  and  gynecological 
patients.  Patients,  other  than  emergencies,  are  admitted  to  the  hospital  through 
Vanderbilt  Clinic.  The  deliveries  in  the  hospital  number  about  2,400  a  year.  The 
gynecological  service  is  run  in  conjunction  with  the  gynecological  service  of  Vander- 
bilt Clinic. 

Vanderbilt  Clinic,  presented  by  the  Vanderbilt  family  to  Columbia  University  in 
1888,  is  the  common  out-patient  department  for  the  hospitals  in  the  Medical  Center. 
It  is  a  fully  equipped  dispensary  for  the  sick  poor.  The  professors  of  the  Medical 
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School,  with  their  assistants,  have  entire  charge  of  its  professional  services.  The 
building  is  so  arranged  that  each  department  has  rooms  for  practical  instruction 
in  small  sections.  All  modern  appliances  for  the  treatment  of  disease  are  available, 
so  that  the  students  can  learn  thoroughly  the  use  of  all  methods  in  each  of  the  special 
departments  of  medicine. 

New  Yor\  State  Psychiatric  Institute  and  Hospital  is  a  200-bed  hospital  built  and 
maintained  by  the  state  of  New  York,  with  provisions  for  the  study  and  treatment 
of  all  types  of  psychiatric  disorders.  There  are  special  facilities  for  the  treatment  of 
children  presenting  behavior  and  personality  problems.  Connected  with  the  hospital 
is  an  active  out-patient  department  providing  diagnostic  and  treatment  facilities 
in  psychiatric  problems  both  of  adults  and  of  children.  The  hospital  maintains  special 
clinical  and  research  laboratories  and  an  extensive  psychiatric  library.  The  members 
of  the  hospital  staff  have  teaching  appointments  in  the  Department  of  Psychiatry 
and  take  an  active  part  in  the  instruction  of  the  medical  students. 

Babies  Hospital  provides  for  general  medical  and  surgical  care  of  infants  and 
children  up  to  and  including  twelve  years  of  age.  One  floor  of  the  hospital  is  devoted 
to  the  care  of  private  and  semiprivate  patients.  Three  floors  are  equipped  with 
laboratories.  Both  outdoor  and  indoor  playrooms  are  provided  for  convalescent 
children.  The  surgical  floor,  with  complete  operating  equipment,  affords  accom- 
modation for  thirty-one  patients.  The  total  capacity  of  the  hospital  is  164  beds. 
Laboratories  are  operated  for  the  routine  and  research  work  of  the  hospital  in 
pathology,  bacteriology,  and  chemistry.  An  x-ray  and  fluoroscopic  department  is 
operated  under  the  direction  of  the  hospital  radiologist.  In  Vanderbilt  Clinic  an 
out-patient  department  is  maintained  by  the  visiting  and  intern  staff  of  the  hospital, 
together  with  dispensary  physicians.  In  addition  to  the  general  medical  and  surgical 
clinics,  there  are  special  clinics  for  the  care  of  premature  infants  and  for  patients 
suffering  from  heart  disease,  tuberculosis,  epilepsy,  asthma,  and  other  diseases. 

Neurological  Institute,  one  of  the  first  nongovernmental  hospitals  in  this  country 
for  the  treatment  of  nervous  diseases,  was  founded  in  1909.  The  original  building 
at*  149  East  67th  Street  was  occupied  continuously  up  to  March,  1929,  when  the 
Institute  was  moved  to  the  Medical  Center.  Since  1938  the  Neurological  Institute 
has  been  more  closely  integrated  with  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  and  other  units 
of  the  Medical  Center,  which  has  made  possible  the  development  of  a  broad  basic 
program  of  teaching  and  research  in  neurology  in  cooperation  with  the  major 
departments  of  the  School  of  Medicine  and  in  the  treatment  of  the  sick  in  the 
affiliated  units  of  the  Medical  Center.  The  present  hospital  has  123  ward  beds 
and  is  devoted  exclusively  to  the  treatment  of  diseases  of  the  nervous  system  and 
surgical  conditions  of  the  brain  and  nervous  system.  Facilities  are  provided  for 
bedside  teaching  in  the  wards  for  both  undergraduate  and  graduate  students. 

OTHER  HOSPITALS  AND  INSTITUTIONS  USED  FOR  TEACHING 

Bellevue  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  City  Department  of  Hospitals,  was 
founded  in  1736  as  a  "Publick  Workhouse  and  House  of  Correction  of  the  City  of 
New  York,"  and  received  its  present  name  in  1816.  It  has  2,237  beds  used  for  the 
treatment  of  acute  diseases.  One  of  its  four  divisions  has  been  utilized  for  instruc- 
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tion  by  tiie  Faculty  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  for  over  sixty  years. 
The  staff  of  the  service  is  appointed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Hospitals  on  the  nomi- 
nation of  the  Trustees  of  Columbia  University.  During  the  fourth  'year  clinical 
clerkships  are  provided  in  general  medicine,  general  surgery,  and  tuberculosis.  In 
January,  1939,  a  unit  of  316  beds  for  chest  diseases  was  opened.  This  service  under 
the  Columbia  division  represents  the  most  up-to-date  equipment  and  facihties  for 
diagnosis  and  therapy  in  tuberculosis  and  other  pulmonary  disorders. 

Hospital  for  Joint  Diseases,  estabhshed  in  1905  as  a  hospital  for  the  care  of  de- 
formities and  joint  diseases,  accommodates  355  patients,  including  sixty  in  the 
Country  Home  at  Far  Rockaway.  The  facilities  of  this  hospital  are  used  for  teaching 
the  roentgenologic  and  therapeutic  aspects  of  radiology  to  graduate  students. 

Goldwater  Memorial  Hospital  in  the  Department  of  Hospitals  of  New  York  City 
was  opened  on  Welfare  Island  in  1939  to  fill  the  need  for  intensive  research  in 
chronic  diseases  and  for  the  establishment  of  adequate  facilities  for  the  care  of 
the  chronic  sick.  The  First  Division  of  the  Hospital,  which  contains  400  beds,  is 
under  the  auspices  of  Columbia  University  and  is  used  for  instruction  of  under- 
graduate and  postgraduate  students.  Since  1936  the  Research  Division  for  Chronic 
Diseases  has  been  operating  as  a  nucleus  of  the  First  Division.  This  hospital  was 
originally  called  the  Welfare  Hospital  for  Chronic  Diseases  and  received  its  present 
name  in  1942. 

Guggenheim  Dental  Clinic  is  an  institution  founded  by  Murry  and  Leonie  Gug- 
genheim to  give  free  dental  service  to  needy  children,  to  promote  professional 
dental  education,  and  to  advance  the  understanding  of  dental  problems.  The  CUnic 
has  the  most  modern  equipment  and  gives  dental  service  to  some  10,000  children 
annuallv.  Its  facilities  are  available  to  demonstrate  administrative,  clinical,  and 
health  education  techniques. 

Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  was  organized  in  1863  as  the  Hospital  for  the 
Ruptiired  and  Crippled  and  received  its  present  name  in  1942.  The  hospital  has  a 
ward  capacity  of  184  beds  devoted  to  the  care  of  orthopedic  and  surgical  conditions. 
It  is  affiliated  in  the  program  of  graduate  medical  education. 

Lenox  Hill  Hospital,  incorporated  in  1861,  contains  360  ward  beds.  Its  facilities 
are  offered  to  physicians  for  continuation  training  and  advanced  clinical  experience 
in  radiology. 

Lincoln  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  City  Department  of  Hospitals,  has  a 
bed  capacity  of  368.  The  facilities  of  the  pediatrics  department  are  offered  for  elec- 
tive work  in  the  undergraduate  course. 

Margaret  Hague  Maternity  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  Jersey  City  Medical  Center, 
has  a  capacity  of  556  beds,  including  284  bassinets.  An  affiliation  with  Colimibia 
University  was  arranged  in  1935  for  graduate  instruction  in  obstetrics. 

Mary  Imogene  Bassett  Hospital  in  Cooperstown,  New  York,  is  affiliated  with  the 
Universit)'  for  the  teaching  of  medicine  and  surgery  during  the  summer.  It  has 
eighty  beds. 

Montefiore  Hospital  for  Chronic  Diseases,  founded  in  1884,  has  a  capacity  of  712 
beds  devoted  to  the  treatment  of  chronic  diseases.  The  neurological  division  of 
160  beds  is  used  for  undergraduate  instruction.  Short  courses  for  graduates  are 
given  annually  in  collaboration  with  Columbia  University. 
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Morrisania  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  City  Department  of  Hospitals,  was 
established  in  1929.  The  bed  capacity  is  471  of  which  137  are  used  for  teaching 
in  obstetrics. 

Mount  Sinai  Hospital,  organized  in  1852,  accommodates  621  patients.  The  hos- 
pital since  1923  has  been  affiliated  with  Columbia  University  for  postgraduate  in- 
struction, particularly  for  physicians  in  general  practice. 

New  YorI{^  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  founded  in  1771,  a  hospital  containing  169 
beds  for  the  treatment  of  eye,  ear,  nose,  and  throat  diseases,  is  affiliated  in  the  pro- 
gram of  graduate  medicine. 

New  Yor\  Orthopaedic  Dispensary  and  Hospital,  established  in  1868,  has  a  bed 
capacity  of  128,  including  ten  cribs,  used  exclusively  for  the  surgical  treatment  of 
orthopedic  conditions.  Its  facilities  are  used  in  the  teaching  of  orthopedics  to  under- 
graduates. 

New  Yor\  Post-Graduate  Medical  School  and  Hospital,  established  in  1882  to 
provide  instruction  for  physicians,  was  affiliated  with  Columbia  University  in  1931. 
The  Dean  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  is  the  Director  of  the  Post- 
Graduate,  and  six  members  of  the  Post-Graduate  staff  have  seats  on  the  Medical 
Faculty  of  the  University. 

Reconstruction  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  Post-Graduate  Medical  School 
and  Hospital  since  1930,  has  fifty-seven  beds  for  the  care  of  patients  suffering  from 
the  accidents  and  diseases  of  modern  industry. 

Roosevelt  Hospital,  estabhshed  in  1864,  is  a  general  hospital  containing  397  beds. 
Its  facilities  are  used  in  the  teaching  of  medicine  and  surgery  to  undergraduate  and 
postgraduate  students. 

St.  hu\e's  Hospital,  established  in  1850,  contains  446  beds,  including  eighty  beds 
for  infants  and  children.  Its  facilities  are  used  in  the  teaching  of  pediatrics  to  under- 
graduates, and  all  services  participate  in  the  program  of  graduate  medical  education. 

Sea  View  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  City  Department  of  Hospitals,  estab- 
hshed in  1913,  has  a  bed  capacity  of  1,600  entirely  devoted  to  the  care  of  tuberculosis 
in  all  forms.  The  facilities  of  this  hospital  are  used  for  instruction  of  undergraduates 
in  physical  diagnosis. 

Stuyvesant  Square  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  Post-Graduate,  was  founded  in  1882 
as  the  New  York  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital  and  is  the  oldest  hospital  in  America 
to  specialize  in  the  treatment  of  skin  diseases  and  cancer.  In  1934  it  became  affiliated 
with  the  New  York  Post-Graduate  Medical  School  and  Hospital  as  the  New  York 
Skin  and  Cancer  Unit  of  that  institution.  Its  facilities  are  used  for  the  training  of 
physicians  for  specialization  in  dermatology  and  syphilology. 

University  Hospital  of  the  School  of  Tropical  Medicine  in  San  Juan,  Puerto  Rico, 
opened  in  1929,  contains  fifty  beds  and  an  out-patient  department.  Its  facihties  are 
open  to  Columbia  University  for  instruction  in  tropical  diseases. 

Willard  Parser  Hospital,  a  unit  of  the  New  York  City  Department  of  Hospitals, 
established  in  1866,  contains  424  beds  and  cribs  for  the  treatment  of  communicable 
diseases  and  tuberculosis.  The  facihties  of  this  hospital  are  used  for  instruction  of 
undergraduates  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  communicable  diseases. 

Woman's  Hospital,  founded  in  1855,  was  the  first  institution  established  by 
women  "for  the  treatment  of  diseases  pecuhar  to  women  and  for  the  maintenance 
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of  a  Lying-in  Hospital."  It  has  212  beds.  In  1937  an  affiliation  was  arranged  with 
Columbia  University  to  participate  in  the  program  of  training  speciaUsts  in  obstetrics 
and  gynecology. 

THE  WASHINGTON  HEIGHTS  TEACHING  AND  HEALTH  CENTER 

This  is  an  administrative  district  of  the  Department  of  Health  of  New  York  City, 
where,  through  a  cooperative  agreement  between  the  City  of  New  York  and  Co- 
lumbia University,  the  public  health  problems  and  the  practices  of  operating  agen- 
cies are  made  available  for  research  and  study.  The  census  of  1940  recorded  this 
area  as  containing  a  population  of  304,000.  In  addition  to  the  Health  Department, 
many  voluntary  health  and  welfare  agencies  operate  clinics  and  field  services  in 
this  district.  These  are  available  for  observation  by  students  and  offer  an  unusual 
field  for  study. 

In  the  health  center  building  itself,  which  forms  a  part  of  the  Medical  Center 
group,  the  DeLamar  Institute  of  Public  Health  occupies  the  three  upper  floors. 
Active  voluntary  agencies  also  serve  the  district  from  offices  in  this  building,  and  the 
District  Health  Department,  with  its  administrative  offices  and  clinics,  functions 
here.  Through  these  arrangements  and  this  centralizing  of  district  public  health 
activities,  collaboration  between  the  Institute  staff  and  operating  health  agencies  is 
unusually  complete  and  productive. 

SCHOOL  OF  DENTAL  AND  ORAL  SURGERY 

The  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  offers  opportunities  for  students  of  the 
DeLamar  Institute  of  PubHc  Health  interested  in  research  and  practice  in  the  dental 
aspects  of  public  health.  After  the  student  has  completed  the  required  courses  in 
the  Institute,  he  may  elect  special  lecture,  clinical,  laboratory,  and  seminar  courses 
in  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery. 

SCHOOL  OF  TROPICAL  MEDICINE  IN  PUERTO  RICO 

The  School  of  Tropical  Medicine  of  the  University  of  Puerto  Rico  under  the 
auspices  of  Columbia  University  offers  unusual  opportunities  to  students  of  the 
DeLamar  Institute  of  Public  Health  interested  in  tropical  medicine.  The  courses 
at  the  Institute  are  so  arranged  that  a  student  may  complete  all  required  work  in 
the  first  three  quarters  and  by  electives  become  familiar  with  the  fundamentals  in 
parasitology.  If  he  so  elects,  he  may  pursue  studies  in  the  Fourth  Quarter  in  the 
Puerto  Rico  School  of  Tropical  Medicine,  where  excellent  laboratory  and  clinical 
materials  are  available. 

LIBRARY 

The  facilities  of  the  library  and  periodical  room  of  the  Medical  Center  are  at  the 
disposal  of  all  members  of  the  staff,  research  workers,  and  students  of  the  DeLamar 
Institute  of  Public  Health. 

Text  and  reference  books,  monographs,  and  population,  morbidity,  and  mortality 
records  required  for  students  in  pubUc  health  are  available  for  study  in  the  reading 
room  of  the  Institute. 
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MEDICAL  CENTER  BOOKSTORE 

For  the  convenience  of  the  students  and  hospital  staff,  the  University  Bookstore 
maintains  a  branch  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Room  B-463,  exten- 
sion 7265.  The  store  carries  a  full  stock  of  textbooks,  microscopes,  instruments,  and 
all  other  student  supplies.  In  addition,  in  maintains  theater  and  travel  bureaus 
and  facilities  for  cashing  checks.  Substantial  savings  are  effected  whenever  manu- 
facturers and  publishers  permit.  The  store  is  open  daily  throughout  the  year. 


THE  DELAMAR  INSTITUTE  OF 
PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  purposes  of  the  Institute  of  PubHc  Health  are  to  offer  a  complete  curriculum 
in  the  theory  and  practice  of  preventive  medicine  and  public  health  in  their  several 
aspects,  and  to  provide  leadership  and  guidance  for  graduate  students  who  desire 
to  do  advanced  work  in  the  public  health  sciences;  to  provide  for  students  of  medi- 
cine and  dentistry  that  element  in  their  education  which  bears  upon  the  preventable 
diseases  and  the  individual  and  social  aspects  of  pubHc  health  problems.  It  extends  to 
the  lay  public  through  existing  channels  of  popular  education  the  benefits  of  reliable 
information  in  the  protection  and  development  of  human  health  and  the  preven- 
tion of  disease,  as  specifically  directed  in  the  will  of  the  late  Joseph  R.  DeLamar. 

DEGREES 

The  Institute  of  Public  Health  offers,  to  properly  qualified  applicants,  courses 
leading  to  the  degrees  of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  and  Doctor 
of  Public  Health.  For  information  as  to  other  degrees  offered  by  the  University 
under  the  guidance  of  one  of  the  departments  representing  sciences  related  to  pub- 
lic health,  as  bacteriology,  chemistry,  and  pathology,  or  under  the  Joint  Committee 
on  Graduate  Instrucdon,  see  the  Graduate  Announcement. 

Master  of  Science 

This  course  is  designed  to  provide,  for  properly  qualified  candidates,  a  working 
knowledge  of  the  principles  and  practices  of  public  health.  It  is  presupposed  that 
candidates  will  have  had  a  satisfactory  academic  education  and  previously  will 
have  become  qualified  in  some  professional  or  technical  capacity  basic  to  graduate 
education  in  public  health. 

Admission.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  must  be  graduates  of 
an  approved  medical,  dental,  or  engineering  school;  or  must  possess  an  acceptable 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  or  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  must  not  only  present 
evidence  of  having  completed  satisfactory  college  courses  in  chemistry,  physics, 
bacteriology,  and  mathematics,  but  must  previously  have  demonstrated,  by  actual 
performance,  satisfactory  promise  of  efficiency  in  some  phase  of  public  health  work. 
Evidence  of  personal  capability  and  fitness  for  public  health  work  is  likewise 
considered  in  each  case  and  will  be  regarded  as  quite  as  essential  as  specific  educa- 
tional requirements. 

--^"The  University  health  history  form  properly  filled  out  must  accompany  each 
application  for  admission  or  for  readmission  after  an  interruption  of  a  student's 

—course  of  study. 

An  applicant  meeting  the  requirements  for  admission  as  set  forth  above,  desiring 
to  register  on  a  part-time  basis,  will  ordinarily  be  accepted  on  such  terms  only  if  he 
is  already  pursuing  public  health  work  as  a  career  or  if  he  presents  from  a  respon- 
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sible  public  health  agency  a  statement  that  he  will  be  appointed  to  a  fuU-tinne  public 
health  position  on  completion  of  the  course. 

Content  of  Course.  The  course  of  study  extends  over  a  period  of  at  least  one 
academic  year  in  residence.  Instruction  is  built  around  the  basic  subjects  of  bio- 
statistics,  epidemiology,  sanitary  science,  industrial  hygiene,  public  health  admin- 
istration, tropical  diseases,  and  public  health  dentistry.  Collateral  courses  in  labora- 
tory and  clinical  subjects  are  provided  on  an  elective  basis.  In  the  Fourth  Quarter  a 
student  with  a  special  interest  may,  on  faculty  approval,  arrange  an  individual 
schedule  of  field  work  to  meet  his  particular  needs.  Thus,  intensive  work  in  tuber- 
culosis, syphilis,  maternity  and  child  hygiene,  or  hospital  administration  may  be 
arranged. 

In  outlining  courses  of  instruction  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in 
the  field  of  public  health,  it  has  been  recognized  that  the  objective  as  well  as  the 
previous  training  and  qualifications  of  the  candidate  will  determine  to  some  degree 
the  content  of  his  course.  There  are  certain  fundamentals,  however,  that  are  essential 
to  a  well-balanced  training  in  public  health,  and  these  are  taken  to  constitute  the 
uniform  partial  requirements  for  the  degree.  A  certain  amount  of  more  specialized 
training  in  one  or  another  of  the  elective  fields  may  be  arranged  for,  either  by 
taking  advanced  work  in  one  of  the  required  subjects  or  by  completing  require- 
ments in  one  of  the  electives. 

The  following  courses  are  required  of  all  candidates:  Public  Health  iF  and  5T 
(Biostati sties  i  and  ;),  Public  Health  20F,  21S,  and  23T  (Epidemiology  i,  2, 
and  4).  Public  Health  50F  and  ^2F  (Sanitary  Science  i  and  jj.  Public  Health  61S 
(Industrial  Hygiene  i),  and  Public  Health  40S  and  4jT  (Public  Health  Practice  i 
and  4).  In  addition,  elective  courses  sufficient  in  number  must  be  chosen  by  the 
student  to  supplement  those  required.  In  electives  one  may  pursue  a  diverse,  well- 
rounded  prograrn  or  specialize  in  some  particular  phase  in  which  he  is  interested. 

A  candidate  possessing  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  civil  engineering  or 
its  equivalent  from  an  approved  engineering  school  may  elect  alternative  studies 
approved  for  engineering  students. 

Doctor  of  Public  Health 

While  the  arrangement  of  work  leading  to  this  degree  Is  designed  to  provide  more 
experience  in  the  investigative  method  than  is  practicable  in  the  Master  of  Science 
course,  and  although  a  thesis  is  obligatory,  the  meeting  of  these  requirements  is 
incidental  rather  than  of  primary  importance.  The  objective  of  the  course  leading 
to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Public  Health  is  to  provide,  for  students  of  demonstrated 
ability  and  scholarship,  an  opportunity  to  attain  an  extensive  knowledge  of  the  field 
as  a  whole,  and  to  develop  an  outstanding  proficiency  in  some  particular  aspect  of 
public  health  practice.  Potentialities  and  record  of  past  accomplishment  of  candi- 
dates for  this  degree  must  be  such  as  to  justify  an  expectation  that  persons  satisfac- 
torily completing  the  required  course  will  be  competent  for  teaching,  research,  or 
major  administrative  positions. 

Admission.  The  candidate  must  possess  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  must 
provide  evidence  of  at  least  one  year's  internship,  in  a  hospital  approved  by  Colum- 
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bia  University,  must  have  attained  the  degree  of  Master  o£  Science  in  pubHc  health 
or  its  equivalent,  and  must  previously  have  had  satisfactory  experience  in  full-time 
public  health  work,  exclusive  of  the  time  spent  in  obtaining  the  Master's  degree. 

The  mere  possession  of  the  qualifications  listed  above  w^ill  by  no  means  insure 
acceptance  of  any  given  candidate  for  this  degree.  In  every  instance  the  application 
of  the  candidate  must  be  approved  by  the  professor  under  vi^hom  major  studies 
are  to  be  pursued. 

Content  of  Course.  The  course  occupies  at  least  one  academic  year  in  residence, 
after  the  requirements  for  the  Master's  degree  are  met.  The  student  must  elect  one 
subject  of  major  but  not  exclusive  interest.  Through  intensive  w^ork  in  this  phase  of 
public  health  he  will  familiarize  himself  with  investigative  methods,  and  by  a  thesis 
will  be  required  to  demonstrate  a  proficiency  in  this  field.  Equally  important, 
through  the  advanced  courses  offered,  through  conferences  and  guided  library 
work,  he  must  acquire  an  unusually  complete  grasp  of  principles  essential  in  public 
health  practice. 

Courses  for  applicants  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Public  Health  are  provided  on 
an  individual  basis,  to  meet  the  interests  and  potentialities  of  the  various  candidates. 

SPECIAL  STUDENTS 

In  exceptional  cases  special  students  will  be  accepted.  However,  such  students 
who,  at  a  later  time,  wish  to  register  as  candidates  for  a  degree,  will  not  be  credited 
with  more  than  ten  points  for  work  done  on  a  part-time  basis  as  special  students. 

STUDENTS 

After  having  received  an  admission  permit  the  student  may  proceed  to  register, 
in  the  stated  registration  period  (see  Academic  Calendar),  for  such  prescribed  or 
elective  courses  of  instruction  as  are  appropriate  for  his  purposes.  Acceptance  of  a 
student  for  admission  is  based  on  grounds  of  character  and  health,  as  well  as  on 
the  fulfillment  of  academic  requirements. 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student 
of  the  University  during  the  session  for  which  he  is  registered  unless  his  connection 
with  the  University  is  officially  severed  by  withdrawal  or  otherwise.  No  student 
registered  in  any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time  be  regis- 
tered in  any  other  school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of  any  other 
institution,  without  the  consent  of  the  appropriate  Dean  or  Director. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic 
requirements  which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church 
for  religious  observance  should  make  application  to  the  appropriate  authority  for 
equitable  relief. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by 
him  of  academic  credits,  his  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the 
granting  of  any  certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  powers  of  the  Uni- 
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versity,  which  is  free  to  cancel  his  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which  it 
deems  advisable.  The  disciplinary  authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the  Presi- 
dent in  such  cases  as  he  deems  proper,  and,  subject  to  the  reserved  powers  of  the 
President,  in  the  Dean  of  each  Faculty  and  the  Director  of  the  work  of  each  Admin- 
istrative Board. 

REGISTRATION 

The  academic  year  1944-1945  begins  Monday,  September  18,  1944.  Candidates 
for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  the  field  of  public  health  will  be  admitted  only 
at  the  beginning  of  the  academic  year  in  September,  except  by  special  arrangement 
through  the  Director  of  the  Institute.  Students  taking  the  courses  on  a  full-time  basis 
for  one  year  will  be  required  to  register  personally  at  the  beginning  of  each  Winter 
or  Spring  Session.  Students  taking  the  courses  on  a  part-time  basis  for  more  than  one 
year  will  be  required  to  register  at  the  beginning  of  each  quarter.  All  students  will 
register  in  the  office  of  the  Registrar  at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons, 
630  West  i68th  Street.  Registration  dates  are  given  in  the  Academic  Calendar  at  the 
end  of  this  Announcement.  Program  adjustments  may,  however,  be  made  before 
the  opening  of  each  quarter. 

GRADUATION 

Diplomas  are  issued  at  Commencement,  in  February,  and  in  October.  No  degree 
will  be  granted  to  a  student  who  has  not  registered  for  and  attended  at  the  Uni- 
versity courses  of  instruction  equivalent  to  at  least  one  academic  year  of  full-time 
work. 

An  application  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  terminates  at  the  next  regular 
time  for  the  issuance  of  diplomas  subsequent  to  the  date  of  filing;  but  under  condi- 
tions prescribed  by  the  Faculty  it  may  be  subject  to  renewal  for  a  fee  of  $1.00  each 
time  that  a  candidate  chooses  to  come  up  for  consideration,  within  a  period  not  to 
exceed  three  years.  Thereafter  with  the  filing  of  a  second  application  the  regular  fee 
of  $20  is  again  payable. 

Dates  for  the  filing  of  applications  are  announced  in  the  Academic  Calendar  at 
the  end  of  this  Announcement. 


RESIDENCE  HALLS 

All  students  registered  within  the  University  regularly  pursuing  their  courses  of 
study  are  eligible  for  residence  in  University  Residence  Halls.  The  University  desires 
its  students  to  live  whenever  possible  in  the  Residence  Halls,  which  are  a  part  of  its 
educational  development  and  life.  Assignment  of  room  is  made  on  the  session  basis. 
Rentals  may  be  paid  on  a  session,  monthly,  or,  in  case  of  need,  weekly  basis. 

Bard  Hall 

Bard  Hall,  the  residence  for  students  of  the  Medical  School,  is  situated  on  Haven 
Avenue,  at  169th  Street,  about  three  blocks  from  the  entrance  to  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons.  It  is  eleven  stories  in  height  with  three  additional  stories 
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in  the  north  wing  and  occupies  a  site  overlooking  Riverside  Park  and  the  Hudson 
River.  It  contains  265  single  rooms,  seven  suites  with  private  bath,  and  eleven  apart- 
ments. A  few  rooms  have  private  studies.  The  facilities  of  the  Hall  include  large 
lounging  rooms,  dining  room,  cafeteria  and  grillrooms,  gymnasium,  squash  courts, 
and  swimming  pool. 

There  are  about  twenty-five  rooms  on  the  first  and  second  stories  in  the  north 
wing  arranged  to  accommodate  women  students,  and  there  is  also  an  apartment  on 
each  of  these  floors.  Rates  for  single  rooms  range  from  $170  to  $295  for  the  academic 
year.

Other  Residence  Halls 

The  University  maintains  on  the  Campus  at  ii6th  Street  or  immediately  adjacent 
thereto  Residence  Halls  for  men  and  for  women,  information  about  which  will  be 
furnished  on  request  by  the  Secretary  of  the  University,  213  Low  Memorial  Library. 
The  office  of  the  Director  of  University  Residence  Halls  is  125  Livingston  Hall. 


OFF-CAMPUS  ACCOMMODATIONS 

Students  who  find  it  necessary  to  live  outside  the  University  may  obtain  lists  of 
inspected  rooms  and  apartments  at  the  Registry  of  Off-Campus  Accommodations, 
125  Livingston  Hall.

The  King's  Crown  Hotel,  420  West  ii6th  Street,  in  close  proximity  to  the  Uni- 
versity, is  owned  by  the  University.  It  provides  accommodations  at  reasonable  rates, 
available  for  relatives  and  guests  of  members  of  the  University. 

INTERNATIONAL  HOUSE 

International  House,  500  Riverside  Drive,  is  a  privately  endowed  residence  for 
students  from  foreign  lands  and  a  limited  number  of  American  students.  It  accom- 
modates 175  women  and  325  men  and  contains  a  restaurant  and  social  rooms.  In- 
quiries should  be  addressed  to  the  Committee  on  Admissions,  International  House, 
500  Riverside  Drive,  New  York  27,  N.  Y.

SUMMARY  OF  FEES 

Tuition  fees,  the  University  fee,  and  laboratory  deposits  are  payable  semiannually 
in  advance.  No  reduction  is  made  for  late  registration.  Registration  will  not  be  com- 
plete until  such  fees  are  paid.  Checks  should  be  drawn  to  the  order  of  Columbia 
University  and  presented  in  person  to  the  oflEce  of  the  Bursar.  Payment  of  fees  after 
the  last  day  of  registration  (see  the  Academic  Calendar)  imposes  automatically  the 
statutory  charge  of  $3.00  for  this  privilege.  Under  the  regulations,  the  privileges 
of  the  University  are  not  available  to  any  student  until  he  has  completed  his 
registration.

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PHYSICAL  EXAMINATION 


Provision  has  been  made  under  the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  for  a 
thorough  annual  medical  examination  of  each  student  attending  the  DeLamar 
Institute  of  Public  Health. 


EXAMINATIONS 


Examinations  are  held  on  the  completion  of  each  course.  In  the  event  of  serious 
illness  or  other  unavoidable  cause  of  absence,  the  deficiency  may  be  made  up  by 
arrangement  with  the  instructor  and  approval  of  the  Director. 


COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

The  letter  F,  S,  T,  or  Q  after  a  course  number  indicates  the  quarter  in  which  the 
course  is  given — First,  Second,  Third,  or  Fourth  Quarter.  While  in  general  all  time 
periods  assigned  in  the  following  schedule  will  be  observed,  revisions  may  be  neces- 
sary in  some  instances. 

Due  to  the  national  emergency  courses  are  subject  to  change  or  withdrawal  with- 
out notice. 

Courses  marked  with  an  asterisk  (*)  are  required  of  all  candidates  for  the  degree. 

BIOSTATISTICS

Methods  are  presented  for  analyzing  discrete 
and  continuous  distributions  of  a  single  variable,  for  large  and  small  samples.  The  appropriate 
sampling  theory  is  considered.  General  methods  are  also  presented  for  treating  relationships  between 
two  or  more  variables,  including  the  theory  of  correlation  and  least  squares. 

Public  Health  3Q  (Biostatistics  3) — Advanced  topics  in  statistics.  Fourth 
Quarter.  Lectures  and  laboratory. 
Hours  to  be  arranged. 

The  topics  considered  depend  to  some  extent  on  the  interests  of  the  students.  Possible  topics 
include  theoretical  frequency  curves,  advanced  correlation  theory,  construction  of  life  tables,  theory 
of  probability,  analysis  of  variance.

CLINICAL  AND  FIELD  INSTRUCTION 

Clinical  instruction  is  provided  by  the  staff  of  tlie  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  and  affiliated  hospitals  and  public  health  agencies  in  New  York  City. 

All  courses  in  clinical  instruction  in  the  Fourth  Quarter  are  for  periods  of  four 
weeks.
